spite occasional  mirages  and  disil- 
lusionments  encountered  en  route. 

In  San  Francisco  general  busi- 
ness for  the  eleven  months'  cumu- 
lative  was  12.5  per  cent  over 
last  year.  Our  November  index  at 
209.7,  a  new  high  for  that  month, 
was  15.1  per  cent  above  November 
last  year. 

•  Major  fields  to  show  substantial 
improvements  for  the  cumulative 
period  are:  retail  department  store 
sales  up  13.4  per  cent ;  electrical  energy 
sales  15.9  per  cent;  freight  car  move- 
ments 6.1  per  cent;  airport  plane 
traffic  48.1  per  cent  and  passenger 
traffic  47.8  per  cent;  postal  receipts 
100.4  per  cent;  stock  e.xchange  trans- 
actions 13  per  cent;  real  estate  sales 
\alue  60  per  cent;  and  the  number  of 


residential  building  permits  15  per 
cent.  Commercial  failures  were  sub- 
stantially under  those  of  a  year  ago. 
During  si.\  of  the  eleven  months  not  a 
single  failure  was  reported  in  San 
Francisco. 

•  Cost  of  living  No\ember  index  for 
all  items  in  San  Francisco  at  131.4  was 
up  3.2  per  cent  above  the  November 
indexlastyear.The  11  months' average 
was  up  but  2.8  per  cent,  with  house 
furnishings  and  clothing  showing  the 
most  marked  ad\ances  represented  b>' 
9.5  and  6.6  per  cent  respecti\el\'. 

In  the  Bay  Area  cumulative  war 
contracts  and  project  orders  since 
April  1940,  now  reported  at  $4,- 
733,833,000, are  nearlya  billiondol- 
lars  above  a  year  ago.  Of  this  total, 
contracts  for  supplies  amounted 
to  $3,357,897,000  of  which  $2,681,- 
684,000  were  for  ships;  the  facili- 
ties contracts  amounted  to  $511,- 
256,000  of  which  $396,108,000  were 
industrial  and  $115,148,000  were 
military;  and  project  orders  ac- 
counted for  $864,698,000. 

•  Employment  in  the  manufactur- 
ing industries  in  the  San  Francisco  In- 
dustrial Area  during  the  11  months 
averaged  8  per  cent  below  the  same 
period  last  year,  but  payrolls  stimu- 
lated by  overtime  payments  were 
down  only  3  per  cent.  Total  wage 
earners  in  November  amounted  to 
237,400,  of  which  183,500  were  in  the 
durable  group  and  53,900  in  the  non-

25  per  cent  above  last  November, 
.Sales  for  the  cumulative  period  in  .San 
Francisco  were  up  14  per  cent;  Oak- 
land 10  per  cent,  San  Jose  11  per  cent, 
Santa  Rosa  14  per  cent,  X'allejo-Napa

West  Coast  shipbuilding, 
war  construction  projects,  ammuni- 
tion and  ordnance  plants,  Utah  and 
Wyoming  coal  mines,  foundries,  steel 
plants,  aircraft  plants  producing 
B-29's  and  new  fighter  planes,  chem- 
ical and  rubber  plants,  certain  rail- 
roads   and    secret    military    projects. 

•  Machine  tool  purchase  orders  of 
the  Army,  Navy,  Maritime  Commis- 
sion or  their  prime  and  sub-contrac- 
tors must  hereafter  be  accompanied 
by  photostatic  copies  of  WPB-542 
certificates  to  permit  identification 
with  urgent  programs,  the  Tools  Di- 
vision of  the  War  Production  Board 
has  reported,  in  amending  General 
Preference  Order  E-l-b. 

Farmers  who  need  lumber  for 
emergency  maintenance  and  re- 
pair of  farm  dwellings  may  now 
apply  to  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration for  preference  ratings  in- 
stead of  to  War  Production  Board 
local  field  offices.

C  of  C  Urges  Lanham 
Act  Change  to  Expedite 
War  Housing  Removal 

Amendment  of  the  Lanhain  Act  to 
expedite  removal  of  war  housing  after 
the  end  of  hostilities  is  sought  in  a 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  on  recoinmendation 
of  its  Industrial  Committee. 
•  According  to  the  resolution,  the 
future  status  of  emergency  war  hous- 
ing will  directly  affect  future  employ- 
ment opportunities  in  private  housing 
construction,  the  manufacture  of  pri- 
vate housing  materials,  equipment, 
fixtures  and  furniture  and  the  con- 
struction and  operation  of  new  fac- 
tories on  land  now  occupied  by 
emergency  war  housing. 

Therefore,  changes  in  Section  4 
and  Section  313  of  the  Lanham 
Act  are  proposed.  One  amend- 
ment would  provide  for  war  hous- 
ing removal  not  later  than  two 
years  after  recognized  cessation  of 
organized  hostilities,  rather  than 
the  formal  end  of  the  emergency, 
and  the  other  amendment  would 
clarify  technical  questions  as  to 
recoveries  to  be  obtained  by  the 
government  from  war  housing. 

The  -San  F"rancisco  Chamber  will 
cooperate  with  other  organizations 
through  its  Washington  Office  to  ac- 
complish the  desired  amendments. 


1945  Income  Estimate  Due 

Members  are  reminded  that  Janu- 
ary 15,  1945  is  the  final  date  for  filing 
Declarations  of  Estimated  Income 
Tax  for  the  year  1944.  Up  to  that 
date  the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue 
will  receive  original  returns  from 
farmers  and  any  needed  amended  re- 
turns from  other  taxpayers.

The  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue 
has  published  the  following  correc- 
tions to  the  previously  released  With- 
holding Tax  Tables : 

"In  the  table  for  biweekly  pay- 
roll period  opposite  the  $118-$120 
wage  group,  the  figure  for  3  with- 
holding exemptions  should  be 
'12.50'. 

"In  the  semimonthly  payroll  period 
table,  the  figure  for  2  withholding  ex- 
emptions opposite  the  $74-S76  wage 
group  should  be  '6.60' ;  the  figure  for  1 
withholding  exemption  opposite  the 
$88-$90  wage  group  should  be  '13.60', 
and  opposite  the  S100-S102  wage 
group  the  figure  for  4  withholding  ex- 
emptions should  be  '3.60'.  At  the  end 
of  this  table  the  line  of  text  opposite 
'$500  and  over'  should  read  '22.5  per- 
cent of  the  excess  o\er  S500  plus'. 

"In  the  daily  or  miscellaneous 
payroll  period  table  the  figure  for 
10  or  more  withholding  exemp- 
tions for  the  '$30.00  and  over' 
wage  group  should  be  '3.60'."

1944   BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION 


The  tremendous  impact  of  the  war 
on  the  Bay  Area  in  relation  to  other 
areas  is  partially  visualized  by  the 
building  construction  during  the  past 
two  years  as  reported  by  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Labor,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Research  De- 
partment announced  today. 

Among  the  ten  cities  in  the 
United  States  reporting  the  larg- 
est volume  of  building  construc- 
tion during  1944,  three  —  San 
Francisco,  Oakland  and  Alameda 
— were  in  the  Bay  Area  with  a 
combined  total  for  the  eleven 
months  of  .162,594,000  compared 
to  .$48,690,000  for  the  similar 
period  of  1943. 


•  Total  construction  in  these  three  con- 
tiguous Bay  Area  communities  for  1944  was 
up  29  per  cent  over  last  year  compared  to 
a  drop  of  3  per  cent  in  the  total  for  the  ten 
cities. 

The  volume  of  construction  in  these 
San  Francisco  Bay  cities  exceeded  that 
reported  for  any  of  the  other  leading 
areas  in  the  United  States  and  accounted 
for  22  per  cent  of  the  total  of  the  ten  lead- 
ing cities. 

•  Federal    building   construction   in    the 

three  Bay  Area  cities  amounted  ti>  $46,912,- 
000,  or  45.4  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  ten 
cities,  and  was  43  per  cent  above  the  previous 
year  compared  to  a  decline  of  37  per  cent  for 
the  ten  cities  as  a  whole. 

The  ten  cities  with  largest  construction  vol- 
ume were  Alameda,  Cleveland,  Chicago,  De- 
troit, Los  Angeles,  New  Orleans,  New  S'ork, 
Oakland,  San  Francisco  and  Seattle.

Importance  of  Imports 
Outlined  in  Speech  by 
Henry  S.  Radcliffe 

In  an  address  stressing  the  "Im- 
portance of  Imports,"  Henry  F.  Rad- 
cHiTe,  executive  secretary.  National 
Council  of  American  Importers,  Inc., 
told  members  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Association  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber,  Monday,  January  15,  that 
imports  are  the  sound  currency  of  ex- 
port trade. 

•  Export  .Payment — In  the  international 
balance  of  payments,  Radcliffe  said,  we 
cannot  possibly  find  more  than  a  small  portion 
of  the  dollars  required  to  support  an  expanded 
export  volume. 

"The  real  answer,  as  every  foreign 
trader  knows,  is  an  enlarged  volume  of 
import  of  raw  materials,  semi-manu- 
factured and  finished  manufactured 
goods." 

•Three  Levels — For  the  expansion  of  postwar 
international  trade  which  he  termed  the 
foreign  traders'  responsibility,  Radcliffe  out- 
lined a  program  divided  on  the  international 
and  national  level  and  on  the  commercial 
level. 

•  On  international  issues  such  as  stabiliza- 
tion of  exchange,  Radcliffe  urged  that  foreign 
traders  study  the  questions  from  a  foreign 
trade  angle  and  let  their  congressmen  know 
their  views. 

•  On  the  national  level,  Radcliffe  made  six 
recommendations : 

1.  Support  setting  up  a  Foreign  Economic 
Commission. 

2.  Support  extension  and  liberalization  of 
the  Reciprocal  Trade  Agreements  Act. 

3.  Initiate  revision  and  "cleaning  up"  of 
"red  tape"  special  and  administrative  pro- 
visions of  the  tariff. 

4.  Support  amendment  of  the  Foreign 
Trade  Zones  Act  to  permit  foreign  manufac- 
turing and  exhibiting  in  foreign  trade  zones. 

5.  Promote  establishment  of  a  well-trained 
corps  of  commercial  representatives  in  foreign 
countries. 

6.  Seek  to  make  the  Division  of  Regulation 
of  the  U.  S.  Maritime  Commission  inde- 
pendent from  the  commission  with  authority 
to  regulate  ocean  transportation  and  port 
terminal  facilities. 

In  launching  an  effective  foreign  trade 
program  on  the  commercial  level,  Rad- 
cliffe urged  foreign  traders  devote  serious 
attention  to  all  measures  designed  to 
further  postwar  exports  and  imports — 
for  example:  to  find  new  and  profitable 
uses  for  imports;  improve  relationship 
between  individual  traders  and  cargo 
carriers;  solve  in  advance  problems  of  the 
relatively  new  field  of  export  and  import 
by  air.

"The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  through  its  Agricul- 
tural Committee  and  other  fa- 
cilities, will  continue  to  pursue  an 
active  program  of  protecting  and 
promoting  the  interests  of  Cali- 
fornia agriculture." 

•  General  Welfare  -John  E.  I'icketl,  chair- 
man, .Agrirullural  Coniniittee,  oiithned  a  full 
program  inrluding  cooperation  with  agricul- 
tural communities,  recruitment  of  labor  sup- 
ply, hantlling  of  surplus  coninioflities,  and 
legislali\e  actisities. 

Work  for  completion  of  a  modern  and 
adequate  Wholesale  Produce  Market  has 
an  important  place  in  the  (Committee's 
program  for  the  coming  year,  Pickett 
said,  along  with  market  studies  for  agri- 
cultural products  and  by-products. 

•  .Special  Wartime  Problems  Postwar 
disposal  of  surplus  farm  products  will  have 
the  constant  attention  of  the  coniniitlee  dur- 
ing llie  year,  along  with  other  special  wartime 
problems,  such  as  assistance  in  obtaining 
priorities  for  building  and  e(|uipnieiit ;  in 
getting  trucks,  tractors,  farm  eciuipment,  etc., 
from  surplus  disposal  agencies;  and  in  obtain- 
ing farm  housing.

New  and  larger  cjuarters,  including 
a  library  and  mineral  displa>'  and  a 
somewhat  larger  budget  for  the  .State 
Division  of  Mines,  are  urged  in  reso- 
lutions adopted  b>-  the  .San  Francisco 
Chamber's  Board  of  Directors  on  rec- 
ommendations of  its  Mining  Commit- 
tee. 

Some  time  ago,  the  Mining 
Committee  received  a  suggestion 
that  resulted  in  studies  by  a  spe- 
cial sub-committee  as  to  the  feasi- 
bility of  establishing  a  special 
minerals  industry  building  in  San 
Francisco. 

•  New  State  Building— It  devel- 
oped that  the  present  (|uarters  occu- 
pied by  the  State  Division  of  Mines 
in  the  Ferry  Building  are  inadequate 
and  that,  among  its  postwar  plans, 
the  -State  of  California  is  scheduling 
the  erection  of  a  new  state  liuilding 
in  San  Francisco. 

After  some  investigation,  the 
Chamber  has  found  that  it  would 
be  highly  desirable  for  ample  pro- 
visions to  be  made  in  the  proposed 
new  state  building  to  accommo- 
date the  State  Division  of  Mines, 
including  its  library  and  mineral 
displays,  in  order  that  it  may  bet- 
ter serve  the  public  in  a  manner 
befitting  the  importance  of  the 
mining  industry. 

•  Expanded  Budget  In  connei - 
tion  with  a  somewhat  expanded 
budget  for  the  Dix'ision  of  Mines  dur- 
ing the  biennium  beginning  July  1, 
1945,  the  Chamber  has  endorsed  rec- 
ommendations of  the  State  Mining 
Board. 

A  budget  of  $.?55,281  is  urged 
with  the  provision  that  $50,000  a 
year  be  separately  set  up  as  a  spe- 
cial item  for  cooperative  geo- 
logical projects  with  the  U.  S. 
Geological  Survey  to  expedite  the 
preparation  and  completion  of 
needed  topographical  and  other 
maps  of  California.  The  $355,281 
budget  would  be  approximately

General  Business  Activity

The  swift  and  unrelenting  flow  of 
war  activities  streaming  through  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  during  1944 
attracted  new  population,  created 
new  problems,  new  opportunities,  and 
established  new  records.  TTreater 
things  seem  to  be  in  the  making  as 
new  millions  are  freshU'  authorized  for 
larger  military  de\elopnients  on  our 
Bay  shores. 

•  Final  year-end  totals  for  major 
fields  of  activity  reveal  tremendous 
volumes  and  large  increases  over  the 
previous  year  for  both  San  Francisco 
and  the  Bay  Area  (see  tables).  San 
Francisco  regional  activity — northern 
California  and  western  Nevada — also 
continued  to  maintain  a  better-than- 
national-a\erage  trend  during  tlie 
past  year. 

•  San  Francisco  business  activity 

attained  a  new  high  le\cl  in  Decem- 
ber at  2,?1.6  measured  bv  our  index, 
and  the  1944  average  of  1X8.2  was  12.1 
per  lent  o\er  194,^  and  XX. 2  per  cent 
above  the  19,^5-,^9  base. 


•  Bay  Area  financial  transactions 

during  1944  rose  11.9  per  cent,  or  S2.7 
billion,  (o  a  total  of  S25.6  billion  for 
the  year.  W'ar  contracts  in  the  Bay 
Area  climbed  $571  million  in  the  11 
months  to  a  cumulative  since  the  war 
of  $4.8  billion.  New  contracts  for 
ships  accounted  for  $310  million  of 
the  increase. 

1944  Bay  Area  retail  trade  rose 
$203  million,  or  13  per  cent,  to  an 
estimated  total  of  $1.8  billion. 
Dollar  volume  of  wholesale  trade 
climbed  $124  million,  or  4  per 
cent,  to  an  estimated  total  of  $3.2 
billion.  Industrial  wages  esti- 
mated at  $719  million  were  off  4 
per  cent  compared  to  the  previous 
year,  but  were  nearly  five  times 
the  1940  level.  Federal  building 
construction  rose  43  per  cent  dur- 
ing 1944. 

•  Freight   car  movements  in   the 

San  Francisco-Oakland  switching 
limits  averaged  better  than  2,200  cars 
daily  for  a  total  of  825.,S92,  or  8.5  per 
cent  above  a  year  agf). 

•  The  manufacturing  industries 

in  the  .San  Franciscf)  Industrial  Area 
emplo>ed  2,H,900  wage  earners  in 
December.  Although  the  number  was 
,S9,400  fewer  than  in  December  a  year 
ago,  improvemeTits  were  effected  in 
production  methods  and  in  the  utiliza- 
tion of  the  available  labor  force  which 
kept  production  at  a  high  level.  De- 
cember average  weekly  earnings 
amounted  to  $61.93  compared  to 
$58.66  in  December  a  year  ago.  Aver- 
age hours  worked  per  week  amounted 
to  45.5  compared  to  44.5  last  year. 

The  1944  annual  payrolls  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  were 
4.2  per  cent  below  the  1943  level; 
but  in  the  non-manufacturing 
industries  retail  trade  payrolls 
were  up  3.5  per  cent;  wholesale 
trade  up  7.8  per  cent;  hotels  20.1 
per  cent;  and  the  laundry  and 
cleaning  group  up  7  per  cent. 


•  Department  store  annual  retail 
sales  in  the  Ba\'  .\rea  and  throughout 
the  Federal  Reser\e  District  during 
1944  were  well  above  the  1943  level. 
Bay  Area  sales  rose  13  per  cent  with 
San  Francisco  sales  up  15  per  cent, 
and  Oakland  10  per  cent. 

Central  Valley  sales  rose  12  per 
cent;  Los  Angeles  area  13  per  cent; 
San  Diego  11  per  cent;  Portland- 
Seattle  area  4  per  cent ;  Salt  Lake  City 
2  per  cent;  while  sales  for  the  12th 
Federal  Reserve  District  were  up  10 
per  cent. 

In  San  Francisco,  bank  debits 
total  for  the  year  amounting  to 
$19.7  billion  were  up  $2.2  billion  or 
12.5  per  cent  above  1943,  while 
bank  deposits  at  the  mid-year  call 
were  up  $398  million  to  $6.1  bil- 
lion. Retail  sales  estimated  at  $772 
million  were  $89  million  above  a 
year  ago,  while  estimated  sales  at 
wholesale  of  $2.7  billion  were  $104 
million  over  1943. 

•  Other  substantial  developments 
in  San  Francisco  during  the  year  oc- 
curred in  the  real  estate  field  with 
sales  rising  54.8  per  cent  above  the 
previous  year  and  amounting  to 
$128.4  million.  Postal  receipts  jumped 
102.5  per  cent  to  $35.4  million.  .San 
Francisco  Airport  passenger  traffic 
on-and-off  rose  51.4  per  cent  to 
260,931,  with  plane  traffic  up  40  per 
cent.  Air  mail  loaded  passed  the  10 
million-pound  mark  with  an  increase 
of  127.7  per  cent.  Industrial  place- 
ments during  the  year  were  reported 
at  133,304  out  of  a  total  for  all  place- 
ments amounting  to  146,960. 

Cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco 
during  1944  averaged  2.3  per  cent

•  Construction — No  increase  in  the 
\()liime  of  building  construction  in 
1945  as  compared  with  1944  is  con- 
templated, War  Production  Board 
officials  informed  the  Hardware  In- 
dustry Advisory  Committee  at  its  re- 
cent meeting.  Reduction  in  civilian 
construction  will  probably  be  neces- 
sary until  the  war  in  F^urope  is  over, 
they  said. 

•  Housing  -Thirty  thousand  tem- 
porary dwellings  will  be  produced  in 
this  country,  subject  to  the  availa- 
bility of  lumber  and  other  building 
materials,  and  shipped  to  E^ngland  to 
meet  the  immediate  needs  of  essential 
war  workers  in  bombed-out  areas,  the 
Foreign  Economic  Administration  and 
the  National  Housing  Agency  have 
announced. 

Out  of  about  13,000,000  dwell- 
ings in  the  United  Kingdom  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  war,  4,500,000 
have  been  destroyed  or  damaged 
by  enemy  action.  Housing  is  now 
recognized  as  an  essential  war 
commodity  along  with  munitions, 
food,  and  other  supplies  that  the 
United  States  has  shipped  abroad 
to  its  allies.

mittee and  announced  today  by  the 
committee. 

e  The  1944  estimate  has  been  de- 
veloped by  the  Statistical  Section  of 
the  State  Division  of  Mines  under  the 
direction  of  Walter  W.  Bradley,  -State 
Mineralogist. 

Over  60  mineral  substances  con- 
tributed to  California's  produc- 
tion in  1944,  the  output  setting  a 
new  record  and  being  over  25  mil- 
lion dollars  greater  than  for  1943. 
Major  gains  were  made  in  petro- 
leum and  natural  gas  yields.

Over  $7,795,000  will  be  invested 
in  new  industrial  enterprises  in  San 
Francisco,  according  to  announce- 
ments made  during  1944  and  tabu- 
lated by  the  Industrial  Department 
of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  Gains — During  the  year,  San  Fran- 
cisco gained  48  new  factories  while  55 
established  plants  were  expanded 
through  investments  aggregating 
$1,699,000. 

New  and  expanded  projects  tab- 
ulated for  the  year  will  represent 
an  estimated  outlay  aggregating 
$9,494,000.  Approximately  16,566 
factory  jobs  are  involved  in  the 
103  new  plants  and  expansions. 

While  the  increased  tempo  of  San 
Francisco  industrial  development  re- 
flects the  constantly  growing  demand 
for  war  materials,  many  of  the  1944 
projects  have  been  designed  with  a 
view  to  the  postwar  period  and  it  is 
reported  that  prospects  for  1945  are 
equal  to  or  better  than  those  experi- 
enced last  year.

C  of  C  Acts  on  Issues 
Bearing  on  Development 
West's  Mining  Industry 

Resolution.s  taxnring  legislation  to 
authorize  mining  loans  by  the  Recon- 
struction P'inance  Corporation  and 
court  action  to  afford  moratoriums 
on  the  obligations  of  mine  operators 
were  adopted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber's  Board  of  directors  last 
week  on  recommendation  of  its  Min- 
ing Committee. 

The  Board  also  took  action 
showing  the  necessity  for  careful 
consideration  of  mineral  resources 
in  proposed  expansion  of  the  Naval 
Ordnance  Test  Station  at  Inyo- 
kern,  California. 

In  connection  with  authorization  for  the 
Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  to  make 
loans  for  mining  purposes,  including  main- 
tenance, the  Chamber  endorsed  S.  106  and 
H.  R.  1768  now  pending  before  Congress. 
The  former  was  introduced  by  Senators  Mur- 
ray, Hayden  and  Scrugham  and  the  latter  by 
Congressman  Engle  of  California. 

Enactment  of  this  legislation  should 
tend  to  relieve  problems  caused  by  WPB 
order  L-208  which  closed  down  California 
gold  mines. 

•  Because  of  wartime  conditions,  mine 
operators  have  been  unable  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  various  obligations.  In  order  to 
relieve  the  consequent  problems,  the  Cham- 
ber urges  the  enactment  of  S.  425  and  H.  R. 
1780,  the  latter  ha\ing  been  introduced  by 
Congressman  Engle  of  California.

These  new  facili- 
ties at  Oakland  and  Bowdon,  Georgia, 
bring  the  total  new  heavy  truck  tire 
projects  thus  far  announced  to  fifteen. 

The  Pacific  Tire  &  Rubber  Co., 
Oakland,  has  been  given  a  partial 
authorization  of  one  million  dol- 
lars for  new  additions,  wings  and 
extra  equipment  which  will  even- 
tually add  an  estimated  216,000 
truck  tires  per  year  to  the  na- 
tion's output. 

It  is  expected  that  initial  produc- 
tion from  the  new  facilities  in  Oakland 
will  begin  in  May,  according  to  the 
Rubber  Bureau  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board. 

•  Manpower — More  than  277,000 
workers  were  placed  in  top-priority 
war  plants  in  1944  under  the  inter- 
regional recruitment  program  of  the 
War  Manpower  Commission. 

The  great  majority  of  workers  who

•  Immediate  formation  of  plans  by  the 
Highway  Commission  and  Department  of 
PubHc  Works  was  urged  because  many  of  the 
postwar  improvements  planned  by  the  Penin- 
sula cities  are  contingent  on  the  help  of  the 
Commission  in  establishing  the  alignment 
and  width  of  El  Camino  Real  through  these 
communities. 

After  consideration  of  these  recom- 
mendations, the  Street  and  Highway 
Committee  of  the  Chamber  placed  a 
resolution  before  the  Board  on  the  ground 
that  the  El  Camino  Real  under  present 
conditions  is  inadequate  to  handle 
present    and    probable    postwar    traffic.

China  Aircraft  Corp. 
Completes  Hundredth 
Plane  Fuselage  Section 

Its  hundredth  bomber  fuselage  sec- 
tion has  been  completed  and  delivered 
by  China  Aircraft  Corporation,  first 
all-Chinese  industry  in  the  United 
States.

COMPULSORY  HEALTH  INSURANCE  BILL 


As  announced  in  the  Governor's 
Message  to  the  Legislature,  the  Ad- 
ministration has  introduced  in  the 
Assembly  a  Compulsory  Health  In- 
surance Bill  AB  800  titled  "An  Act 
to  Create  and  Provide  for  a  Prepaid 
Health  Service  System  for  the  People 
of  the  State  of  California,  and  making 
an  appropriation  therefor."

There  has  been  considerable  con- 
fusion and  misunderstanding  over  the 
jjurpose  and  intent  of  the  United 
Nations  conference  to  be  held  in  San 
Francisco  April  25.  In  order  to  clarify 
the  nature  of  this  historic  meeting, 
Henry  F.  Grady,  President  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  an  authority  on  world  economics, 
has  issued  the  following  statement: 

"The  United  Nations  conference  to  be 
held  in  San  Francisco  on  April  25,  is  the 
sequel  or  concluding  chapter,  as  it  were, 
to  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  conference, 
where  the  pattern  for  world  peace  and 
order  was  blueprinted  in  preliminary 
form. 

"The  Dumbarton  Oaks  conference  under- 
took to  draft  preliminary  proposals  for  a 
world  organization,  which  will  be  called  'The 
United  Nations',  and  these  United  Nations 
will  meet,  through  their  duly  appointed  dele- 
gates or  representatives,  at  the  conference 
scheduled  for  San  Francisco,  where  they  will 
prepare  in  final  detail  the  chapter  of  a  world 
peace  and  economic  order. 

"While  much  of  the  emphasis  at  Dum- 
barton Oaks  Was  upon  the  question  of 
greatest  concern  to  the  world,  namely, 
security  and  lasting  peace,  the  proposals 
nevertheless  outlined  the  entire  frame- 
work of  the  general  international  organ- 
ization. As  was  stated  at  the  time,  the 
proposals  have  gaps  to  be  filled  in,  but  it 
is  understood  that  the  most  important 
of  these  have  been  filled  in  at  Yalta.  It 
becomes  the  task,  therefore,  of  the  San 
Francisco  conference  to  round  out,  and 
give  substance  to,  the  preliminary  struc- 
ture designed  at  Dumbarton  Oaks! 

"It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  steps  will  lie 
taken  before  the  end  of  the  war  definitely  (tj 
set  up  the  peace  machinery.  This  will  servo 
to  prevent  the  dangerous  hiatus  between  war 
and  peace,  such  as  led  to  chaos  and  con- 
fusion in  many  countries  after  the  last  war 
and  which  certainly  developed  conditions 
that  had  a  bearing  on  World  War  II. 

"I  am  delighted  to  know  that  the 
United  Nations'  conference  will  be  held 
in  San  Francisco,  which  will  point  up  the 
importance  to  the  new  world  order  of  the 
great  countries  in  the  Pacific  Area.  And 
conversely,  it  is  a  dramatic  reminder  to 
San  Francisco  of  its  tremendous  respon- 
sibilities in  the  Pacific  area. 

"The  San  Francisco  conference  may  well 
prove  to  be  the  most  significant  conclave  in 
the  history  of  the  human  race.  If  it  should  be 
the  means  of  bringing  to  fruition  man's  high- 
est aim — lasting  world  peace  and  economic 
order,  then  it  will  have  earned  all  the  acclaim 
and  historical  rating  that  can  be  heaped 
upon  it. 

"It  will  be  a  great  thing  for  future  gen- 
erations to  hail  San  Francisco  as  the 
cradle  of  a  New  Understanding  and  Or- 
ganization in  international  relations, 
the  Queen  City  of  World  Peace."

S.  F.  Housing  Listings 
More  Than  Doubled 
by  Share  Home  Drive 

The  "Share  Your  Home"  Cam- 
paign, by  the  middle  of  February, 
had  increased  Housing  Center  listings 
by  from  50  to  75  per  cent  in  San 
Francisco,  according  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  Public  Relations  Con- 
ference. 

Almost  all  of  the  75  per  cent 
increase  in  listings  at  the  War 
Housing  Center,  and  similarly 
with  Army  and  Navy  housing 
services,  were  for  rooms,  indicat- 
ing quick  response  by  San  Fran- 
ciscans to  the  appeal  to  "Share 
Your  Home"  and  effectiveness  of 
the  various  media  which  have  co- 
operated in  the  Campaign. 

•  The  Navy  Housing  Service  disclosed 
that,  compared  to  277  listings  of  space  avail- 
able for  the  first  two  weeks  of  January, 
listings  had  increased  to  404  by  February  15. 

•  The  Army  Housing  Service  stated  that 
its  listings  had  increased  nearly  60  per  cent — 
again  predominantly  for  furnished  rooms. 

All  housing  services  expressed  grati-

Finance  Corporation  is  establishing  sales 
organizations  in  its  twenty-three  regional 
offices  and  in  some  district  offices. 

An  effort  is  also  being  made  to  coor- 
dinate the  activities  of  the  Washington 
headquarters  and  the  regional  offices  in 
order  that  all  interested  purchasers  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  learn  of  surpluses 
which  are  for  sale,  regardless  of  where 
such  property  may  be  located. 


•  Advisory  Committees — According  to  in- 
formation available  in  Washington,  the  Office 
of  Price  Administration  has  517  industry 
advisory  committees  with  a  total  membership 
of  6,643  persons.  The  War  Production  Board 
has  about  775  industry  advisory  committees 
with  some  8,000  memliers. 

Continued  effort  is  being  made  by  both 
of  these  agencies  and  business  to  secure 
increased  cooperation  and  coordination 
in  industry  problems  before  policies  are 
adopted. 


•  Manpower — Under  the  expanded  selec- 
tive placement  program  of  the  War  Man- 
power Commission  an  increase  in  the  place- 
ment of  physically  handicapped  workers  was 
registered  in  1944. 

There  were  14,682  placements  of  phys- 
ically handicapped  persons  made  in 
California  during  1944.

foreignism,  of  anti-business,  or  anti-labor, 
anti-farm. 

"Most  of  then]  are  not  themselves  aware 
that  they  have  been  infected  by  the  virus  of 
intolerance  which  already  has  the  whole 
world  writhing  in  the  fatal  fever  of  war  .  .  . 

"Intolerance  endangers  not  merely  the 
small  groups  against  whom  it  is  directed  but 
the  country  as  a  whole.  .  . 

"Such  a  policy  merely  tends  to  drag  down 
the  whole  economic  level.  We  areallin  busi- 
ness together.  .  . 

"The  fight  against  intolerance  is  not  merely 
our  duty  as  decent  human  beings;  it  is  the 
indispensable  condition  of  our  survival  as 
free  individuals  and  as  a  prosperous  nation."

•  Critical  Materials — Emphasizing 
the  imperative  need  for  increased  con- 
servation and  salvage  of  critical  ma- 
terials because  of  the  drain  on  sup- 
plies resulting  from  the  stepped  up 
tempo  of  the  war,  a  new  Conservation 
and  Salvage  Division  of  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board  has  been  established. 

•  Selective  Service — For  the  assist- 
ance of  employers  seeking  to  have  the 
War  Production  Board  certify  to  local 
draft  boards  the  "irreplaceability  and 
indispensability"  of  essential  deferred 
employes  under  30  years  of  age,  the 
WPB  Office  of  Manpower  Require- 
ments has  published  a  guide  outlining 
the  proper  procedures  to  be  followed. 

The  title  of  the  new  publication  is 
Advice  to  Employers  Regarding  Selec- 
tive Service. 

A  purpose  of  the  guide,  aside  fromputlining 
the  new  WPB  certification  procedure  for  de- 
ferment requests,  is  to  provide  employers 
with  a  single  over-all  statement  of  current 
.Selective  Service  procedures  affecting  occu- 
pational deferments.  Copies  may  be  obtained 
l)>'  addressing  the  WPB  field  office  in  San 
Francisco. 

•  Building  Materials — Data  on 
quantities  of  building  materials  used 
in  new  construction  in  the  United 
States  in  1944  and  estimated  con- 
sumption for  the  first  quarter  of  1945 
have  been  released  by  the  War  Pro- 
duction Board.  Greatest  decline  in 
consumption  in  1944  as  compared 
with  1943  was  shown  in  copper,  59 
per  cent;  that  of  lead  was  55.1  per 
cent;  steel,  50.9  per  cent,  steel  plate, 
57.7  per  cent;  and  zinc,  52.4  per  cent.

UNITED  NATIONS  HEADQUARTERS 


Following  is  a  statement  made  to- 
day by  Henry  F.  Grady,  president, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, on  San  Francisco  as  a  perma- 
nent headquarters  for  the  United  Na- 
tions World  Peace  organization: 

"Should  the  United  Nations  be  sympa- 
thetic to  the  establishment  of  its  permanent 
headquarters  in  the  United  States,  it  would 
be  most  appropriate  that  it  be  in  or  near  .San 
Francisco.  San  Francisco  should  be  prepared 
In  iiuile  Ihe  United  Natioiis  to  establish  per- 
manent headquarters  here. 

A  small  committee  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  will  there- 


fore be  appointed  to  look  into  the  mat- 
ter, so  that  San  Francisco  will  be  pre- 
pared to  take  such  steps  as  developments 
may  warrant. 

"The  General  .\ssenibly,  on  which  will  be 
represented  all  the  United  Nations,  and 
which  will  determine  the  matter  of  location, 
cannot  act  until  (1)  the  Dumbarton  Oaks 
proposals  as  written  or  as  amended  have 
been  agreed  to  at  the  April  25th  meeting  in 
San  Francisco;  (2)  such  final  agreements  have 
been  ratified  by  the  parliaments  and  con- 
gresses of  the  United  Nations;  and  (.?)  the 
organization  has  been  actually  set  U])  and  the 
financing  provided  for.

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S.  F.  Chamber  Urges  Further  Study 
of  State  Health  Insurance  Plan 


The  -San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Board  of  Directors  has 
approved  a  special  committee's  rec- 
ommendation that  the  Chamber  urge 
the  State  Legislature  to  continue  its 
efforts  to  arrive  at  a  sound  plan  of 
health  insurance. 

•  The  committee  specified  in  its 
recommendation  that  the  plan  be 
"fair  and  equitable  to  the  public,  the 
employee,  the  employer  and  the  med- 
ical profession"  and  that  the  Chamber 
"reserve  the  right  to  pass  judgment 
on  the  principles  involved  in  the  final 
proposal." 

•  Following  is  the  statement  of 
the  committee: 

"The  Committee  believes  that  a  pre- 
paid health  insurance  plan  is  desirable 
and  that  there  is  a  social  need  in  the 
health  field  which  will  not  be  met  by 
voluntary  insurance. 

"However,  after  studying  the  salient  pro- 
visions of  the  various  so-called  health  insur- 
ance bills,  listening  to  proponents  and  oppo- 
nents of  these  bills,  and  protracted  delibera- 
tion, the  Special  Committee,  appointed  by 
you  to  consider  the  subject,  concluded  that,  in 
its  opinion,  there  is  question  as  to: 

1.  Financial  soundness  of  the  plans  so  far 
presented  with  respect  to  breadth  of  coverage, 
types  of  services,  and  benefits  conferred; 

2.  Whether  or  not  California  industries 
will  be  penalized  in  competition  with  those 
of  other  states  if  health  insurance  legislation 
and  the  tax  to  finance  it  is  adopted.  This  is 
of  the  utmost  importance  inasmuch  as  it  is 
the  Committee's  belief  that  jobs,  particu- 
larly in  California  during  the  coming  period 
of  reconversion,  are  the  No.  1  consideration 
in  any  social  security  legislation.  Any  tax 
ultimately  and  inevitably  reflects  itself  in  the 
cost  of  goods  produced." 

•  Attention  was  called  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  to  the  following  points 
which  bear  on  the  subject  and  were  discussed 
at  some  length  in  both  meetings  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

"First,  if  a  compulsory  health  insurance 
plan  were  adopted  by  California,  it  would  be 
the  first  state  in  the  Union  to  take  such 
action.  Consequently,  whatever  is  done  along 
these  lines  at  this  time  can  be  considered,  in 
substantial  measure,  a  pioneering  job.  It  was 
the  general  feeling  that  inasmuch  as  there 
are  but  few  reliable  guide  posts  as  to  the 
probable  result  from  operation  on  a  state- 
wide basis  of  a  compulsory  health  insurance 
plan,  any  legislation  should  err  on  the  con-

"Secondly,  it  should  be  understood  by 
all  interested  parties  that  the  word  "com- 
pulsory" as  used  in  connection  with  health 
insurance  refers  only  to  pre-payment  of 
premium  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  use 
of  the  professional  services  to  be  rendered. 
In  this  respect,  it  is  like  any  other  tax  which 
is  uniformly  applied."

If  it  is  decided  to  locate  elsewhere  than  at 
Geneva,  it  is  not  of  course  known  what 
country  will  be  selected.  All  we  can  do  is  to 
explore  the  matter  fully  and  invite  the  selec- 
tion of  San  Francisco  when  it  is  appropriate 
to  do  so. 

"Obviously,  an  organized  campaign 
would  be  quite  improper  and  unworthy 
of  San  Francisco  which  will  be  highly 
complimented  and  honored  by  this  meet- 
ing. But  we  do  want  to  do  everything 
that  is  possible  and  appropriate.  The 
committee  will  study  and  report  to  our 
Board  on  every  phase  of  the  question."

•  Rubber — The  War  Production 
Board's  Rubber  Bureau  has  released 
preliminary  information  on  a  project 
at  Emeryville,  California,  which  is 
part  of  the  truck  tire  expansion  pro- 
gram. The  Defense  Plant  Corporation 
has  authorized  $200,000  for  expansion 
of  the  Oliver  Tire  and  Rubber  Co.  at 
Emeryville. 

The  total  expenditure  involved 
will  approximate  $400,000.  When 
this  project  is  in  maximum  pro- 
duction it  is  expected  to  produce 
300,000  truck  tubes  per  year,  and 
full  production  is  expected  to  be 
reached  in  September. 

•  Inter-America — The  Office  of  the 
Coordinator  of  Inter-American  Af- 
fairs is  releasing  for  distribution  in 
all  Latin  American  countries  a  series 
of  photographs  of  many  buildings  in 
San  Francisco  together  with  book- 
lets describing  "San  Francisco — World 
City."

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C  of  C  Adopts  Aviation 
Committee  Proposals 

Tlie  following  three  resolutions  rec- 
ommended by  the  Bay  Area  Aviation 
Committee,  were  approved  last  week 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  Board : 

•  First  recommendation  was  that  the 
Army  Corps  of  Engineers  proceed  at  once  to 
survey  a  site  proposed  for  an  airport  on  the 
Berkeley-Albany  shoreline  and  report  on  its 
engineering  feasibility  as  an  airport  adequate 
to  meet  commercial,  semi-commercial  and 
pri\ate  fl\-ing  demands  of  the  future. 

•  Second  recommendation  was  (a)  that 
the  California  Legislature  reject  or  table  for 
the  time  being  all  taxation  measures  relating 
to  aviation;  (b)that  the  Legislature  create  an 
Interim  Committee  to  work  with  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Board  in  current  studies  now 
being  conducted  by  the  Board  to  the  end  that 
such  taxation  measures  as  may  be  adopted 
in  California  will  be  consistent  with  similar 
legislation  adopted  in  other  states;  and  (c) 
that  proceeds  derived  from  any  aviation  tax- 
ation legislation  be  placed  in  a  special  fund  to 
be  used  exclusively  for  the  development  of 
aviation  within  the  state  of  California. 

•  Third  Recommendation  adopted  by  the 
board  was  that  the  Legislature  proceed 
during  its  56th  session  to  enact  such  dis- 
tricting, zoning  and  eminent  domain  meas- 
ures as  may  be  necessary  to  permit  building 
and  operation  of  airports  and  other  landing 
facilities  wherever  such  facilities  may  be 
required  throughout  the  State.

S.  F.  Chamber  Acts  on  Highway 
System  Needs  and  Financing 


Over  Eight  Million 
Dollars  in  Small  S.  F. 
Plants,  Report  Shows 

Prime  war  contracts  for  small  busi- 
ness have  upsurged  with  the  San 
Francisco  region  among  the  leaders, 
according  to  the  latest  bi-monthly  re- 
port presented  to  Congress  by  Maury 
Maverick,  Chairman  of  the  Smaller 
War  Plants  Corporation. 

John  D.  Stanard,  Acting  Deputy 
Regional  Director,  San  F"rancisco,  re- 
leased the  report  for  the  period  No- 
vember 28,  1Q44,  to  January  25,  1Q45. 

According  to  the  report,  San 
Francisco's  share  of  the  national 
total  was  191  prime  contracts, 
valued  at  $6,812,429.  In  addition, 
during  the  two  months  the  local 
regional  offices  assisted  in  obtain- 
ing 70  sub-contracts  having  a 
total  of  $1,288,852,  making  an 
aggregate  of  $8,101,281. 

•  According  to  Stanard,  "AH  of 
this  war  work  was  placed  with  plants 
in  this  area  having  idle  capacity  and 
available  labor,  without  affecting  the 
critical  labor  situation  in  the  major 
plants.  This  impressive  total  shows 
that  an  intensive  utilization  of  small 
plants  does  away  with  the  need  for 
the  building  of  additional  facilities, 
thereby  saving  manpower,  materials 
and  money." 

Employers  Reporting 
Period  Change  Explained 

Adoption  by  the  California  State 
Department  of  Employment  of  a 
midmonth  reporting  period  for  their 
quarterly  reports  on  number  of  em- 
ployees, payrolls,  hours,  etc.,  is  in 
line  with  recommendations  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  on  Government 
Questionnaires. 

•  Favorable  comment  on  the  change  was 
contained  in  a  letter  received  by  General  Man- 
ager Louis  B.  Lundborg  from  F.  .Stuart  Fitz- 
patrick  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
United  States,  who  is  chairman  of  the  Ad- 
visory Committee. 

Fitzpatrick  pointed  out  in  his  letter  that 
industry  throughout  the  country  had  favored 
such  a  change  and  that  the  Bureau  of  the 
Budget   had  approved  the  recommendation. 

"It  was  recognized,"  he  said,  "that 
the  change  will  cause  a  temporary  dis- 
turbance, but  that  the  resulting  uni- 
formity would  more  than  justify  it." 


The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Board  of  Directors  ap- 
proved a  report  made  jointly  by  its 
Street  and  Highway  and  Tax  com- 
mittees at  its  regular  meeting  Thurs- 
day, March  15,  on  four  matters  per- 
taining to  State  Highway  System 
needs  and  means  of  financing. 

•  A  hearing  was  held  before  the  two 
committees  before  the  recommenda- 
tions were  formed. 

In  the  committees  and  in  the 
board  proponents  and  opponents 
were  given  opportunity  to  express 
themselves,  and  when  final  votes 
were  taken  in  both  bodies,  there 
were  majorities  in  favor  of  the 
following  four  recommendations: 

•  New  Highway  Policy  Needed — 

That  the  Board  of  Directors  endorse 
in  principle  the  plan  for  a  system  of 
Limited  Access  Urban-Rural  High- 
ways proposed  by  the  Major  High- 
way Development  Committee. 

•  Need  for  Additional  Funds  for 
Financing  State  Highway  Pro- 
gram— 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  rec- 
ommend that  any  additional  State 
financing  required  for  the  purpose 
of  facilitating  the  program  of 
Limited  Access  Highways  be  fi- 
nanced from  the  State  Highway 
Fund. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  ap- 
prove an  increase  in  motor  vehicle 
fuel  tax  not  to  exceed  one  cent 
(Ic),  for  the  purpose  of  supple- 
menting funds  for  the  Limited 
Access  Urban-Rural  Highway  Sys- 
tem. 

•  Revenue  Bond  Highway  Devel- 
opment Program — 

That  the  Board  of  Directors  oppose 
any  scheme  of  revenue  bonds  to  be 
issued  in  anticipation  of  motor  ve- 
hicle fuel  tax  collections  for  the  pur- 
pose of  meeting  highway  require- 
ments. 

•  Legislative  Study  Committee — 

That  the  Board  of  [directors  go  on 
record  by  resolution  that  a  legislative 
study  committee  be  set  up  to  deter- 
mine where  the  benefits  of  the  high- 
way improvements  are  falling,  who 
is  paying  for  the  benefits,  and  whether 
the  costs  of  the  use  of  the  highways 
are  l)eing  properly  distributed  be- 
tween the  commercial  highway  user, 
the  private  user,  and  the  city  user,  as 
proposed  in  Senate  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution No.  27.

The  Chamber  went  on  record  in 
opposition  to  so-called  mileage 
rate  bills,  creation  of  new  govern- 
mental agencies  to  deal  with 
transportation,  pooling  of  reve- 
nues among  railroads,  the  St. 
Lawrence  waterway  project,  and 
bills  affecting  practise  before  the 
Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion. 

•  Members  of  Congress  will  be 
advised  of  the  Chamber's  position 
through  its  Washington  Office.

Service  to  East  and  On  Coast 

United  Air  Lines  recently  announced 
three  increases  in  direct  air  service 
out  of  San  Francisco. 

•  Thursday,  March  15,  the  com- 
pan)'  inaugurated  Cargoliner  service 
l)etween  San  Francisco  and  Los  An- 
geles— the  company's  first  extension 
of  its  "flying  freight-car"  service  to 
its  Pacific  Coast  route. 

•  Saturday,  March  17,  two  new 
round  trip  schedules;  one  between  San' 
Francisco  and  the  east  and  one  to 
Los  Angeles  and  San  Diego  were  an- 
nounced. 

•  By  May  1,  San  Francisco  will  be 
given  new  direct  air  passenger-mail- 
e.xpress  service  into  New  England 
when  United  opens  Mainliner  sched- 
ules between  here  and  Boston  and 
Hartford.

Effective  April  1 

New  penalty  demurrages  on  box 
cars  have  been  established  by  the  In- 
terstate Commerce  Commission,  to 
speed  unloading  of  needed  cars,  ac- 
cording to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  man- 
ager, Transportation  Department,  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

•  The  Commission's  Service  Order,  \o. 

242-B,  effecti\'e  April  1st,  provides  for  the 
following  penalties  for  cars  not  unloaded  be- 
fore expiration  of  free  time: 

For  the  first  two  days,  charge  will  be  $2.20 
per  car  per  day; 

For  the  third  dav,  $5.50  per  car  per  day; 

For  the  fourth  day,  $11.00; 

For  each  succeeding  day,  $16.50. 

Credits  under  tlie  average  agreement 
may  onjy  be  applied  against  the  $2.20 
charge. 

The  Order  is  made  necessary,  Rohde  ex- 
plained, by  increasingly  heavy  demands  on 
bo.\  cars  for  military  movements. 

Some  20,000  cars  will  also  be  required 
in  the  next  few  weeks  to  move  old  wheat 
from  clogged  country  elevators  to  make 
room  for  the  1945  crop.

Duriii.t;  February  l'M5,  24  new  fac- 
tories were  established  in  northern 
California  and  19  were  expanded,  ac- 
cording to  reports  compiled  by  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department.  Seven  of  the  new  plants 
are  located  in  .San  Francisco  where 
8  of  the  expansions  occurred. 

•  For  northern  California,  the  new  plants 
represented  investments  aggregating  $7,139,- 
700  and  the  expansions,  $1,472,000 -a  total 
of  $8,611,700. 

San  Francisco  investments  for  new 
plants  were  $580,000  and  expansions, 
$195,000  a  total  of  $775,000.  The  San 
Francisco  developments  created  350  new 
factory  jobs. 

•  New  plants  and  expansions  in  San  Fran- 
cisco for  the  corresponding  month  of  1944 
represented  investments  of  $148,500  and  134 
new  jobs.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
lanuarv  1945  were  $2,042,000  and  930  new 
jobs. 

Among  the  important  February  devel- 
opments for  the  area  are:

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Thumb  Nail  Sketch:  by  the  Research  Department 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  of  the  tremendous  developments  in  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  in  connection  with  the  war  effort,  but  the  vastness  of 
the  network  of  military  and  shipbuilding  establishments  here  is  not  gen- 
erally realized. 

Recently  the  Research  Department  made  a  quick  survey  in  con- 
nection with  these  establishments,  and  although  it  is  impossible 
to  tie  up  all  expenditures  to  specific  projects,  a  total  of  more  than 
$600  million  has  been  invested  in  this  area  in  the  past  5  years. 

•  Number. — There  are  at  least  65  major 
physical  establishments  in  all,  not  including 
many  large  military  agencies  housed  in  com- 
mercial buildings;  25  of  these  larger  develop- 
ments are  Army  and  27  are  Navy.  There  are 
also  13  Maritime  Commission  installations. 

•  Expenditures  reported  by  the  Army  to- 
taled $102  million,  by  the  Maritime  Commis- 
sion $131  million,  and  Navy  authorizations 
up  to  the  spring  of  1943  amounted  to  $280 
million  with  better  than  $100  million  addi- 
tional authorizations  since,  bringing  the  total 
to  approximately  $380  million  including  the 
latest  allocation  of  nearly  $45  million  for  ex- 
pansion to  the  U.  S.  Naval  Dry  Docks  at 
Hunters  Point  in  San  Francisco. 

•  Bay  Area  cumulative  contracts 

and  project  orders  reported  by  the 
War  Production  Board  through  Jan- 
uary amounted  to  $5,237,692,000, 
or  $153,603,000  above  the  previous 
month's  total. 

•  Supply  contracts  amounted  to 
$3,577,930,000  and  accounted  for  the 
entire  increase  over  the  previous 
month  with  ship  contracts  up  $133,- 
300,000. 

•  Facility  contracts  totaled  $795,- 
064,000,  and  project  orders  totaled 
1909,698,000. 

•  Bank  Deposits — Total  deposits  of 
San  Francisco  banks,  some  of  which 
have  branch  systems  throughout 
Northern  California,  rose  20.4  per 
cent  during  1944  with  the  December 
31  call  revealing  a  total  of  $6,912,516,- 
458,  according  to  a  study  just  com- 
pleted by  the  Research  Department. 

Time  deposits  climbed  24.0  per 
cent  to  $2,555,747,234,  and  de- 
mand deposits  rose  18.3  per  cent 
to  $4,356,769,224.  Total  resources 
were  up  20.8  per  cent  to  $7,350,- 
994,441. 


•  Financial  transactions  in  the  Bay  Area 
during  February  measured  by  bank  debits 
amounting  to  $2,024,147,000  were  practically 
the  same  as  last  February. 

Freight  car  movements  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oaltland  switching  limits  dur- 
ing February  totaled  64,563,  bringing  the 
cumulative  for  the  first  two  months  to 
133,668,  or  7.3  per  cent  above  the  same 
period  last  year. 

•  Manufacturing   industries   in   the   San 

Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area  reported 
229,000  wage  earners  in  February  compared 
to  231,500  in  January  and  266,900  in  Febru- 
ary a  year  ago.  The  non-durable  group  ac- 
counted for  53,300  wage  earners  in  February 
compared  to  52,900  in  January  and  48,300  in 
February  a  year  ago. 

•  Payrolls  in  the  manufacturing  industries 
during  February  were  off  12.5  per  cent  com- 
pared to  February  a  year  ago,  with  the  two 
months'  cumulative  off  6.4  per  cent.  Average 
weekly  earnings  in  F'ebruarv  amounted  to 
$60.44  compared  to  $61  in  January  and  $59.29 
in  February  a  year  ago.  Average  hourly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  $1,347  compared  to  $1,357 
in  January  and  $1,318  in  February  last  year. 

Average  hours  worked  per  week  in  Feb- 
ruary amounted  to  44.9  compared  to  45 
in  January  and  also  February  last  year. 

•  In  the  non-manufacturing  industries, 
payrolls  in  the  wholesale  trade  field  in  San 
Francisco  were  up  8.7  per  cent  in  February, 
retail  trade  8.9  per  cent,  and  hotels  14.6  per 
cent. 

•  Bay  Area  department  store  sales  during 
February  reported  by  the  Federal  Reserve 
Hank  were  up  17  per  cent  oxer  last  Februar> 
with  the  two  months  up  23  per  cent. 

Sales  in  San  Francisco  were  up  18  per 
cent  and  25  per  cent  respectively ;  in  Oak- 
land, 15  and  19  per  cent  respectively. 

•  Independent  retail  store  sales  for  Janu- 
ary, according  to  final  reports  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  were  up  22  per  cent  in  San 
Francisco  over  January  last  year  comparefl 
to  20  per  cent  for  all  California  cities  o%er 
100,000  population.  Sales  in  Oakland  were  u|) 
20  per  cent,  Berkeley  22  per  cent,  San  Jose 
1 2  per  cent,  and  Santa  Rosa  26  per  cent.

•  In  San  Francisco  among  the  independent 
stores,  men's  clothing  and  furnishings  group 
led  the  gains  with  44  per  cent  followed  by 
women's  ready-to-wear  with  37  per  cent,  and 
shoe  stores  32  per  cent.  Sales  in  the  drug 
group  were  up  18  per  cent,  food  group  10  per 
cent,  jewelry  5  per  cent,  and  furniture  stores 
8  per  cent . 

•  Wholesale  trade  reports  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  based  on  dollar  volume  for 
January  for  the  Pacific  Coast  revealed  an  in- 
crease of  14  per  cent  over  last  January  com- 
pared to  9  per  cent  for  the  nation  as  a  whole, 
with  automotive  supplies  heading  the  list  of 
gains  at  36  per  cent,  followed  by  groceries 
and  food  with  25  per  cent,  and  dry  goods  and 
furniture  15  per  cent.  Machinery  equipment 
and  supplies  sales  were  up  17  per  cent,  and 
leather  and  shoe  findings  36  per  cent. 

End  of  the  month  inventories  were  re- 
ported 4  per  cent  above  January  last  year. 

•  General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco declined  seasonally  during  February  but 
measured  by  our  index  at  187.0  was  6.3  per 
cent  above  February;  the  cumulative  for  the 
first  two  months  was  9.7  per  cent  above  the 
same  period  last  year. 

•  In  the  construction  field,  total  author- 
izations for  the  first  two  months  were  off 
nearly  one-quarter  compared  to  the  same 
period  last  year,  but  during  February  new 
residential  construction  authorized  amounted 
to  nearly  three-quarters  million  dollars  and 
was  15  per  cent  above  February  last  year. 

•  February  living  costs  in  San  Francisco 
declined  slightly  from  an  index  of  132.0  in 
January  to  131.2  in  P'ebruary. 

Living  costs,  however,  were  3.1  per  cent 
above  February  last  year;  food  costs  were 
up  2.6  percent,  clothing  6.1  percent,  rent 
0.2  per  cent,  house  furnishing  goods  7.4 
per  cent,  and  miscellaneous  3.8  per  cent.

WineCrop  Return  in  California 
for  1944 -Highest  in  History 

California  grape  growers  received 
the  highest  average  crop  return  in  his- 
tory in  the  1944  vintage  season  crush, 
according  to  preliminary  totals  of  the 
ninth  annual  grape  and  wine  industry 
statistical  survey,  Harry  A.  Caddow, 
secretary  manager  of  the  Wine  Insti- 
tute, reported  recently. 

Preliminary  government  reports 
tentatively  place  the  season  aver- 
age return  to  growers  at  $98  per 
ton,  compared  to  an  average  of 
just  under  $80  in  1943. 
•  Later  reports  are  expected  to 
raise  the  1944  season  average  to  well 
over  $100  per  ton,  since  the  prelim- 
inary estimate  does  not  fully  reflect 
payments  for  grapes  released  for 
crushing  by  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration.

To  encourage  ccjntinued  production 
of  strategic  metals  for  war  ])ur[)()ses, 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce today  ad\ocated  extension  of 
the  Federal  Government  premium 
payment  plan  until  June  M),  1946. 

•  Action  by  the  Chamber  was  taken 
on  recommendation  of  its  Mining 
Committee  and  its  objects  would  be 
accomplished  by  congressional  adop- 
tion of  House  Bill  2455  which  has 
been  introduced  by  Congressman 
Engle  of  California. 

When  mine  operators  make  spe- 
cial outlays  to  produce  metals  to 
meet  urgent  war  needs,  the  pre- 
mium payment  plan  should  pro- 
vide for  indemnities  in  the  event 
the  war  needs  end  before  outlays 
have  been  amortized,  the  resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  Chamber  says. 

•  The  Chamber  is  supporting  legalization 
which  will  e.xtend  the  preiiiimu  price  plan  for 
copper,  lead,  zinc,  and  other  strategic  metals 
until  June  30,  1946  on  the  same  terms  as  here- 
tofore, provided  that  premiums  and  indemni- 
ties shall  be  adjusted  so  as  to  return  pro- 
ducers' wartime  investments. 

Partially  explaining  why  premiums  are 
necessary,  the  resolution  says,  "The 
volumes  of  production  which  have  been 
obtained  would  not  have  been  possible 
under  prevailing  price  and  other  wartime 
economic  controls  without  the  payment 
of  premiums  to  producers  through  fed- 
eral agencies  such  as  the  Reconstruction 
Finance  Corporation." 


Termination  Work  Sessions  for 
War  Contractors  Being  Held 

I'he  San  Francisco  Termination 
Coordination  Committee  is  now  hold- 
ing a  series  of  so-called  "W'ork  Ses- 
sions" for  the  purpose  of  enlightening 
war  contractors  and  others  interested 
in  termination. 

•  The  sessions  are  conducted  \i\  a  team  of 
three  officers  both  from  the  Army  and  Navy, 
who  take  a  theoretical  case  of  a  terminated 
contract  and  trace  it  through  the  various 
steps  and  procedures  by  which  a  contractor 
would  properly  prepare  a  settlement  proposal. 

In  regular  classroom  style,  contractors 
also  prepare  a  settlement,  so  that  they 
will  become  well  informed  in  the  tech- 
niques involved.  The  information  im- 
parted is  applicable  to  all  war  contrac- 
tors without  regard  from  which  procure- 
ment agency  they  received  their  con- 
tract. 

•  Attendance  at  each  of  the  sessions  is  lim- 
ited to  a  small  select  group  of  tho.se  con- 
tractors' representatives  who  will  actually  be 
responsible  for  making  out  the  forms  required 
for  submission  of  claims.

IRON  AND  STEEL  SECTION  OBJECTIVES 


Retention  and  development  of  iron  and  steel  produc- 
tion in  the  West  is  the  objective  of  the  Iron  and  Steel 
Section  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  a 
five  point  program  and  analysis  announced  today. 

Stating  that  postwar  economic  conditions  will 
be  defined  primarily  by  the  degree  to  which  full 
employment  is  accomplished,  that  employment  in 
many  fields  of  human  endeavor  will  be  contingent 
on  how  many  factory  jobs  are  provided,  and  that 
factory  jobs,  in  turn,  will  be  subject  to  the  produc- 
tion and  availability  of  steel  and  iron,  the  section 
sets  forth  the  following  five  objectives: 

•  Employment:  To  cooi:)erate  and  engage  in  activities 
which  will  expand  current  and  postwar  factory  employ- 
ment throughout  California  and  other  western  states 
o\er  1940  as  much  as  economicalK"  justifiable  and  to 
seek  and  exploit  opportunities  for  increased  employment 
in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  in  the  production  of  steel 
and  the  fabrication  of  steel  products,  it  being  recognized 
that  (a)  factory  jobs  are  basic  to  overall  employment 
and  (b)  steel  production  and  availability  are  at  the 
root    of    many    other    diversified    industrial    activities. 

•  Resources:  To  increase  the  use  of  the  West's  existing 
facilities  and  natural  resources  so  that  production  in 
those  industries  which  are  depenileni  on  iron  and  steel 
nia\'  be  more  commensurate  with  the  coiisimiing  (■ai)acil\' 
of  the  western  states  and  large  enough  to  supi)l\'  workl 


markets  without  undue  limitations  or  cross-hauling  of 
domestic  supplies. 

•  Market:  To  suggest  and,  so  far  as  possible,  undertake 
studies  of  the  western  states  market  which  will  encourage 
production,  fabrication,  and  manufacturing  of  steel 
goods  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  in  volumes  that  are 
more  consistent  with  the  size  and  quality  of  the  market 
which  may  be  served  most  advantageously  from  here, 
determining  specitic  deficiencies  in  western  factory  pro- 
duction and  seeking  provision  of  the  particular  types  of 
steel  and  plant  facilities  necessary  to  overcome  them. 

•  Prices  and  Freight  Rates:  To  encourage  careful 
studies  and  the  subsecjuent  dissemination  of  factual  data 
concerning  steel  prices  and  freight  rates  applicable  in  the 
West  with  a  \-iew  to  accomplishing  any  economically  jus- 
tifiable adjustments. 

•  Disposal  of  Government  Plants:  To  inffuence  the 
adoption  of  national  policies  and  procedures  which  will 
expedite  arrangements  whereby  a  government-owned 
war  plant,  such  as  that  at  Geneva,  may  be  disposed  of 
for  operation  as  a  private  enterprise  on  an  economically 
.'^ound  ba.sis  and  under  terms  and  conditions  that  will  be 
fair  and  equitable  and  redound  to  the  economic  benefit  of 
the  western  states  and,  in  turn,  the  nation.

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WASHINGTON  NOTES 


•  Production  Controls — Organiza- 
tion of  a  committee  that  will  be  re- 
sponsible for  working  out  the  details 
of  delicate  problems  involved  in 
modifying  and  relaxing  war  and  war- 
supporting  production  controls  on  in- 
dustry, has  been  announced  by  J.  A. 
Krug,  chairman  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board. 

The  committee,  to  be  known  as  the  "Com- 
mittee on  Period  One"  (CPO),  will  also  be  re- 
sponsible for  timing  of  the  measures  that  will 
be  taken  and  for  the  formulation  of  an  over- 
all pattern  to  be  followed  as  a  guide  in  aiding 
the  resumption  of  civilian  production  follow- 
ing "\'ictory-in-Europe"  Day  and  prior  to 
victory  over  Japan. 

It  will  be  the  policy  of  th?  committee 
to  consult  with  all  segments  of  industry 
so  far  as  possible  before  final  action  is 
taken.  The  CPO  is  also  consulting  with 
other  affected  Government  agencies  to 
ensure  coordination  of  all  Government 
reconversion  plans. 

•  Gas  Rations — The  Office  of  Price 
Administration  is  ready  to  increase 
gasoline  rations  just  as  rapidly  as  ad- 
ditional supplies  for  passenger  car  use 
are  made  available  after  V-E  Day, 
Administrator  Chester  Bowles  has 
announced. 

"Because  estimates  from  the  Petro- 
leum Administration  for  War  of  the 
amount  of  additional  gasoline  to  be 
available  for  civilians  after  V-E  Day 
range  from  100,000  to  200,000  barrels 
daily,  it  is  impossible  at  this  time  to  an- 
nounce allotment  increases  in  detail," 
Bowles  said. 

"But  taking,  for  example,  Administrator 
Ickes'  more  optimistic  figure  of  200,000  bar- 
rels daily,  we  might  assume  that  after  require- 
ments of  other  claimant  agencies  have  been 
met,  170,000  barrels  a  day  would  be  left  to 
add  to  the  547,000  barrels  daily  civilian 
motorists  are  now  receiving. 

"It  is  believed  that  half  of  that  amount 
would  be  sufficient  for  limited  increases  in  the 
'B'  group,  leaving  about  85,000  barrels  daily 
for  'A'  book  holders.  This  would  give  'A' 
drivers  a  mileage  increase  of  about  two  miles 
a  day."

Improvements  on  Bay 
Area  Highway  Link 

Three  recommendations  on  the 
Stockton-Contra  Costa  County-Bay 
Area  Highway  have  been  approved  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Board  of  Directors. 

The  following  recommendations 
approved  were  drafted  and  ad- 
opted on  March  28,  at  Martinez, 
by  a  joint  committee  representing 
boards  of  supervisors  and  cham- 
ber of  commerce  officials  of  the 
four  counties,  Alameda,  Contra 
Costa,  San  Joaquin,  and  San 
Francisco : 

1.  That  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission be  requested  to  survey  and 
officially  establish  the  State  Highway 
route  between  Willow  Pass  and  Brent- 
wood in  Contra  Costa  County. 

2.  Construction  of  that  section  of 
the  highway  between  W'illow  Pass  and 
Antioch  on  the  route  to  be  established 
by  the  Highway  Commission. 

3.  Construction  of  a  section  of 
highway  from  a  point  north  of  Walnut 
Creek  to  a  point  west  of  Walnut  Creek 
as  a  postwar  project.

•  Surplus  Reporters  will  continue  to  be  issued  in 
eight  volumes  monthly,  one  volume  for  each  of  the 
major  commodity  groups. 

•  Special  Listings  will  be  issued  as  occasion  warrants, 
governed  by  quantities  of  material  declared,  locations 
and  urgency  of  removal  from  critical  space  spots. 

•  Announcements  will  be  made  of  "on-the-spof 
sales  which  will  be  conducted  at  site. 

The  above  notices  will  be  sent  to  all  established 
dealers  whose  names  appear  on  the  mailing  lists 
maintained  In  the  eleven  Regional  Offices. 

•  Upon  receipt  of  such  notification  of  properties  avail- 
able for  sale,  prospective  purchasers  may  indicate  their 
interest  in  the  items  listed  to  the  respective  Regional 
Office    having    jurisdiction    of    those    materials.    The 


Regional  Office  will  then  fill  in  the  new  simplified  com- 
bination Bid  and  Contract  form  to  show  Treasury's 
Item  Number  for  identification;  description,  location 
and  quantity  available;  and — most  important — time 
and  date  of  opening  of  sealed  bids. 

Two  copies  of  the  Bid  and  Contract  form  will 
be  sent  to  bidders,  the  original  will  be  filled  in  by 
the  prospective  buyer  to  show  his  bid,  signed,  and 
returned  to  the  Regional  Office.  The  duplicate 
copy  is  for  his  record. 

O  Ail  bids  will  be  placed  in  a  locked  bid  box  and  held, 
unopened,  in  the  Regional  Office  until  the  specified  open- 
ing time  and  date.  All  bidders,  or  their  agents  or  repre- 
sentatives are  invited  to  be  present  at  openings.  Cus- 
tomary notices  will  be  placed  on  Bulletin  Boards  for 
transactions  over  $500.  showing  result  of  sale,  names 
and  bids  of  high  bidders;  also,  names  and  bids  of  un- 

No  cash  deposits  are  required  under  the  new 
simplified  system.  Properties  will  be  sold  on  a 
cash  basis,  "where  is"  and  "as  is."

Coordinated  Mapping 
of  California  Urged 

Enactment  of  measures  which  will 
provide  for  adequate  mapping  of  the 
state  at  the  current  session  of  the 
State  Legislature  was  advocated  to- 
day b>'  the  .San  F"rancisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

This  position  results  from  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors  on  recommen- 
dation of  members  of  its  Mining 
Committee  and  "others  who  are 
technically  competent  to  advise 
on  this  subject." 

•  According  to  the  Chamber,  ade- 
quate maps  are  essential  to  all  types 
of  development  and  conservation  ac- 
tivities; only  38%  of  the  state  has 
been  reasonably  well-mapped,  44% 
has  been  inadequately  mapped  and 
18%  is  unmapped;  current  uncoordi- 
nated mapping  practices  by  many 
agencies  result  in  outlays  of  public 
funds  which  in  the  aggregate  probably 
exceed  the  amounts  required  for  a 
sound  coordinated  program. 

In  connection  with  Senate  Bill  803  on 
which  committee  hearings  are  being 
held  at  Sacramento,  the  Chamber  says, 
"The  provision  of  $3,000,000  for  a  ten- 
year  mapping  program  with  expendi- 
tures during  any  one  year  not  to  exceed 
$400,000  would  appear  to  be  commensur- 
ate with  the  economic  resources  of  the 
great  State  of  California,  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  the  mapping  work,  and 
the  availability  of  technicians  to  engage 
in  this  field  of  activity."

Aviation  Commission 

Tlie  San  Francisco  Cliamher  <if 
Commerce  has  gone  on  record,  as 
recommended  by  the  Bay  Area  Avia- 
tion Committee,  in  opposition  to  the 
creation  at  this  time  of  any  state 
aviation  commission. 
•  The  Bay  Area  Aviation  Com-

Legislation  Outlawing 
Royalty  Payments  Is 
Backed  by  S.  F.  CofC 

Support  of  legislation  outlawing  ex- 
action of  royalty  payments  from  in- 
dustry by  unions  was  today  approved 
by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

The  Chamber  went  on  record  in  favor 
of  Senate  Bill  754  in  principle  in  a  refer- 
endum of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of 
the  United  States  after  study  and  unani- 
mous approval  by  a  special  committee 
appointed  by  President  Henry  F.  Grady. 

Te.xt  of  the  Senate  bill  is  as  follows: 

■■(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  employer  to  pay  or 
deliver,  or  to  agree  to  pay  or  deliver,  any  money  or 
other  thing  of  value  to  any  representative  of  any  of  his 
employees  who  are  engaged  in  commerce  or  in  the 
production  of  goods  for  commerce. 

"(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  representative  or 
agent  of  any  employees  who  are  engaged  in  commerce 
or  in  the  production  of  goods  for  commerce  to  demand, 
receive,  or  accept,  or  to  agree  to  receive  or  accept,  from 
the  employer  of  such  employees  any  money  or  other 
thing  of  value,  for  the  use  of  such  representative  or  in

Expansions 

By  the  Chiimher's 
Industrial  Department 

Thirt\'  new  factories  and  25 
plant  expansions  were  reported 
in  northern  California  during 
MarclT,  1945,  according  to  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial I/)epartment. 

The  new  plants  and  expan- 
sions represented  outlays  ex- 
ceeding $6,264,700. 

•  During  March,  7  new  fac- 
tories in  San  Francisco  were  an- 
nounced with  investments  of 
$1,213,000  to  afford  200  addi- 
tional jobs.  San  Francisco  ex- 
pansions numbered  9,  represent- 
ing outlays  of  §238,000  and  165 
additional  jobs.  The  aggregates 
of  new  plants  and  expansions  in 
-San  Francisco  proper  were  16, 
representing  sS  1,45 1,000  and  cre- 
ating 365  new  jobs. 

These  figures  greatly  exceed 
those  for  March  1944,  when  7 
projects  were  announced 
representing  $128,000  and  80 
jobs. 

•  Some  of  the  specific  de- 
velopments were  as  follows : 

•  Food  Machinery  Corporation,  with 

headquarters  in  San  Jose,  acquired  a 
14-acre  site  north  of  Richmond,  promis- 
ing important  postwar  employment  for 
residents  of  the  Richmond  area. 

•  Liberty  Mill  and  Cabinet  Co.  has 

leased  property  on  Napoleon  Street  just 
east  of  Jerrold  Ave.,  San  Francisco,  and 
will  erect  new  30,000  s(\.  ft.  planing 
mill  and  cabinet  plant  in  the  near 
future. 

•  H.  J.  Heinz  Co.,  with  district  office 
in  Berkeley,  started  construction  of 
large  brick,  concrete  and  steel  food  proc- 
essing and  canning  factory  on  a  75- 
acre  site  bordering  Highway  50  at  city 
limits  of  Tracy.  It  is  reported  that  this 
plant  will  contain  6  acres  under  roof, 
and  will  employ  more  than  1,000  per- 
sons during  peak  season. 

•  War  Packaging  &    Crating   Co. 

leased  the  32,000  sq.  ft.  plant  which 
was  formerly  Hammond  Aircraft  Co., 
at  2575  Bayshore  Blvd.,  San  Francisco. 
Twenty-six  new  jobs  will  immediately 
be  provided  by  this  expansion. 

•  The  Lincoln  Lumber  Company, 

purchased  nine  acres  of  industrial  prop- 
erty fronting  on  92nd  Ave.,  near  G 
Street,  Oakland,  for  construction  of  one 
of  the  largest  lumber  yard  planing  mills 
on  the  Pacific  Coast.  This  plant  will 
represent  an  investment  of  over 
$200,000. 

•  Rundell,  Inc.,  sheet  metal  manu- 
facturers in  San  Jose,  announced  con- 
struction of  a  40,000  sq.  ft.  building  at 
755  Asbury  Street,  San  Jose,  for  expan- 
sion of  their  facilities.

assist  if  farmers  find  that  there 
will  be  a  dearth  of  agricultural 
workers  for  their  harvest  season."

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  during  March  rose  abruptly 
from  the  seasonal  low  in  February  into  new  high  ground  for  March,  with  new 
miintliK'  highs  occurring  in  several  fields. 

Our  March  activity  index  at  218.1,  the  highest  for  any  March  on 
record  and  surpassed  only  by  December  last  year,  was  up  16.6  per  cent 
over  February  and  14.1  per  cent  over  last  March,  carrying  the  first 
quarter  average  11.2  per  cent  above  a  year  ago. 


•  March  bank  debits  in  San  Fran- 
cisco estal)lished  a  new  all-time 
monthh-  high  of  81,980,846,000,  as 
did  real  estate  sales  with  a  total  of 
817,247,045,  while  department  store 
sales  were  the  highest  for  any  March 
on  record,  and  were  exceeded  only  in 
one  other  month,  December  1944. 

•  San  Francisco  Airport  traffic  dur- 
ing the  month  of  March  also  rose  to 
new  all-time  monthl\'  highs  with 
planes  in  and  out  totaling  2,424,  pas- 
sengers on  and  off  29,419,  and  air  mail 
loaded  2,960,797  pounds.

•  Employment  -Reports  from  the 
manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area 
rexealed  21,S,900  employees  in  .March 
compared  to  229,000  in  February-,  and 
259,600  in  March  last  year.  This  drop 
occurred  mostly  within  the  durable 
industries  where  shipbuilding  is  a 
large  contributing  factor. 


Employment  in  the  non-durable 
industries  was  actually  up  4,800 
over  March  last  year.  Manufac- 
turing industries'  quarter  reports 
reveal  a  decrease  in  employment 
of  10.7  per  cent  and  in  payrolls 
10.1  per  cent.  Average  weekly 
earnings  during  March  amounted 
to  $59.79 ;  average  hourly  earnings, 
$1,334;  and  average  hours  worked 
per  week,  44.8. 

•  Non-manufacturing  industries'  first 
quarter  payrolls  in  the  laundry,  cleaning  and 
(iyeing  group  were  up  9.9  per  cent,  wholesale 
trade  6.7  per  cent,  retail  trade  7.2  per  cent, 
and  hotels  14.8  per  cent  above  last  year. 

•  Financial  transactions  in  the  Bay  Area 
during  March  measured  by  bank  debits 
amounted  to  $2..'il.S.46,1.000  and  were  up 
$,?,?7,777,000,  or  15.5  per  cent  over  March  a 
year  ago.  The  first  (|uarter  total  of  $6,777,- 
490,000  was  up  7.7  per  cent. 

•  Freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oaklanfl  switching  limits  during  March 
totaling  73,1 1 1  were  up  6.7  per  cent  over  last 
March  and  carried  the  first  f|uarter  to  206.779. 
or  7.1  per  cent  o\er  the  same  period  last  year. 

•  March  department  store  sales  in  .San 
Francisco,  influenced  .some  by  the  early 
F^aster,  established  a  new  all-time  high  for 
that  month  and  were  up  22  per  cent  over  last 
March. 

Bay  Area  department  store  sales  were 
up  22  per  cent;  Central  Valley  sales  rose 
19  per  cent;  Los  Angeles  area  17  per  cent; 
and  San  Diego  15  per  cent.  Sales  in  the 
Twelfth  District  were  up  19  per  cent. 
First  quarter  sales  in  these  several  areas 
followed  a  similar  pattern. 

•  Independent  retail  store  sales  in  Cali- 
fornia, reported  b>'  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
for  the  two  months  of  1945  revealed  .sales  in 
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San  Francisco  were  up  16  per  cent  o\er  last 
year. 

Long  Beach  topped  the  groups  with  23 
per  cent,  and  San  Diego  was  at  the  bot- 
tom with  10  per  cent.  Sales  in  Oakland 
were  up  14  per  cent;  in  Berkeley  17  per 
cent;  San  Jose  11  per  cent;  and  Santa 
Rosa  23  per  cent. 

•  Among  the  332  independent  stores  in 
San  Francisco  reporting  retail  sales  for  the 
two  months'  period  of  1945  compared  to  the 
same  period  in  1944  were  101  food  stores  up 
8  per  cent,  27  drug  stores  up  13  per  cent.  64 
apparel  stores  uj)  29  per  cent.  8  motor  vehicle 
dealers  up  12  per  cent.  14  furniture  stores  up 
10  per  cent,  18  hardware  stores  up  38  percent, 
7  filling  stations  down  9  per  cent,  and  5 
iewelrv  stores  down  1  1   per  cent. 

•  Wholesale  trade  reports  from  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census  based  on  dollar  volume  for  the 
first  two  months  of  1945  revealed  the  Pacific 
Coast  group  led  all  nine  regional  groups  in  the 
nation  with  an  increase  of  11  per  cent  com- 
pared to  an  a\"erage  of  5  per  cent  for  the 
nation. 

The  automotive  supply  group  was  up 
27  per  cent;  leather  and  shoe  findings  23 
per  cent;  beer  21  per  cent;  groceries  and 
foods  17  per  cent;  and  industrial  supplies 
14  per  cent.  Inventories  at  the  end  of 
February  were  up  1  per  cent  over  last 
February  on  the  Pacific  Coast  compared 
to  a  drop  of  4  per  cent  in  the  nation. 

•  Construction — Among  the  126  urban 
areas  in  the  nation  for  which  building  con- 
struction is  reported  by  the  U.  S.  Department 
of  Labor,  for  the  two  months'  period  of  this 
year  San  F'rancisco  was  surpassed  onl\'  by 
New  \'ork  and  Detroit. 

Out  of  $3,655,000  of  building  construc- 
tion in  San  Francisco,  $2,327,000  was 
classified  as  federal  for  this  period.

Repeal  of  3%  Freight 
Tax  Recommended  to 
Congress  by  Chamber 

Despite  the  absence  of  any  bill 
before  Congress  to  repeal  the  3%  Fed- 
eral Transportation  Tax  on  freight, 
the  Chamber  has  again  recommended 
such  action  to  Chairman  Doughton 
of  the  House  Ways  &  Means  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Tax  is  particularly  handicapping 
to  Western  farm  and  factory  products, 
since  they  are  subject  to  a  long  haul  to 
Eastern  markets  and  the  tax  is  based 
upon  a  percentage  of  transportation 
costs. 

•  Additionally,  the  tax  has  become  exceed- 
ingly troiililesniiie  in  recent  years  because 
much  transportation  previously  considered 
intrastate  is  now  ruled  to  be  part  of  inter- 
state moxement  to  which  this  tax  applies.

Western  Merchandise  Exhibitors,  have 
been  completed  by  the  Domestic  Trade 
Committee  of  the  San  F'rancisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  approved  last 
week  by  the  Chamber's  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

•  Frank  K.  Runyan,  chairman — 
An  executive  committee  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  Carl  J.  Eastman,  Domestic 
Trade  Committee  chairman,  as  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Domestic  Trade 
Committee  under  chairmanship  of 
Frank  K.  Runyan,  president.  Western 
Merchandise  Mart,  to  frame  policies 
under  which  the  association  will  con- 
duct the  San  Francisco  semi-annual 
consolidated  markets. 

"The  new  association  will  be  com- 
posed of  exhibitors  of  the  five  principal 
divisions  of  the  San  Francisco  market." 
Runyan  explained,  in  outlining  the 
plans  to  the  Board. 

"The  principal  objective  of  our 
committee  is  to  increase  San  Fran- 
cisco's prestige  as  a  market  center 
serving  the  eleven  western  states, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  our  commit- 
tee it  is  not  too  early  to  formulate 
plans  for  a  united  Western  States 
market  in  San  Francisco." 

Runyan  explained  that  in  past 
years  it  has  been  the  custom  for 
each  of  the  five  principal  divisions 
of  the  over-all  market  to  hold  their 
semi-annual  market  events  inde- 
pendently. Under  the  new  plan,  all 
of  these  markets  will  be  held  con- 
currently and  in  only  two  loca- 
tions: the  Merchandise  Mart  and 
the  Civic  Auditorium. 

•  It  was  noted  that  the  plan  cannot 
be  made  effective  until  such  time  as 
the  Office  of  Defense  Transportation 
will  remove  its  temporary  restriction 
on  the  holding  of  centralized  markets. 

"However,  it  is  a  well-established 
fact  that  the  broader  the  lines 
shown  in  a  market  event,  the 
greater  will  be  the  number  of 
buyers,"  Runyan  concluded.  "To 
date,  no  other  city  has  attempted 
to  organize  a  consolidated  market 
such  as  our  committee  is  plan- 
ning." 

Although  the  Special  Market  Com- 
mittee of  the  Domestic  Trade  Com- 
mittee will  formulate  the  policies  under 
which  the  Western  Merchandise  Ex- 
hibitors shall  conduct  the  consolidated 
market  events,  the  association  will 
carry  out  the  physical  aspects  of  the 
market  events  on  a  self-sustaining 
basis. 


Bretton  Woods,  in  Principle,  and

Endorsement  of  the  Bretton  \\'ood.s  Agreement,  in  principle  and  with  cer- 
tain amendments,  and  the  Doughton  bill,  H.R.  2652,  an  act  to  extend  the 
authority  of  the  President  under  section  350  of  the  Tariff  Act  of  1930, 
was  approved  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Board  of  Di- 
rectors,  at  its  regular   meeting,   last  Thursday,  May  3.

Objectives  Praised  in 
Nat'l  Trade  Magazine 

The  .San  Francisco  Chamber's  Iron 
and  .Steel  Committee  statement  of  ob- 
jectives for  retention  of  an  integrated 
western  steel  industry  was  featured  in 
the  April  12  edition  of  Iro)i  Age. 

In  the  West  Coast  section,  Osgood 
Murdock,  Pacific  Coast  representative, 
stated,  "Approved  by  the  Chamber's 
Board  of  Directors,  the  (Iron  and  Steel) 
committee  has  aimed  at  drawing  up  a 
down-to-earth,  feet-on-the-ground,  five- 
point  program  covering  employment,  re- 
sources, market,  prices  and  freight  rates, 
and  disposal  of  government  plants." 

.Analyzing  membership  and  policies  of  the 
Iron  and  Steel  Section  in  connection  with 
freight  rates,  Murdock  said,  "Membership 
on  the  steel  section  includes  producers  and 
fabricators,  both  eastern  and  western.  Opin- 
ions on  any  gi\'en  subject  will  range  from  one 
extreme  to  the  other,  but  the  middling  atti- 
tude of  members  seems  to  reflect  an  agree- 
ment with  the  historical  rather  than  the  hys- 
terical method  of  determining  freight  rates." 

"Despite  the  admitted  divergence  of 
interests  on  the  entire  subject,"  the 
article  concludes,  "the  committee  is  the 
first  one  known  to  have  reduced  the  in- 
dividual problems  to  a  form  where  they 
may  be  separately  attacked  and  trans- 
formed from  the  realm  of  wishful  think- 
ing to  terms  of  what  is  industrially  pos- 
sible."

Supply  Depot 
Utilization  Plan 

Increased  personnel  efficiency  is  the 
object  of  a  new  program  given  effect  at 
the  Oakland  Naval  Supply  Depot,  ac- 
cording to  a  statement  prepared  for  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
which  follows  in  part: 

At  the  world's  largest  coa.sta]  Naval  Supply 
Depot  at  Oakland,  where  the  over-all  logistic 
re(|uireiiients  of  our  Pacific  Fleet  are  being 
met,  another  first  has  been  chalked  up  with 
the  establishment  of  an  intensive  Personnel 
Ihilization  Program. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  .Supply  Of- 
ficer in  Command,  Rear  Admiral  Arthur 
H.  Mayo,  SC,  USN,  over  13.000  Navy  and 
civilian  personnel  are  endeavoring  to 
keep  pace  with  the  steadily  increasing 
tempo  of  the  war  against  Japan. 

Tonnage  shipped  from  this  Naval  .Supply 
Depot  has  skyrocketed  from  204,374  measure- 
ment tons  in  January  1944  to  474,524  meas- 
urement tons  for  the  same  month  this  year. 

•  Personnel  Utilization—A  steadily  mount- 
ing workload  is  not  without  its  personnel 
problems,  one  of  the  most  important  of 
which — the  use  of  personnel — is  being  simpli- 
fied as  quickly  as  possible  with  a  Personnel 
Utilization  stud\-. 

There  has  been  developed  a  survey  procedure 
and  comprehensive  handbook  of  operations  for 
the  use  of  sixteen  naval  officers  who  are  working 
under  the  titie  of  Personnel  Utilization  Analysts. 
These  men  are  divided  into  eiftht  teams.  It  is  the 
job  of  each  team  to  study  accurately  the  opera- 
tions of  the  numerous  departments  on  the  Depot, 
makinii  recommendations  where  problems  are 
encountered.  Employees,  as  well  as  the  super- 
visors and  officers-in-charge  of  the  many  differ- 
ent activities,  participate  in  these  studies. 

•  Factors  considered  by  analysts  include  functions 
perlonncd,  organization,  work  metliods.  placement, 
classification,  and  staff  requiremenls.  The  reports 
which  the  analysts  prepare,  in  collaboration  with  Ihe 
employees  and  supervisors  of  the  unit  studied,  are  made 
in  an  effort  to  eliminate  unnecessary  or  duplicating 
functions,  clarify  lines  of  responsibility,  improve  the 
way  of  doing  the  work,  place  employees  in  jobs  for 
which  they  are  best  suited,  align  classification  grade 
levels  to  duties  performed  and  determine  the  personnel 

of  each  activity.

India  -  Subject  of 
Talks  at  Foreign  Trade 
Association  Luncheon 

Social  and  economic  conditions  in 
India  and  postwar  trade  opportuni- 
ties with  that  countr>'  after  the  war 
were  featured  at  a  regular  weekly 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Asso- 
ciation of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

"In  1943,  one  million  people  in  India 
died  of  literal  starvation,"  Dr.  Horace 
Alexander,  Professor  on  International 
Relations,  Woodbrook  College,  England, 
and  organizer  of  the  Friends  Ambulance 
Unit  of  India,  told  the  Foreign  Trade 
Association,  at  its  luncheon  meeting, 
Wednesday,  May  2. 

'There  is  a  new  emphasis  in  India  which 
may  in  the  next  two  decades  produce  some 
very  substantial  results  and  perhaps  a  tran- 
sition of  much  economic  and  social  signifi- 
cance not  only  in  Asia  but  for  all  the  world," 
Clayton  Lane,  Director  of  War  Operations, 
American  Mission.  New  Delhi,  India,  said, 
pointing  out.  however,  that  it  is  unreasonable 
to  expect  that  India's  way  of  life  would  soon 
be  greatly  changed. 

•  Relief  for  India — Dr.  Alexander,  who 
approached  India  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
effects  of  famine  and  war  on  social  and  eco- 
nomTc  conditions,  was  introduced  by  Henry 
F.  Grady,  president.  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  chairman,  .'\merican  Re- 
lief For  India,  Inc.,  who  explained  that  a 
special  appeal  is  being  made  for  American 
relief  for  India.

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce adjourned  its  meeting  of 
Thursday,  May  tenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  forty-five,  in  memory 
of  Philip  J.  Fay,  who  died  on 
the  seventh  day  of  that  month.

WASHINGTON  NOTES 


•  Surplus  Property — The  Surplus  Property 
i^oani  has  issued  Regulations  No.  2  and  3. 

•  Regulation  No.  2  requires  Surplus  Prop- 
erty Disposal  Agencies  to  give  priorities  to 
Federal  agencies  and  State  and  Local  govern- 
ments in  the  purchase  of  surplus  property,  a 
large  part  of  which  is  generally  in  short  sup- 
ply. The  regulation  provides  for  a  total  of  30 
days  for  the  exercise  of  Federal,  State  and 
Local  priorities  to  purchase.  After  the  30  day 
period  has  expired,  the  available  property  re- 
maining will  be  offered  to  commercial  buyers. 

•  Regulation  No.  3  assures  farmers  and 
rural  areas  generally  equal  opportunity  to 
supply  their  needs  out  of  surplus  property,as  it 
becomes  available,  and  sets  up  procedure  for 
channeling  critically  needed  trucks,  machin- 
er>'  and  e(|uipment  into  agricultural  uses. 

•  Selective  Service—  The  returning  veteran 
who  meets  all  the  reciuirenients  of  the  Selec- 
tive Training  and  Service  Act  for  reemploy- 
ment in  his  former  job  has  an  absolute  right 
of  reinstatement  in  his  former  position  or  in 
a  subslantialh'  similar  position,  according  to

From  Washington  Office, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

•  Small  Firms  whose  em|)loyment 
will  not  exceed  100  workers  may  now 
obtain  materials  without  first  seeking 
assurance  from  the  War  .Manpower 
Commission  that  manpower  is  avail- 
able, Paul  y.  McNutt,  Chairman  of 
W1\IC,  and  J.  A.  Krug,  Chairman  of 
the  War  Production  Board,  have 
announced.  When  workers  are  hired, 
however,  McNutt  emphasized,  all 
WMC  hiring  regulations  in  effect  in 
the  area  must  be  observed  in  order  to 
insure  necessary  war  production. 

•  OPA — There  appears  to  be  no 
question  that  the  Emergency  Price 
Control  Act  will  be  extended  by  Con- 
gress for  at  least  one  year.  There  is 
evidence,  howe\er,  of  growing  pres- 
sure to  force  the  OPA  to  re\ise  its 
policy-  of  using  price  control  as  a 
means  of  prf)fit  control. 

•  Shipping  Containers  —  J.   A. 

Krug,  Chairman  of  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board,  has  recjuested  the  Army 
and  Navy  and  other  F'ederal  Pro- 
curement agencies  to  take  extraordi- 
nary measures  for  prompt  cancella- 
tion by  military  contractors  and 
subcontractors  of  all  orders  for  ship- 
ping containers  not  required  as  a  re- 
sult of  contract  cancellations  or  re- 
ductions in  production  schedules.  This 
step  was  taken  in  an  effort  to  alleviate 
the  serious  shortage  of  shipping  con- 
tainers for  high  priority  use. 

•  "Young  America"--the  several  million 
young  people  in  .American  schools  and  col- 
leges— will  have  opportunities  to  learn  avia- 
tion first-hand  from  planes  and  equipment 
produced  for  the  present  war  and  acquired 
from  the  Government  by  educational  institu- 
tions under  an  aeronautical  surplus  disposal 
program  announced  by  the  Surplus  Propertv 
Board. 


Philippines  Mission  to 
Procure  Materials 
for  U.  S.  Production 

A  Government  Mission  to  the 
Philippine  Islands  is  being  sent  to 
obtain  certain  strategic  materials  but 
does  not  foresee  restoration  of  private 
trade  with  that  country  in  the  very 
near  future.  Van  Lear  Woodward, 
Vice  President,  United  States  Com- 
mercial Company,  and  director  of  the 
mission  revealed  at  a  meeting  with 
Bay  Region  Foreign  Traders,  Mon- 
day, May  21. 

The  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  World  Trade  Depart- 
ment for  the  purpose  of  enabling  those  inter- 
ested to  meet  and  ask  questions  of  members  of 
the  Foreign  Economic  Administration-spon- 
sored mission. 

With  authority  granted  by  General  Mac- 
Arthur,  the  mission  will  endeavor  to  obtain 
certain  strategic  materials  from  the  Philip- 
pines for  essential  United  States  production, 
Woodward  e.xplained.

Northern  California  gained  29 
new  factories,  and  25  established 
plants  were  expanded  during 
April,  1945,  according  to  tabula- 
tions made  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  Industrial  Depart- 
ment. 

Over  $2,743,000  will  be  in- 
vested in  the  new  enterprises 
while  expansions  represent 
expenditures  of  $1,116,000, 
for  a  total  of  $3,859,000.

Attention  of  Bay  Region  business- 
men is  called  to  a  recently  initiated 
program  of  the  Reconstruction  Fi- 
nance Corporation,  called  the  BLAN- 
KET PARTICIPATION  AGREE- 
MENT. 

This  program,  according  to 
RFC,  meets  the  needs  of  small 
business  for  long-term  credit  in  a 
direct,  simple  way,  without  com- 
peting with  private  banks. 

•  The  "blanket  participation  agree- 
ment" allows  banks  signing  up  for  partici- 
pation to  make  loans  directly  to  private 
business  firms  operating  for  profit,  without 
filing  for  approval  with  RPX;  the  bank  may 
fix  its  amount  of  participation  in  the  loan, 
provided  the  minimum  is  25  per  cent,  and 
the  RFC  covers  the  remaining  amount. 

•  Security — Only  provision  as  to  financial 
status  of  the  borrower  is  that  financial  state- 
ment show  assets  in  excess  of  liabilities.  It  is 
up  to  individual  banks  to  pass  on  these  se- 
curity requirements,  as  banks  have  complete 
charge  of  administration.  RFC  is  kept  in- 
formed through  filing  of  brief  periodic  reports. 

•  Maximum  limit  for  each  loan  is  $250,000, 
and  there  is  no  limit  to  the  number  of  loans 
that  may  be  made  under  the  master  agree- 
ment. 

•  Maturity  is  not  more  than  10  years;  amor- 
tization, not  less  than  10  per  cent  each  year, 
a  balloon  payment  being  permitted  for  loans 
of  less  than  10  years. 

•  Interest  doesn't  exceed  6  per  cent  on  the 
bank's  participation,  nor  4  per  cent  on  RFC's 
participation. 

According  to  John  S.  McCuIIough,  Jr., 
manager,  San  Francisco  Loan  Agency  of 
RFC,  a  gratifying  number  of  banks  in 
California  have  already  entered  into  the 
Blanket  Participation  Agreement. 

This  program  is  expected  to  care  ade- 
quately and  promptly  for  the  large  vol- 
ume of  applications  for  loans  which  may 
develop  during  and  subsequent  to  the 
period  of  conversion  from  a  wartime  to 
peacetime  economy.

Half  Moon  Bay  Project 
for  Small  Craft  Harbor 
Supported  by  C  of  C 

Support  of  the  proposal  to  create 
an  extensive  harbor  for  small  craft  in 
Half  Moon  Bay  has  been  approved  by 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, through  its  Board  of  Directors.

The  Chamber  was  of  con- 
siderable assistance  to  the  mem- 
bership during  conversion  to 
wartime  operation  by  helping 
them  to  understand  and  keep  up 
with  the  controls  as  they  came 
into  effect.

How  much  and  what  type 
of  help  is  desired  during  the 
way  out  of  the  rigid  control 
era?

The  Federal  Government  has  in- 
vested $513,300,000  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area,  on  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  and  Coast  Guard  projects,  the 
Naval  Affairs  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  an- 
nounced today. 

"This  investment  represents 
sums  spent  on  government  owned 
land  improvements,  improve- 
ments on  leased  land,  and  im- 
provements on  private  shipyards 
and  production  plants  around  the 
bay,"  E.  J.  McClanahan,  chair- 
man of  the  committee,  reported. 

•  The  Navy  alone  has  invested 
$501,000,000;  the  Marine  Corps,  $5,- 
500,000;  and  the  Coast  Guard,  $6,- 
800,000. 

"A  major  share  of  federal  expendi- 
tures in  this  area  has  been  made  in 
recent  years,"  McClanahan  com- 
mented, "to  enable  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  to  support  its  gigantic  war 
role,  but  substantial  investment  was 
made  during  non-war  years. 

"That  the  San  Francisco  Bay — 
capable  of  floating  the  fleets  of 
all  countries  at  one  time — is  rec- 
ognized as  one  of  the  greatest  and 
most  strategic  ports  in  the  world, 
is  evidenced  in  this  outlay  of 
funds  by  our  federal  government 
to  build  up  and  improve  its  naval 
facilities  here." 


Progress  of  Proposed 
State  Aviation  Bills 
Summarized 

Reporting  on  proposed  state  legis- 
lation affecting  aviation,  Kenneth  R. 
MacDonald,  manager,  San  F"rancisco 
Chamber  Aviation  Department,  re- 
vealed that  A.B.  2188,  which  would 
give  the  California  Railroad  Com- 
mission economic  regulation  over  in- 
trastate air  commerce,  has  been  sent  to 
the  Assembly  floor  for  \'ote  expected 
sometime  this  week. 

Another  proposed  measure,  A.B. 
801,  according  to  its  author, 
William  Rosenthal,  died  in  com- 
mittee following  his  introduction 
of  another  bill,  A.B.  2202,  which 
would  simply  create  a  study  com- 
mission to  promote  and  advance 
aviation  and  to  survey  the  needs 
of  aviation  in  California.

•  Entitled  "San  Francisco  Led 
the  Way,"  the  article  points  out  that 
the  recently  proclaimed  "charter  of 
ijidustrial  relations"  is  not  a  new  idea 
in  San  Francisco. 

"For  the  past  seven  years,  labor  and 
management  in  this  city  have  been 
working  under  an  unwritten  charter  that, 
in  effect,  has  recognized  all  the  principles 
incorporated  in  (that)  agreement." 

•  Employers  Council  Praised  Pointing 
to  the  Sail  Francisco  luiipUners  Council,  the 
editorial  stated  that  as  the  result  of  its  work 
and  of  the  willingness  of  labor  to  bargain  col- 
lectively with  the  Council,  "San  Francisco 
has  been  one  of  the  white  spots  of  America  so 
far  as  freedom  from  strikes  and  industrial  in- 
terruptions are  concerned."

Bay  Area  financial  transactions  during  April  amounting  to  $2,128,- 
153,000  surpassed  the  April  total  of  last  year  by  $205,173,000,  or  10.7 
per  cent.  Transactions  for  the  first  four  months'  cumulative  amount- 
ing to  $8,905,652,000  represented  a  gain  of  nearly  $1,000,000,000  over 
the  same  period  last  year,  or  12.1  per  cent. 

•  Freight  car  movements   in   the 

San  F"rancisco-Oakland  switching  lim- 
its during  April  amounted  to  68,328 
cars  and  carried  the  four  months' 
cumulative  to  275,107,  which  is 
25,801  above  the  same  period  last 
year  or  10  per  cent. 


•  Manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area  reported 
202,500  wage  earners  in  April  compared  to 
213,900  in  March  and  255,400  during  April 
last  year.  The  non-durable  group  accounted 
for  54,400  of  the  April  total  compared  to 
52,400  in  March  and  50,400  in  April  a  year 
ago,  while  the  durable  group  reported  148,100 
during  April  compared  to  161,600  in  March 
and  205,000  in  April  last  year. 

Although  employment  in  the  manu- 
facturing industries  in  April  was  off  20.7 
per  cent  compared  to  last  April  and  13.2 
per  cent  for  the  four  months'  cumulative 
period  and  payrolls  were  off  19.4  per  cent 
and  12.4  per  cent,  respectively,  the  non- 
manufacturing  industries  payrolls  con- 
tinued to  show  gains  with  the  laundry, 
cleaning  and  dyeing  group  up  9.7  per 
cent  in  April  over  last  April,  wholesale 
trade  up  9.8  per  cent,  retail  trade  up  7.1 
per  cent  and  hotels  up  12  per  cent. 

In    the    manufacturing    industries    during 
■  April  average  weekly  earnings  amounted  to 
$60.92,  average  hourly  earnings  to  $1 .355,  and 
average  hours  worked  per  week  to  45.6. 

•  Bay  Area  department  store  retail  sales 

based  on  reports  of  17  stores  to  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank  of  .San  Francisco  during  April 
were  up  5  per  cent  over  April  last  year  with 
the  cumulative  period  up  18  per  cent. 

Sales  in  San  Francisco  showed  an  in- 
crease of  8  per  cent  and  19  per  cent,  re- 
spectively. 

•  Independent  retail  store  sales,  accord- 
ing to  the  latest  Bureau  of  the  Census  report , 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1945  compared  to  a 
similar  period  last  year  reveal  a  gain  of  1,^.1 
per  cent  for  San  Francisco,  14  per  cent  fur 
Oakland  and  Sacramento,  IS  per  cent  for 
Berkeley,  12  per  cent  for  San  Jose  and  Ala- 
meda, 21  per  cent  for  Santa  Rosa  and  Stock- 
ton, and  9  per  cent  for  Palo  Alto. 


Sales  in  California  for  the  same  period 
were  up  15  per  cent. 

•  In  San  Francisco  retail  sales  during  the 
first  ([uarter  for  the  food  group  were  up  8  per 
cent,  eating  and  drinking  places  11  per  cent, 
lic|Uor  stores  and  package  goods  19  per  cent, 
drug  stores  12  per  cent,  apparel  stores  22  per 
cent,  men's  clothing  and  furnishing  37  per 
cent,  women's  ready-to-wear  19  per  cent, 
motor  vehicle  dealers  12  per  cent,  and  hard- 
ware stores  31  per  cent.  On  the  other  side  of 
the  ledger,  jewelry  store  sales  during  the  first 
(|uarter  were  off  12  per  cent,  filling  stations 
6  per  cent,  and  dry  goods  and  general  mer- 
chandise stores  4  per  cent. 

•  In  the  wholesale  field,  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  reports  Pacific  Coast  sales  during 
March  up  1 1  per  cent  over  February  and 
2  per  cent  over  last  March,  with  the  three 
months'  cumulative  up  8  per  cent  compared 
to  the  United  States  with  11  per  cent,  1  per 
cent,  and  4  per  cent,  respectively. 

The  report  for  the  cumulative  period 
for  the  Pacific  Coast  reveals  that  auto- 
motive supplies  led  all  increases  with  23 
per  cent,  followed  by  industrial  supplies 
20  per  cent,  leather  and  shoe  findings  18 
per  cent,  groceries  and  foods  13  per  cent, 
and  electrical  goods  9  per  cent.  On  the 
other  hand,  sales  of  plumbing  and  heat- 
ing supplies  dropped  off  17  per  cent  dur- 
ing this  period,  shoe  and  footwear  13  per 
cent,  and  meat  and  meat  products  7  per 
cent. 

•  General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  April  measured  by  our  inde.x  at 
187.4  made  a  sharp  seasonal  decline  from  the 
March  spring  peak  of  218.1,  but  was  9.5  per 
cent  above  last  April  inde.x  of  171.1. 

The  first  four  months  average  was  up 

10.8  per  cent  above  the  same  period  last 
year.  Some  fields  showed  marked  in- 
creases during  April  compared  to  last 
April,  but  a  few  showed  decreases. 

•  Among  the  gains  were  building  permits 
which  were  up  40  per  cent  in  number  and 

30.9  per  cent  in  amount;  real  estate  sales 
18.2  percent  in  number  and  28.7  percent  in 
aiiiuunt ;  departmejil  store  sales  12.7  per 
cent;  bank  debits  9.8  per  cent;  postal  re- 
ceipts 22.9  per  cent;  and  stock  exchange 
transactions  61.2  per  cent  in  number  and 
109.8  per  cent  in  market  value. 


SAN  FRANCISCO 
BUSINESS  ACTIVITY 
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•  In  the  utilities  field,  electrical  energ\' 
sales  were  up  12.7  per  cent  and  industrial  anri 
conmiercial  gas  sales  13.1   per  cent. 

Although  total  freight  car  movements 
were  off  2.2  per  cent,  receipts  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  rose  8.7  per  cent,  and 
livestock  slaughter  rose  7  per  cent. 

•  Placements  in  the  San  Francisco  indus- 
trial group  dropped  1.7  per  cent  and  2,8  per 
cent  in  the  commercial  compared  to  last 
April. 

•  April  living  costs  in  .San  Francisco  rose 
0.6  per  cent  above  March  and  3.4  per  cent 
above  April  a  year  ago.  The  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  index  for  April  amounted  to 
132.6  compared  to  131.8  in  March  and  128.3 
in  April  last  year  (1935-39=100).  April  food 
costs  in  San  Francisco  compared  to  the  pre- 
vious month  were  up  1.5  per  cent,  and  cloth- 
ing 0.1  per  cent  with  other  items  remaining 
the  same. 

Compared  to  last  April,  cost  of  food 
was  up  4.4  per  cent,  clothing  5.1  per  cent, 
home  furnishings  7.9  per  cent,  miscel- 
laneous 2.7  per  cent,  with  rent,  fuel  and 
electricity  remaining  the  same.  Since 
May  15,  1942,  the  date  of  OPA  price  con- 
trol, cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco  has 
risen  12.8  per  cent.

•  Millinery  Committee — The  Of- 

tice  of  Price  Administration  has  an- 
nounced the  ajipointment  of  a  new 
industry  advisory  committee,  which 
conferred  on  the  Maximum  Average 
Price  (MAP)  order  last  week.  It  is  the 
Millinery  Manufacturers  Industry 
Advisory  Committee,  and  Gerald 
Simon,  Simon  Millinery  Co.  of  San 
Francisco,  is  a  member. 

•  Surplus  Property — In  an  order  to 
all  Go\-ernment  agencies,  the  Surplus 
Property  Board  now  requires  each 
agency  to  file  on  or  before  June  30, 
1945  a  general  description  of  all  dis- 
posal programs  and  complete  statis- 
tical data  on  all  property  disposals 
made  under  statutes  other  than  the 
Surplus  Property  Act  during  the  cal- 
endar years  1942,  1943  and  1944. 

•  Foreign  Trade — More  and  more  business- 
men coming  to  Washington  indicate  a  grow- 
ing interest  in  foreign  trade  prospects,  and 
from  all  information  available,  the  demand  for 
United  States  goods  from  abroad  will  be  very 
large.  Although  the  supply  may  be  hmited  for 
a  while  it  appears  that  the  ability  to  pay  will 
be  ample  for  a  while  because  of  the  supply  of 
dollars  built  up  during  the  war. 


Courtesy,  Friendliness 
of  San  Franciscans 
Praised  by  Visitors 

Hosts  to  press  and  statesmen  of  the 
world,  San  Franciscans  are  receiving 
praise,  not  only  for  the  beauty  of 
their  city,  their  important  role  in  the 
war,  etc.,  but  on  the  friendly  and 
courteous  treatment  given  by  citizens. 

•  Typical  are  some  remarks  pub- 
lished in  the  Kansas  City  Star,  written 
by  Theodore  C.  Alford :

ICC  Rate  Decision, 
Announced  Recently, 
Does  Not  AflFect  S.  F. 

The  recenlh'  announced  decision 
of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commis- 
sion, ordering  certain  adjustments  to 
be  made  in  the  class  rates  in  the  terri- 
tory east  of  the  Rocky  Mountains, 
effective  August  30th,  does  not  in- 
volve transcontinental  rates  or  local 
rates  in  mountain-Pacific  territory, 
according  to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  Man- 
ager of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department. 

In  any  event,  most  of  the  traffic 
between  California  and  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  country  moves 
under  commodity  rates  which 
were  not  involved  in  the  case. 


Aviation  Study  Commission 
Bill  Now  Before  the  Assembly 

A.B.  2202,  which  would  create  an 
aviation  study  commission  to  pro- 
mote and  advance  aviation  and  sur- 
vey the  airport  needs  of  California, 
has  been  passed  by  the  Assembly 
Transportation  and  Commerce  Com- 
mittee to  the  Assembly  floor  with  a 
"do-pass"  recommendation,  accord- 
ing to  Kenneth  R.  MacDonald,  man- 
ager. Aviation  Department  of  the 
.San  Francisco  Chamber. 

The  bill,  introduced  by  William 
Rosenthal,  was  developed  in  col- 
laboration with  private  aviation 
groups.

TRANSITION  THINKING 

By  Ralph  Koeher,  Manager 
Research  Department 

Standing  on  the  threshold  of  jiost 
\'-E  day  and  looking  ahead  to  \'-J 
day,  it  is  apparent  that  a  new  peric d 
of  national  and  regional  transition  and 
reconversion  is  at   hand. 

The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
will  come  in  for  a  substantial 
share  of  necessary  adjustments 
during  the  transition  from  a  war 
to  peacetime  economy. 

•  At  this  moment,  then,  it  might 
be  well  to  look  back  on  a  transition 
period  through  which  this  region  has 
already  navigated.  Here  is  one  cross- 
section  which  may  serve  as  an  ex- 
ample; 

If,  on  April  1,  1940,  someone  in  au- 
thority had  publicly  declared  that  85,000 
residents,  then  living  in  San  Francisco, 
or  13.5  percent  of  the  total  population, 
would  move  out  during  the  next  four 
years,  what  do  you  think  the  effect 
would  have  been  on  the  economic  and 
industrial  development  of  the  city? 

•  Actually,  according  to  Research  Depart - 
ment  deductions,  based  on  oiificial  census 
records,  that  is  exactly  what  took  place. 

However,  during  the  same  four-year 
period,  April,  1940  to  April,  1944,  150,000 
new  civilian  residents,  and  86,000  mili- 
tary residents  came  to  San  Francisco, 
bringing  the  net  gain  to  151,000  resi- 
dents, including  military,  and  65,000 
without. 

•  In  other  words,  for  every  resident  who 
moved  away  from  San  Francisco  during  that 
period,  2.8  new  residents  moved  in. 

For  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area,  in- 
ward movement,  including  military, 
brought  nearly  4.5  residents  for  each  one 
outbound.

First  Year's  Accomplishments  of 

S.  F.  Safety  Council  Chapter  Reported 


The  San  Francisco  Chapter  Na- 
tional Safety  Council  on  April  1  com- 
pleted its  first  year  of  safety  activities 
in  .San  Francisco. 

This  Chapter  is  one  of  si.\ty-seven  sim- 
ilar agencies  located  in  the  principal 
cities  of  the  United  States  and  function- 
ing as  a  non-political,  non-profit  asso- 
ciation for  the  purpose  of  bringing  about 
reductions  in  the  number  and  severity 
of  all  kinds  of  accidents. 
•  During  a  twelve  month  period  in  San 
Francisco,  the  Safety  Council  reports  that 
559  persons  were  killed  and  57,200  were  in- 
jured through  accidental  causes.  The  eco- 
nomic cost  of  these  accidental  deaths  and 
injuries  to  San  Francisco  was  estimated  at 
$25,100,000. 

"Our  Chapter  has  accepted  the  respon- 
sibility for  developing  accident  preven- 
tion programs  to  combat  these  losses  in 
San  Francisco,"  Henry  E.  North,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chapter  stated.  "We  have 
already  inaugurated  Safety  programs  in 
connection  with  Traffic,  Commercial 
Vehicle  fleet  operation,  and  School 
Safety.

Statement  on  Relaxation  of  Federal  Controls 


The  folloiving  resolution  was  ddopled  by  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  Board  of  Directors,  May  ,S1, 
1945,  on  recommendation  of  the  Emergency  Reconversion 
Committee: 

W'HEREA.S,  The  soundest  economy  and  a  constantly  improving 
standard  of  living  will  result  from  "full  employment"  in  private 
bu.^iness  under  a  free  enterprise  system;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  has  experienced 
the  greatest  growth  in  population  during  the  war  period  of 
any  corresponding  area  in  the  United  States  because  of  the 
number  of  persons  required  to  man  war  plants  which  could 
function  more  efficiently  and  economically  in  this  area  than 
elsewhere;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Bay  Region,  because  of  its  rapid 
growth  in  population,  is  faced  by. serious  employment  adjustment 
problems;  and 

WHEREAS,  Citizens  of  the  Bay  Region  are  unalterably  com- 
mitted to  every  possible  effort  to  win  the  war  in  the  Pacific  as  soon 
as  possible:  and 

W'HERE.A.S,  The  necessity  of  unprecendented  wartime  controls 
has  been  generally  recognized  and  this  has  been  demonstrated  by 
the  cooperation  of  all  elements  of  the  public  in  making  the  controls 
and  the  work  of  the  respective  agencies  as  efTective  as  they  have 
been;  and 

WHEREAS,  Experiences  since  the  end  of  the  war  in  Ger- 
many have  emphasized  the  necessity  of  doing  all  possible  to 
speed  the  reconversion  to  a  peacetime  economy  at  the  proper 
time  to  avoid  disastrous  gaps  in  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  There  are  already  evidences  that  unwarranted  con- 
trols for  controls'  sake  are  insidious  in  their  effects  on  employment 
opportunities; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  it  shall  be  the 
policy  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  to: 

(1)  Bring  about  the  coordinated  rela.xation  of  Federal  cimtrols 
relative  to  manpower,  production,  materials,  and  prices  as 
rapidly  as  is  coiisislenl  with  I  he  successful  proseciil  ion  nf  1  in- 
war  and  orderly  deiuubilizalion ; 

(2)  t'rge  simplification  of  government  procedures,  eliniiiialion  of 
duplications  between  agencies  in  the  exercise  of  conlrols  and 


ihe  decentralization  ol  the  aut!iorit\-  of  Federal  agencies  for 
the  balance  of  the  war  period  and  the  demobilization  era  to 
regional  offices  which  will  be  better  able  than  Washington 
head(|uarters  to  adapt  the  administration  of  regulations  to 
meet  rapidly  changing  conditions  peculiar  to  specific  areas; 

(3)  Watch  for  and  be  prepared  to  discourage  the  misuse  by  Fed- 
eral agencies  of  textiles,  lumber  and  other  materials  be- 
cause of  the  decisive  bearing  which  the  availability  of  these 
materials  has  on  long-range  employment  opportunities; 

(4)  .Seek  to  bring  about  the  realistic  immediate  adjustment  of 
manpower  controls  which  are  maintained  in  behalf  of  specific, 
limited  needs,  but  which  prevent  available  manpower  from 
being  productively  employed: 

(5)  Demand  administration  of  controls  in  the  light  of  actual  con- 
ditions in  order  that  there  will  be  a  minimum  of  instances 
where  arbitrary  rulings  prohibit  employment  when  plant  fa- 
cilities, manpower,  management  know-how,  materials  and 
orders  are  available  for  specific  enterprises; 

(6)  In  connection  with  travel  and  shipping  seek  recognition  of 
the  importance  of  commerce,  mining  and  other  elements  of  the 
American  economy  at  least  equal  to  that  given  horseracing 
and  other  sports; 

(7)  Actively  support  proceedings  in  reference  to  Price  Control 
which  will  gain  assurance  that 

(a)  price  ceilings  during  the  reconversion  period  shall  not  be 
so  administered  as  to  be  an  impediment  to  employment 
and  production; 

(b)  Federal  pricing  policies  shall  be  designed  to  prevent  in- 
flation and  not  to  regulate  profits; 

(c)  pricing  regulations  shall  not  be  used  lo  compel  business 
changes: 

(d)  no  controls  will  be  promulgated  or  innovations  introduced 
without  prior  consultation  with  industry  advisory  com- 
mittees as  provided  in  Ihe  .'\ct. 

AND  IJE  IT  FURIIIER  RESOLVED  that  all  departments 
and  offices  of  the  San  Francisco  (;hamber  of  Commerce  be 
instructed  to  undertake  such  activities  as  will  gain  support 
for  and  make  the  preceding  policies  effective.

"Because  of  the  recent  expansion  m 
our  normal  manufacturing  over  such 
operations  in  1940,  the  Bay  Area  will 
have  more  than  enough  manufacturing 
jobs  to  support  the  present  popula- 
tion, and  thousands  of  workers  will  be 
required  to  balance  out  the  situation 
in  other  than  manufacturing  employ- 
ment, such  as  retail  and  wholesale 
trade,  service  establishments  and  con- 
struction," G.  L.  Fox,  manager.  In- 
dustrial Department  of  the  San  P^ran- 
cisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  said  at 
a  Richmond  Shipyard  No.  4  Launch- 
ing Ceremony  on  June  8. 

"As  much  as  16  percent  of  our 
entire  population  has  been  en- 
gaged as  factory  wage  earners  dur- 
ing recent  years,"  Fox  pointed 
out.  "This  distortion  of  the  popu- 
lation structure  has  created  many 
inconveniences  for  newcomers  to 
the  region,  in  regard  to  housing, 
and  recreational,  travel  and  edu- 
cational opportunities. 

"While  maintenance  of  all  war  pro- 
duction efforts  is  still  imperative,  once 
the  war  ends,  there  are  many  factors 
which  indicate  that  population  gains 
will  be  retained,  although  it  is  not 
likely  that  as  many  persons  as  are 
now  employed  in  manufacturing  will 
be  needed  in  the  manufacturing  field." 


"X'acation  at  home  or  not  too  lar 
away!" 

This  is  the  plea  of  the  Travel  Con- 
servation Committee  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

"Information  from  the  Office 
of  Defense  Transportation  indi- 
cates that  the  passenger  trans- 
portation situation  is  extremely 
critical,"  declared  Walter  A. 
Rohde,  manager,  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department. 
•  Passenger  officials  of  local  rail- 
roads and  bus  lines  state  even  more 
dramatically,  in  terms  of  actual  loads, 
that  the  demands  being  made  on  these 
carriers  are  tremendous,  Rohde  added. 
The  load  falls  particularly  on 
rail  and  bus  lines  between  San 
Francisco  and  the  East,  Southern 
California  and  the  Pacific  North- 
west, also  on  lines  serving  mili- 
tary camps  in  California. 

•  For  this  reason,  the  Travel  Con- 
servation Committee  urges  all  resi- 
dents of  San  Francisco  and  the  vi- 
cinity to  vacation  at  home,  or  at 
nearby  resorts  which  will  not  require 
travel'  on  already  burdened  rail  and 
bus  lines,  and  to  avoid  all  other 
travel  that  is  not  absolutely  necessary 
to  further  the  war  effort. 

•  Background  facts  on  ihe  necessity  to  keep 
transportation'lines  free  for  military  purposes 
are  iiuhi(ied  in  the  following  statement  by 
Col.  J.  Monroe  Johnson,  director,  ODT: 

"With  our  troops  returning  from  Europe 
at  the  rate  of  300,000  a  month,  their  dis- 
persal through  the  country  on  furlough, 
and  the  dispatch  of  large  forces  to  West 
Coast  ports  to  fight  Japan,  all  forms  of 
transportation  throughout  the  entire 
country  will  be  more  heavily  burdened 
than  at  any  time  since  the  war  began.  We 
had  nearly  four  years  to  transport  our 
victorious  army  to  Europe.  We  must  now 
move  nearly  three  and  one-half  million 
men  half-way  around  the  world  in  ten 
short  months.  The  job  is  impossible  un- 
less all  non-essential  or  non-vital  travel 
is  eliminated." 


Plans  Revealed  by 
FEA  on  Export  to 
Philippine  Islands 

Certain  coniiuoclilies  for  shipment 
to  the  Philippine  Islands  are  to  be 
licensed  by  the  Foreign  Economic  Ad- 
ministration in  the  second  quarter  of 
this  year  and  therefore  must  be  pro- 
cessed during  the  month  of  June. 

These  commodities  can  be  shipped— 
provided  shipping  space  is  available  - 
during  the  latter  half  of  1945.

Expansion  of  San  Francisco  Airport  has  been  unanimously  endorsed  l)y  the 
Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee. 

The  Committee  supported  presentation  at  the  next  election  of  a 
twenty  million  dollar  bond  issue  to  finance  the  expansion. 

"Like   its   noted   harbor,"    Edward 

V.  Mills,  Committee  Chairman,  de- 
clared, "San  Francisco's  skyharbor  is 
the  leading  commercial  airport  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  and  is  the  hub  around 
which  all  future  Bay  Area  commercial 
air  transportation  will  develop. 

"The  airport  must  be  greatly 
expanded  to  handle  anticipated 
increase  in  air  traffic.  Many  key 
cities,  including  Los  Angeles,  have 
already  provided  funds  for  airport 
expansion  to  accommodate  the 
larger  airplanes  planned." 

San  Francisco  airport,  if  expandetl, 
according  to  L.  A.  Elsener,  Chairinan 
of  a  Special  Sub-Committee  appointed 
by  the  Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee 
to  report  on  the  expansion,  will  offer 
facilities  providing  fast  transportation 
and  will  make  San  F"rancisco  first  in 
communication  with  the  Orient. 

The  Army  and  Navy,  Elsener 
stated,  have  already  spent  con- 
siderable sums  at  the  airport  de- 
veloping patrol  bases  and  the 
added  military  value  of  increased 
facilities  is  obvious. 

"The  process  of  issuing  bonds  to 
finance  expansion  of  the  airport  now 
is  simply  a  form  of  borrowing  mone\' 
just  as  any  good  business  firm  does  to 
take  advantage  of  the  opportunity' 
for  immediate  gains,  rather  than  wait 
until  funds  are  accumulated  for  the 
same  purpose. 

"An  indirect  gain  which  must 
not  be  overlooked,"  Elsener  con- 
tinued, "is  the  supplemental  in- 
dustrial development  which  will 
provide  jobs  for  workers,  many  of 
whom  will  be  our  own  sons  back 
from  the  war."

the  Chinese  forces  in  the  Far  Eastern 
theatre,  totaled  $458,874,000  through 
April  1945. 

"Indicative  of  the  steadily  growing  vol- 
ume of  lend-lease  aid  to  the  Chinese 
during  recent  months  is  the  fact  that 
during  the  month  of  April  we  provided  to 
our  Chinese  ally  materials  and  services 
valued  at  $61,000,000,  as  compared  with  a 
total  of  $4,000,000  during  the  correspond- 
ing month  a  year  ago. 

"The  current  program  of  lend-lease  aid  to 
China  involves  steadily-increasing  aid,  so  that 
the  Chinese  forces  armed  with  American 
weapons  and  trained  by  Americans,  may  con- 
tinue to  strike  at  the  common  enemy  on  the 
Asiatic  mainland  while  the  American,  British 
and  other  allied  forces  are  striking  at  the  Jap- 
anese in  the  Pacific  and  on  the  home  islands. 
. . ." — Leo  T.  Crowley,  P'oreign  Economic 
Administrator. 


•  Autos — To  protect  buyers  who  pay 
warranted  prices  for  used  passenger 
automobiles,  trucks  and  motorcycles, 
the  Office  of  Price  Administration  has 
announced  that  only  sellers  who  have 
adequate  reconditioning  and  service 
facilities  will  be  permitted  to  charge 
warranted  prices  after  August  1. 

A  warranted  vehicle  is  a  veiiicle  in  good 
operating  condition  and  carrying  a  written 
guarantee  under  wtiicli  ttie  seller  agrees  to 
malce  stated  repairs  at  .SO  per  cent  of  liis 
normal  charges  during  the  .^0  days  following 
sale  or  the  first  1,000  miles  of  operation, 
whichever  comes  first.

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Industrial 
Expansions. .. 

— By  the  Chamber's 
Industrial  Department 

Investments  aggregating  more 
than  $6,035,000  in  new  and  ex- 
panded northern  California  in- 
dustrial enterprises  were  re- 
corded in  May  1945.  This  repre- 
sented a  gain  of  $2,176,000  over 
April. 

•  The  increased  industrial  develop- 
ment tempo  in  the  area  was  demon- 
strated b\'  iSS  new  plants  with  outlays 
of  $4,602^000  and  27  expansions  total- 
ing investments  of  $1,433,000.  Im- 
portant permanent  employment  for 
hundreds  of  workers  is  thereby  prom- 
ised. 

Substantial  gains  for  May  were 
reported  in  San  Francisco  where  7 
new  factories  and  13  expansions, 
aggregating  expenditures  of  $541,- 
000,  will  afford  approximately  350 
jobs.  This  compares  with  $448,450 
and  260  jobs  reported  for  April  of 
this  year. 

•  Comparative  figures  for  May  1944 
were  4  new  plants  and  3  expansions 
with  outlays  of  $180,000  and  130  jobs.

Si.CofC  Supports  Airport  Expansion  Program 

Support  of  the  program  to  modernize  and  expand  the  San  Francisco  Air- 
port has  been  approved  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Board  of  Directors,  unanimously,  it  was  announced  today. 
•  In  endorsing  the  program,  the  Chamber  Board  approved  a  recom- 
mendation by  the  Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee,  which  also  advocated  pre- 
sentation to  the  voters  at  the  next  election  of  a  twenty  million  dollar 
bond  issue  to  finance  the  expansion  program. 

"It  is  San  Francisco's  responsi- 
bility to  take  the  lead  in  providing 
adequate  airport  facilities  for  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area,"  Henry 
F.  Grady,  Chamber  President,  de- 
clared. 

"Approval  of  this  project  by  the  Bay 
Area  Aviation  Committee  indicates 
that  aviation  interests  and  representa- 
tives of  chambers,  city  governments, 
business  and  industry  throughout  the 
region  are  in  favor  of  preparing  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  for  the  leading 
role  in  future  Pacific  Coast  air  com- 
merce. 

"The  project  has  been  found  to 
be  sound  and  essential  to  the  de- 
velopment not  only  of  the  airport, 
itself,  but  of  air  service  to  this 
area. 

"Therefore,  upon  being  advised  by  E.  V. 
Mills,  chairman  of  Ihe  Bay  Area  Aviation 
Committee,  that  the  San  Francisco  airport  is 
excellently  located  and  is,  in  fact,  the  present 
leading  commercial  airport  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  the  Chamber  Board  has  deemed  the 
project  to  expand  and  modernize  facilities  of 
the  airport  warranted  and  necessary  for  the 
development  of  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area."

Through  the  Washington  Oftice  of  the 
Chamber  the  Retail  Merchants  Association 
has  actively  supported  passage  of  a  bill  elimi- 
nating this  necessity  and  is  enlisting  the 
support  of  other  associations  throughout  the 
nation  for  the  passage  of  H.R.  2858.

Program  of  Chamber 
Sites  and  Building 
Section  Underway 

Two  specific  objectives  were  estab- 
lished by  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber's Sites  and  Buildings  Section  at  its 
initial  meeting  last  week. 

One  is  to  develop  a  complete  in- 
dex of  all  vacant  potential  factory 
site  property  in  San  Francisco  and 
the  other  is  to  develop  complete 
information  concerning  privately- 
owned  industrial  properties  which 
are  now  occupied  by  Federal  agen- 
cies and  which  will  be  released  as 
war  problems  change. 
•  Two  sub-committees  were  named 
to  develop  both  projects.  \'incent  T. 
Mead  is  chairman  of  the  group  which 
will  work  on  building  occupancies 
while  Fred  J.  Mahr  heads  the  group 
on  vacant  land.  J.  F.  Barrett  is  chair- 
man of  the  Section. 


Endorsement  of  expansion  of  the 
.San  Francisco  Airport  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  Berkeley  Chamber 
of  Commerce  has  been  announced  by 
Donald  Still,  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Relations  Sub-Committee  of  the  Bay 
Area  Aviation  Committee. 

•  The  Board  of  the  Berkeley  Chamber, 

which  is  represented  on  the  Bay  Area  A\  i- 
ation  Committee  by  Mayor  Fitch  Robertson, 
Chester  Bekins  and  Weldon  E.  Vance,  en- 
dorsed the  general  principles  behind  San 
Francisco's  proposed  expansion  of  airport 
facilities  in  order  that  air  commerce  and  air 
passenger  travel  of  the  Bay  Area  may  be  ade- 
quately served  in  the  postwar  period. 

"This  is  a  clear  manifestation  of  com- 
munity interest  and  unity  of  thinking 
and  action  throughout  the  Bay  Area," 
Still  declared,  "which  can  only  lead  to 
beneficial  results  for  every  community  in 
the  Bay  Area." 

•  Edward  V.  Mills,  Chairman  of  the  Bay 
Area  Aviation  Committee,"  which  recently 
voted  unanimous  approval  of  the  airport  ex- 
pansion program,  voiced  his  appreciation  for 
the  endorsement  by  the  Berkeley  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

"We  recognize  fully,"  he  stated,  "that 
this  endorsement  is  made  not  as  a  recom- 
mendation to  the  voters  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, but  as  a  means  of  voicing  the  sin- 
cere interest  of  Berkeley  in  the  full 
development  of  adequate  airport  facili- 
ties to  make  the  Bay  Area  the  air  ter- 
minal of  the  Pacific."

Unemployment 
Insurance 
Bill . . . 

A.B.  220,  by  Assemblyman 
John  Lyons,  has  been  signed  by 
the  Governor  and  amends  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Act 
so  that,  effective  January  1, 
1946,  employers  of  one  or  more 
employees  will  be  subject  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  under  the 
I'nemployment    Insurance   Act. 

Published  here  for  the  in- 
formation of  Chamber  mem- 
bers is  the  text  of  the  act : 

"An  act  to  amend  Seclion  9  of  the  Unemployment 
Insurance    Act.     relating    to     unemployment 
insurance. 
"The  people  of  the  Stale  of  California  do  enarl  as 
follows: 

"Section  1.  Section  9  of  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Act  is  amended  to  read; 
"Sec.  9.  "Employer"  means: 
"(a)  Any  employing  unit,  which  for  some 
portion  of  a  day,  has  within  the  current  calen- 
dar year  or  had  within  the  preceding  year  in 
employment  one  or  more  individuals  and  fays 
wages  for  employment  in  excess  of  one  hundred 
dollars  ($100)  during  any  calendar  quarter  pro- 
vided that  prior  to  January  1.  1946.  employer 
means  any  employing  unit  which  for  some  por- 
tion of  a  day.  but  not  necessarily  simultane- 
ously in  each  of  20  different  weeks,  whether  or 
not  such  weeks  are  or  were  consecutive,  has 
within  the  current  calendar  year  or  had  within 
the  preceding  calendar  year  in  employment 
four  or  more  individuals,  irrespective  of  whether 
the  same  individuals  are  or  were  employed  in 
each  such  day. 

"(b)  .\ny  individual  or  employing  unit  which 
acquired  the  organization,  trade  or  business,  or 
substantially  all  the  assets  thereof,  of  another 
which  at  the  time  of  such  acquisition  was  an 
employer  subject  to  this  act; 

"(c)  Any  individual  or  employing  unit  which 
acquired  the  organization,  trade  or  business,  or 
substantially  all  the  assets  thereof,  of  another 
employing  unit  if  the  experience  of  such  indi- 
vidual or  employing  unit  subsequent  to  such 
acquisition  plus  the  experience  of  the  acquired 
unit  prior  to  such  acquisition,  both  within  the 
calendar  year,  would  equal  the  experience  nec- 
essary to  constitute  an  employing  unit  an  em- 
ployer subject  to  this  act  under  subdivision  (a) 
of  this  section; 

"(d)  Any  employing  unit  which,  having  be- 
come an  employer  under  this  act  has  not,  under 
Section  9.7,  ceased  to  be  an  employer  subject 
to  said  act; 

"(f)  "Employing  unit,"  as  used  in  this  act, 
means  any  individual  or  type  of  organization, 
including  any  partnership,  association,  trust, 
estate,  joint  stock  company,  insurance  com- 
pany or  corporation,  whether  domestic  or 
foreign,  or  the  receiver,  trustee  in  bankruptcy, 
trustee  or  successor  thereof,  or  the  legal  repre- 
sentative of  a  deceased  person,  which  has  sub- 
sequent to  January  1.  1936.  in  its  employ  one 
or  more  individuals  performing  services  for  it 
within  this  State.  All  individuals  performing 
services  within  this  State  for  any  employing 
unit  which  maintains  two  or  more  separate  es- 
tablishments within  this  State  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  employed  by  a  single  employing  unit  for 
all  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

"Each  individual  employed  to  perform  or  to 
assist  in  performing  the  work  of  any  individual 
employed  by  an  employing  unit  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  employed  by  such  employing  unit  for  all 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  whether  such  indi- 
vidual was  hired  or  paid  directly  by  such  em- 
ploying unit  or  by  such  individual  so  em- 
ployed, providing  the  employing  unit  had 
actual  or  constructive  knowledge  of  the  work."

San  Francisco  is  first  in  the  West  and  fourth  in  the  nation  as  a  whole- 
sale trade  center,  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  today  reported. 


Resumption  of  Gold 
Mining  Prospects 
Improved 

Prospects  for  the  resumption  of 
gold  mining  in  California  after  July  1 
are  improved  according  to  word  re- 
ceived by  the  Mining  Committee  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce from  Congressman  Clair  Engle. 

Congressman  Engle  advises  that 
the  Mining  Division  of  the  War 
Production  Board  has  proposed 
and  expects  approval  of  an  amend- 
ment to  Order  P-56  to  be  effective 
on  July  1  to  provide  non-serialized 
gold  mines  with  AA-5  priority 
ratings  for  maintenance,  repair 
and  operating  supplies. 

According  to  a  wire  from  Washing- 
ton, "By  July  1  gold  mines  can  place 
orders  and  accept  deliveries  without 
priorities  for  most  mining  and  con- 
struction items  and  controlled  ma- 
terials as  long  as  such  deliveries  do  not 
interfere  with  rated  orders." 

Social  Security  Cards 
Not  for  Identification 

Charles  H.  Shreve,  Manager,  San 
Francisco  office,  Social  Security  Board, 
has  asked  the  Chamber  to  warn  mem- 
bers that  Social  Security  Account 
Number  Cards  are  not  good  identifi- 
cation for  check  cashing  purposes. 

They  are  worthless  for  any  pur- 
pose other  than  to  identify  a  con- 
fidential wage  record  maintained 
by  the  Social  Security  Board  or  by 
the  unemployment  insurance 
agency  of  a  state. 
•  The  Social  Security  Board  m 
vestigates  the  identities  of  applicants 
for  new  Cards  only  when  money  is 
paid  out  on  social  security  accounts 
when  a  worker  retires  or  dies.

Only  three  other  cities  in  the  nation 
exceeded  San  Francisco  as  a  wholesale 
trading  center^New  York,  Chicago,  and 
Philadelphia. 

•  West — Value  of  sales  at  wholesale  for  the 
11  Western  States  amounted  to  $13,378,- 
45 1 ,000,  or  1 2.99  per  cent  of  the  United  States, 
while  sales  for  the  three  Pacific  States

REDUCED  COMMUNICATIONS  CHARGES 


Attention  is  called  to  sweeping  reductions  in  telephone,  international  tele- 
graph and  cable  service  charges  which  redound  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  users. 

These  reductions  were  authorized  recently  by  the  Federal  Communications  Com- 
mission, according  to  Ray  C.  Wakefield,  member  of  the  FCC,  and  former  member 
of  the  California  Railroad  Commission. 

•  Effective  July  1,  a  coast-to-coast,  station-to-station  call  which  now  costs  $4.00  will  be  $2.50; 
and  a  person-to-person  call  which  now  costs  $.S.00  will  be  $3. .SO. 

•  A  basic  full  rate  of  20  cents  a  word  on  telegrams  and  cables  sent  from  this  country  to 
Europe,  Latin  America,  and  the  Philippine  Islands  has  been  put  into  effect  by  the  United 
States  international  radiotelegraph  and  cable  carriers. 

Formerly,  the  rate  for  a  full  rate  ordinary  message  from  San  Francisco  to  Italy 
was  41  cents  a  word;  from  New  York  to  Italy,  27  cents  a  word.  Now,  under  the  re- 
duced pattern,  the  rate  for  such  a  message  from  San  Francisco  to  Italy  is  24  cents; 
or  from  New  York,  20  cents. 

•  Corresponding  reductions  were  effected  on  the  lower  rate  overseas  code,  deferred,  and 
nightletter  telegrams  which  make  up  the  bulk  of  international  tralific. 

Residents  of  the  West  Coast  will  receive  an  even  greater  reduction  in  the  cost  of 
international  telegrams  and  cables  because  of  the  simultaneous  reduction  in  land- 
line  charges. 

•  Before  May  1,  residents  of  the  West  Coast  paid  14  cents  a  word  for  a  landline  haul,  and 
because  of  the  use  of  rate  differentials,  residents  of  the  Middle  West  paid  8  cents,  and  residents 
ol  the  east  paid  less.  Under  the  reduced  rates.  Western  Union  now  has  a  uniform  4  cents  a 
word  full  rate  charge  for  a  landline  haul  for  all  full  rate  messages  destined  to  foreign  points. 


Rep.  Anderson,  who  is  shortly  to  be- 
come Secretary  of  Agriculture,  recently 
held  a  hearing  in  San  Francisco  at  which 
Pickett,  whose  Chamber  committee  of  60 
members  represents  "a  pretty  good 
cross-section  of  more  than  half  the 
State,"  waited  all  day  to  testify  without 
being  called. 

•  In  lieu  of  testifying  Pickett  thereupon 
wrote  a  letter  to  Rep.  Anderson. 

•  Excerpts  from  the  letter  written  by 
Pickett,  who  is  editor  of  the  Pacific  Rural 
Press  as  well  as  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
agricultural  conuuittee,  follow: 

"We  emphasize  two  great  wastes: 
"(I)  Time,  planning  and  food  are 
destroyed  because  decisions  are  not 
made  early  enough  by  Washington.  Last 
year  half  our  peach  crop  had  ripened  be- 
fore OPA  announced  the  price  of  peaches 
in  the  can.  Possibly  as  many  as  100,000 
tons  of  good  peaches  rotted  on  the 
ground.  Sugar  beets  have  been  another 
notable  example  of  untimely  decisions — 
prices  being  set  after  planting  time  has 
arrived  and  planning  time  has  gone  by. 
On  the  whole  we  find  regional  representa- 
tives of  government  agencies  appreciative 
of  our  earlier  seasons  and  anxious  to 
speed  decisions,  but  Washington  is  a 
bottleneck. 

"(2)  For  a  great  many  years  we  have 
been  asking  that  Washington  give  greater 
autonomy  to  its  Western  offices,  allow- 
ing routine  decisions  to  be  made  on  the 
ground.  In  wartime  this  becomes  a  very 
serious  bottleneck.  It  is  our  opinion  that 
if  all  the  time  spent  by  California  agri- 
culture in  running  to  Washington  to  get 
routine  decisions  could  be  devoted  to 
planning  and  production  that  the  out- 
turn of  "food  munitions"  could  be 
greatly  increased.  We  frequently  say  that 
Washington  is  3,000  miles  from  Cali- 
fornia in  travel  time  but  often  a  million, 
miles  in  understanding."

Recent  Developments 
in  Philippine  Private 
Trade  Summarized 

No  specific  progress  in  obtaining  re- 
leases from  the  Army  of  certain  com- 
modities for  private  shipment  to 
Philippines  has  been  reported  by  the 
Foreign  Economic  Administration  as 
yet,  according  to  Kenneth  H.  Camp- 
bell, manager,  World  Trade  Depart- 
ment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber. 

•  Campbell  also  advised  that  according  to 
information  from  the  Chamber's  Washington 
Office  the  FEA  is  expected  to  request  all  ex- 
porters applying  for  meat,  fish,  and  dairy 
products  licenses  to  submit  historical  records 
of  sales  to  the  Philippines  in   !9-10  and  IQU. 

FEA  vifill  then  grant  licenses  based  on 
this  historical  pattern  from  allocations 
of  these  commodities  available  for 
Philippine  shipment. 

•  However,  certain  commodities  urgently 
needed  in  the  Philippine  Islands  cannot  be  se- 
cured for  shipment  through  private  trade 
channels  at  the  present  time  because  stocks 
are  earmarked  for  the  .^rmy,  and  up  to  now, 
no  specific  changes  in  that  situation  have  been 
reported. 

It  was  also  learned  that  no  canned  fish 
will  be  licensed  in  the  near  future,  and 
no  licenses  for  shipment  of  textiles  will 
apparently  be  granted  by  FEA,  as  it  is  re- 
turning applications  for  licenses  to  ship 
textiles  without  action,  suggesting  re- 
submission at  a  later  date.

San  Francisco  is  first  in  the  West  and  fourth  in  the  nation  as  a 
wholesale  center  with  1944  wholesale  sales  reported  at  $2,983  363  000 
and  was  exceeded  only  by  New  York,  Chicago  and  Philadelphia.  'l945 
sales  at  wholesale,  according  to  the  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  reports,  for 
the  first  four  months  for  the  Pacific  Coast  are  up  6  per  cent  over  1944

•  Bay  Area  department  store  sales  based 
on  reports  from  19  stores  to  the  Federal  Re- 
serveBank  of  San  Francisco  in  May  were  up 
14  per  cent  above  last  May  with  the  five 
months' cumulative  up  17  percent.  Apparel 
stores  showed  a  16  per  cent  gain  for  May  with 
the  cumulative  up  but  1 2  per  cent. 

Department  store  sales  in  San  Fran- 
cisco were  up  19  per  cent  both  for  May 
and  for  the  cumulative  period. 

•  The  Los  Angeles  area  reported  May  sales 
up  12  per  cent  over  last  May  and  14  per  cent 
for  the  five  months'  period,  while  Twelfth 
District  sales  were  up  9  per  cent  and  14  per 
cent,  respectively. 

•  Independent  retail  store  sales  reported

Total  supply  and  facility  contracts 
amounting  to  34,643,048,000  were  up  $64,- 
000,000  over  the  previous  month. 

•  Ship  contracts  total  through  April 
amounted  to  $2,937,155,000,  ordnance  $166,- 
102,000,  communications  equipment  (a  new 
classification)  $39,475,000,  and  unclassified 
$663,954,000. 

Contracts  for  industrial  facilities 
through  February  totaled  $403,796,000, 
and  for  military  facilities  $418,959,000. 

•  Manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
trancisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area,  reflecting 
substantial  reductions  in  shipbuilding  other 
than  Government  yards,  reported  193,400 
wage  earners  employed  in  May,  140,500  of 
w4iich  were  in  the  durable  group  and  52,900  in 
the  nondurable  compared  to  a  total  during  the 
preceding  monlh  of  202,500  with  148,100  in 
the  durable  and  54,400  in  the  nondurable. 

In  May  of  last  year  there  were  252,600 
wage  earners  employed  of  which  202,200 
were  in  the  durable  group  and  50,400  in 
the  nondurable.

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•  General  business  activity  in  San  Fran- 
cisco during  May  measured  by  our  index  rose 
nearly  6  per  cent  from  the  previous  month's 
level  to  198.9  and  was  16.2  per  cent  above  the 
May  level  last  year.  The  average  of  198.0  for 
the  first  five  months  was  11.6  per  cent  above 
the  same  period  last  year. 

Fields  of  activity"  reporting  strong 
gains  during  May  compared  to  May  last 
year  included  building  permits  whose 
number  was  up  32.5  per  cent  and  value 
86.3  per  cent;  over  one-half  the  permits 
issued  during  the  month  were  for  new 
residences  which  would  provide  accom- 
modations for  154  families. 

Real  Estate  sales  also  were  up  16.1  per  cent 
in  number  and  46.7  per  cent  in  value  over  last 
May;  bank  debits  rose  16.2  per  cent;  postal 
receipts  30.9  per  cent;  and  market  value  of 
shares  traded  on  the  San  Francisco  Stock  E.\- 
change  102.6  per  cent. 

In  the  utility  group,  sales  of  electrical 
energy  were  up  17.3  per  cent,  industrial 
and  commercial  gas  sales  9.2  per  cent, 
and  water  consumers  net  gain  54.7  per 
cent. 

•  San  Francisco  Airport  established  new 
highs  with  plane  traffic  up  70.7  per  cent  and 
passengers  69.9  per  cent. 

•  Cost  of  living  in  San  Francisco  in  May  was 
down  0.7  per  cent  from  the  April  level  in  con- 
trast to  an  increase  of  0.7  per  cent  for  the 
United  States. 

According  to  U.  S.  Department  of  La- 
bor representatives,  the  drop  was  at- 
tributed largely  to  the  lowering  in  prices 
of  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  and  some 
canned  goods. 

•  The  May  index  for  all  items  at  131. 7  was 
still  2  per  cent  above  May  last  year  and  car- 
ried the  average  for  the  first  five  months  to  3.2 
per  cent  above  the  same  period  last  year.

Hearings  on  Pacific 
Coast  Establishment  of 
Academies  Proposed 

Hearings  on  the  establishment  of 
military  and/or  naval  academies  on 
the  Pacific  Coast,  at  which  time  the 
merits  of  the  Bay  Area  as  a  suitable 
location  could  be  fully  presented,  have 
been  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  it  was  announced  today. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  through  its  Washing- 
ton Office  has  been  investigating 
the  possibilities  of  establishing 
these  academies  in  this  region  for 
some  time. 

•  As  a  result  of  these  investigations  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  Pacific  Coast  is  an 
area  of  great  military  and  naval  importance, 
the  Chamber  Board  has  recommended  that 
hearings  before  the  House  Military  Affairs 
Committee  should  be  held  at  the  earliest  con- 
venient date  with  a  view  to  establishing  acad- 
emies on  the  Pacific  Coast  and  with  appro- 
priate emphasis  upon  the  merits  of  the  Bay 
Area  as  a  suitable  location  for  these  academies. 

In  making  this  proposal,  the  Board 
acted  upon  a  recommendation  by  its 
Naval  Affairs  Committee,  E.  J.  McClana- 
han,  chairman,  which  pointed  out  that 
there  has  been  indicated  a  need  for 
greater  facilities  for  the  training  of  mili- 
tary and/or  naval  cadets,  and  that  addi- 
tional schools  will  undoubtedly  be 
necessary. 

Vacationers  Warned  by 
Conservation  Committee 

Further  restrictions  on  travel  just 
announced  Ijy  the  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation  render  it  more  ad- 
visable than  ever  for  the  people  of  San 
Francisco  to  refrain  from  unnecessary 
travel  and  to  spend  their  vacations  at 
home  or  not  far  away,  according  to 
Robert  H.  Willson,  Chairman  of  the 
Travel  Conservation  Committee,  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Cominerc. 

The  O.D.T.  has  prohibited  the 
railroads  from  accepting  any  res- 
ervation more  than  five  days  in 
advance  of  the  departure  date  in- 
stead of  thirty  days  as  heretofore, 
and  it  is  expected  that  even  more 
drastic  restrictions  will  become 
necessary  as  the  movement  of 
troops  and  men  on  furlough 
reaches  full  volume  in  the  trans- 
fer of  war  operations  to  the  Pacific. 

•  Space  for  civilians  will  be  practi- 
cally unolitainable  except  for  those 
who  must  tra\el  in  connection  with 
the  war  effort.

m  The  recent  pay  raises  approved 
for  Federal  workers  are  an  indication 
that  official  Washington  believes  that 
a  permanently  higher  wage  level  is  to 
follow  this  war.  ***  The  Surplus 
Property  Board  has  announced  that 
surplus  property  disposals  are  mount- 
ing rapidly  and  that  during  May  a 
total  of  $76,670,000  (original  procure- 
ment cost)  of  surplus  property  was 
disposed  of — well  over  twice  the  aver- 
age monthly  disposals  in  the  last 
quarter  of  1944  and  nearly  one-third 
again  larger  than  average  monthly 
disposals  in  the  first  quarter  of  this 
year.  Total  disposals  from  June  1, 
1944,  to  May  31,  1945,  were  given 
as  $357,063,000.  The  total  price  for 
property  sold  in  May  was  $16,349,- 
000.  ***  War  materials  and  services 
received  by  the  United  States  from 
our  allies  as  reverse  lend-lease  since 
the  inception  of  the  program  in  March 
1941  have  passed  the  $5,000,000,000 
mark.  ***  Munitions  plant  em- 
ployment declined  600,000  in  the 
23^'2-month  period  from  March  15  to 
June  1— from  9,000,000  to  8,400,000 
— according  to  the  \\'ar  Manpower 
Commission.  ***  Marvin  Jones,  re- 
tiring head  of  War  Food  Administra- 
tion, has  issued  a  statement  thanking 
the  farmers  and  ranchmen  of  America, 
stating  that  the  nation  owes  them  a 
debt  of  gratitude  for  responding  to 
every  call  that  has  been  made  on 
them.  ***  The  War  Production 
Board  states  that  war  contracts  will 
be  cancelled  as  rapidly  as  is  mechani- 
cally possible  after  the  declaration  of 
V-J  Day.  ***  The  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation  is  making  inquiries 
to  determine  the  amount  of  trans- 
portation at  present  involved  in  ship- 
ments of  race  horses  to  and  from  race 
tracks.  Railroads  have  been  asked 
to   supply   the   information. 


Henry  Kaiser  to  be  Honored 
at  Luncheon  Here  July  19

Branch  of  Western 
States  Council  Formed 

A  Washington,  D.C.  branch  of  the 
Western  States  Council  has  been 
formed  and  officers  elected,  according 
to  information  received  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  from  F"rank  E. 
Marsh,  manager,  Washington  Office. 

•  At  a  meeting  of  Pacific  Coast  Chamber 
Washington  Representatives,  it  was  decided 
that  insofar  as  Western  States  Council  mat- 
matters  were  concerned,  a  voluntary  and 
cooperative  organization  would  be  formed 
to  be  composed  of  all  representatives  of 
Western  groups  desiring  to  belong. 

Jack  Underwood,  Seattle  Chamber, 
was  named  chairman  with  John  Costello, 
Los  Angeles  Chamber,  as  vice-chairman. 

•  Marsh  declared  that  those  attending  the 
meeting  were  in  agreement  that  coordinalion 
of  activities  between  the  representatives  had 
already  been  achieved  on  matters  of  im- 
portance to  the  West  without  any  formal 
organization,  and  this  type  of  cooperative 
activity  would  be  continued  along  the  same 
lines  as  before,  but  that  the  \Vashington 
Branch  of  the  \\'estern  States  Council  would 
stand  ready  as  an  organization  to  handle 
recommendations  forwarded  by  the  Western 
States  Council.

"Postwar  in  Prospect"  will  be  the  sub- 
ject of  Kaiser,  who  has  won  international 
acclaim  for  industrial  accomplishments 
during  the  war  period. 

•  The  luncheon  is  already  a  sell-out,  and 
members  unable  to  obtain  tickets  to  the 
luncheon,  but  desiring  to  hear  Kaiser's  talk 
will  be  accommodated  in  the  lounge  of  the 
Commercial  Cluli  dining  room.

\'ork,  in  1882,  Kaiser  came  west  at  the  age  of 
15  years,  having  left  school  in  the  7th  grade 
to  go  to  work. 

His  first  big  project  was  the  construc- 
tion of  a  $20  million  highway  in  Cuba, 
after  which  he  established  his  permanent 
headquarters  in  Oakland. 

•  At  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  he  ven- 
tured into  shipbuilding,  first  for  the  British 
government  and  then  for  the  U.  S.  Maritime 
Commission. 


Surplus  Property,  Contract 
Termination  Rules  Clarified 

San  Francisco  business  leaders  yes- 
terday learned  the  inside  story  of 
contract  termination  and  surplus 
property  disposal  procedures  at  a 
Chamber  sponsored  meeting  with  top 
ranking  Army,  Navy  and  govern- 
ment agency  officers. 

Pointing  out  in  advance  some  of  the 
essential  features  to  be  brought  up  at  the 
opening  meeting,  Henry  F.  Grady,  Cham- 
ber president,  who  was  chairman  of  the 
meeting,  noted  that  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  war  contractors  were  selected 
as  the  first  group  to  have  government 
regulations  concerning  termination  and 
settlement  of  war  contracts  and  dis- 
posal of  surplus  commodities  clarified  in 
open  meeting  with  the  end  in  view  of 
laying  plans  for  the  reconversion  of  the 
Bay  Area's  billion  dollar  war  industry. 

"It  is  expected  that  war  contractors  in  all 
parts  of  the  United  .States  will  follow  with 
keen  interest  the  outcome  of  the  session," 
Grady  concluded.

No  place  in  the  world  will  be  more 
than  35  hours  from  San  Francisco 
when  the  new  high  speed  air  liners, 
averaging  about  300  miles  an  hour,  go 
into  service  after  the  war. 

This  was  the  statement  of  Harvey 
Stowers,  assistant  to  the  president  of  the 
Aircraft  Industries  Association  of  Amer- 
ica (formerly  Aeronautical  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  America)  at  the  formal 
presentation  of  an  aircraft  exhibit  to  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

"The  aircraft  industry  realizes  that 
San  Francisco  has  always  kept  abreast  of 
all  forms  of  transportation  since  the 
days  of  the  sailing  vessels,"  Stowers  said, 
in  presenting  the  exhibit  to  Louis  B. 
Lundborg,  general  manager,  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber. 

•  Evidence  of  this  can  be  found  in  the 
proposed  modernization  and  expansion  pro- 
gram for  the  San  Francisco  airport,  Stowers 
declared,  stressing  that  the  airport  will  de- 
termine to  a  large  extent  the  role  which  any 
community  will  play  in  air  commerce  of  the 
future. 

The  photo-mural  exhibit,  which  is 
now  on  display  in  the  main  lobby  of  the 
Chamber  offices,  includes  such  planes 
as  the  Boeing  C-97  Stratocruiser,  the 
Consolidated  Vultee  Model  37  Clipper, 
the  Douglas  C-54  Skymaster,  the  Lock- 
heed C-69  Constellation  and  the  North 
American  P-51  Mustang.

War  Labor  Board 
Reports  on  Percent 
Wage,  Price  Increases 

Less  than  one  per  cent  of  the  em- 
ployers who  voluntarily  ask  War 
Labor  Board  approval  of  wage  in- 
creases for  their  workers  seek  higher 
prices  for  their  products,  and  an  even 
smaller  percentage  ultimately  obtained 
higher  prices,  according  to  a  report 
by  the   National  War  Labor  Board. 

The  report,  covering  the  last 
three  months  of  1944,  disclosed 
that  42,880  applications,  involving 
requested  wage  increases  for  more 
than  2,000,000  workers,  were  han- 
dled by  the  13  regional  boards  of 
the  agency.  Of  these  84  per  cent 
were  approved  in  whole  or  in  part.

Airlines  Plan  Fleet 
3  Times  Pre-war  Size 

In  their  early  expanded  postwar 
fleets,  19  airlines  of  the  United  States 
expect  to  have  975  planes  operating 
at  higher  speeds  and  seating  36,180 
passengers,  according  to  a  survey  by 
the  Air  Transport  Association. 

Before  Pearl  Harbor,  the  19  do- 
mestic airlines  had  available  359 
planes  with  6,250  seats  and  after 
the  Army  and  Navy  had  taken 
over  one-half  of  these  planes,  the 
airlines  were  left  with  about  166 
ships  to  operate  over  their  regular 
domestic  routes.

Have 
any  such  policies  interfered  with  your  buying? 

7.  It  is  your  personal  experience  we  are  in- 
terested in.  Have  you  any  general  comments 
or  suggestions?

Employers  Asked  to 
Aid  in  Program  for 
Travel  Conservation 

Robert  H.  Willson,  chairman  of  the 
Travel  Conservation  Committee  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, today  appealed  to  San  Fran- 
cisco employers  requesting  that  em- 
ployees' travel  be  kept  to  a  minimum 
and  that  no  business  trip  be  under- 
taken if  the  result  could  be  attained 
by  letter,  telephone  or  telegraph. 

"We  also  ask  that  where  a  trip  is 
deemed  necessary,  one  man  be  sent 
rather  than  several,  and  that  executives 
and  employees  be  urged  not  to  take 
wives  and  families  with  them  on  business 
trips,"  Willson  added. 

According  to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager, 
Chamber's  Transportation  Department  and 
secretary  of  the  Travel  Conservation  Com- 
mittee, the  Committee  has  cards  on  display 
in  the  San  Francisco  streetcars  for  the  entire 
month  of  July;  three-sheet  posters  have  been 
put  up  on  billboards  all  over  the  city,  and 
some  25,000  one-page  leaflets  have  been 
printed  for  general  distribution,  to  implement 
a  local  campaign  to  discourage  unnecessary 
tra%el  at  this  time. 


Grady  Elected  Director  of 
National  ForeignTradeCouncil 

Henry  F.  Grady,  president,  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  has 
been  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  National  Foreign  Trade  Council, 
Inc.,  in  New  York.

Proposal  for  Western 
Geneva  Purchase  Made; 
Kaiser  Makes  Bid 

A  specific  proposal  that  Westerners 
form  a  company  to  purchase  the 
Geneva  steel  plant  from  the  govern- 
ment was  made  here  last  week  by 
Edward  H.  Heller,  member  of  the  Sur- 
plus Property  Board. 

•  This  recommendation  was  made  at  a 
meeting  of  top  ranking  Army,  Navy  and 
government  agency  officials  with  San  Fran- 
cisco war  contractors  and  business  leaders, 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Henry  F.  Grady,  Chamber  president, 
was  chairman  of  the  meeting. 

•  The  policies  of  the  Surplus  Propert\' 
Board  on  disposal  of  government-owned 
plants  were  clarified  at  the  meeting  and 
Board  members  stressed  the  need  for  the 
West  to  make  specific  suggestions  to  the 
Board  rather  than  wait  for  Washington  to 
solve  Western  problems. 

Heller  stated  that  the  Board  believed 
there  was  need  for  both  the  Geneva  and 
Fontana  steel  plants  to  be  continued  in 
order  to  provide  the  Western  region  with 
cheap  steel. 

In  regard  to  the  overall  surplus  plant  dis- 
posal problem.  Heller  said  local  capital  in  de- 
tense  areas  and  small  business  generally  will 
be  favored.

Acting  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Surplus 
Property  Board,  Henry  J.  Kaiser  announced 
formation  of  a  syndicate  of  Western  financial 
and  industrial  interests,  to  be  called  the 
"Kaiser  Syndicate,"  which  would  [negotiate 
to  purchase  and  operate  a  $350,000,000  iron 
and  steel  industry  in  the  West. 

Included  in  Kaiser's  bid,  which  was 
sent  to  the  Defense  Plant  Corporation  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  was  a  proposal  to 
lease  and  operate  the  Geneva  steel  plant 
at  Provo,  Utah.

S.  F.  Meet  Handling, 
Agricultural  Program 
Praised  by  Expert 

Ra\mond  Miller  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Cooperatives,  Philadel- 
phia, was  guest  of  honor  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Agricultural  Committee  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
last  week. 

•  Miller  complimented  the  city  on  its 
part  in  the  United  Nations  Conference,  stat- 
ing that  according  to  reports  from  the  State 
Department,  it  was  the  best  conducted  con- 
ference in  which  the  State  Department  had 
ever  taken  part  and  San  Francisco  had  done 
a  fine  job. 

He  also  said  that  it  was  most  gratifying 
to  learn  of  the  accomplishments  of  the 
Chamber's  Agricultural  Committee 
which  in  its  efforts  to  advance  agricul- 
ture in  the  State  is  achieving  much. 

Miller  in  the  past  has  conducted  several 
surveys  of  farm  attitude  toward  San  Fran- 
cisco— the  first  revealed  that  the  city  had 
been  neglecting  its  responsibility  to  assist 
the  agricultural  areas;  the  second  (a  year 
after  the  Agricultural  Committee  was  formed) 
showed  a  considerable  improvement  in  farm 
attitude  toward  the  city;  and  the  third  re- 
realed  a  complete  reversal  in  attitude  from 
the  results  of  the  first  survey,  and  Miller 
rated  San  Francisco  as  working  more  closely 
with  agriculture  than  any  other  city  in  the 
United  States. 


Jesse  Tapp  Named  Assistant 
to  Secretary  of  Agriculture 

Jesse  W.  Tapp,  member  of  the 
Agricultural  Committee  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  and 
Vice  President  of  the  Bank  of  Amer- 
ica, formerly  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator, has  been  named  as  Special 
Assistant  to  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, according  to  information  from 
the  Chamber's  Washington  Office.

The  practice  of  many  concerns  in  closing  their  receiving  rooms  or  refusing  to 
receive  freight  on  Saturdays  is  proving  very  costly  to  the  truck  operators  and  is 
one  of  the  factors  which  must  eventually  lead  to  an  increase  in  trucking  rates 

if  it  is  not  remedied. 

•  Trucking  problems— Walter  A. 
Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department  and 
Chairman  of  the  San  Francisco  Car 
Efificiency  Committee,  points  out  that 
the  truckmen  are  short  of  equipment, 
drivers,  platform  men,  mechanics  and 
other  help,  and  are  also  faced  with 
considerable  difficulty  in  getting  re- 
pair parts. 

"They  have  had  a  tremendous  load 
thrown  upon  them  and  simply  cannot 
afford  to  have  their  terminals  and  trucks 
cluttered  up  with  undelivered  freight 
over  the  week-end.  Much  of  this  freight 
is  received  in  railroad  cars.  Any  backing 
up  of  freight  because  of  inability  to  make 
Saturday  deliveries  means  delays  to  rail 
equipment,"  Rohde  said. 

•  Car  dentention  is  already  serious  in  San 
Francisco  and  failure  of  receivers  to  cooperate 
to  the  fullest  extent  may  force  the  imposition 
of  embargoes  or  other  restrictive  measures. 

"The  flow  of  war  materials  to  San  Fran- 
cisco is  very  heavy,"  Rohde  added,  "and  is 
increasing  rapidly  as  the  campaign  in  the 
Pacific  mounts  in  intensity.  This  traffic  must 
move  without  delay  and  will  move.  Commer- 
cial traffic  will  simply  not  be  permitted  to 


Urban  Redevelopment 
Signed  by  Warren 
Important  to  S.  F. 

The  Urban  Redevelopment  bill, 
A.B.  1531,  was  signed  by  Governor 
Warren,  Friday,  July  13,  according  to 
Charles  E.  Gibbs,  Legislative  Repre- 
sentative of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber. 

Passage  of  this  measure  was  supported 
by  the  Chamber  on  recommendation  by 
its  Municipal  Affairs  Committee,  accord- 
ing to  P.  Tremain  Loud,  chairman  of  the 
committee. 

The  bill  authorizes  cities  with  a  "master 
plan"  drawn  up  by  a  Planning  Commission 
to  condemn  and  acquire  blighted  areas  in 
order  to  rebuild  these  districts  "in  the  interest 
of  the  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  people  of  the  communities  in  which  they 
exist  and  the  people  of  this  state  generally." 

Passage  of  this  bill  was  of  particular 
interest  to  San  Francisco,  because  it  will 
permit  erection  of  a  World  Trade  Center, 
Produce  Market  and  other  planned  im- 
provements for  the  city.

Prohibits  Sunday  and 
Holiday  Car  Loading 

Service  Order  No.  332  of  the  Inter- 
state Commerce  Commission  pro- 
hibits loading  of  freight  cars  on  Sun- 
days or  on  any  legal  holiday,  national 
or  state,  in  California  and  Arizona, 
effective  from  July  8th  to  midnight  of 
August  31st,  according  to  Walter  A. 
Rohde,  Manager  of  the  Chamber's 
Transportation  Department. 
•  Only  exceptions  are  Army  and 
Navy  freight  or  cars  loaded  at  ship- 
side  at  ocean  ports. 

Provision  is  made  for  special  or 
general  permits.  Industries  en- 
gaged in  war  work  and  operating 
on  a  seven -day  basis  should  im- 
mediately apply  to  the  Commis- 
sion in  Washington  for  a  permit 
to  continue  loading  on  Sundays 
and  holidays,  and  give  the  Com- 
mission full  particulars  of  the 
necessity  therefor.

NOTES 


From  Washington  Office, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

•  Reconversion  Pricing 

The  Office  of  Price  Administration 
has  issued  Supplemental  Order  No. 
118  which  provides  a  method  which 
may  be  used  to  calculate  new  ceiling 
prices  for  Manufacturers  who  do  a 
relatively  small  volume  of  business 
($200,000  annually)  and  who  are 
about  to  make  "reconversion  prod- 
ucts" or  are  reconverting  to  the  manu- 
facture of  other  civilian  goods. 

An  amendment  provides  a  sim- 
plified pricing  method  for  small 
manufacturers  with  less  than 
$50,000  annual  volume.  Supple- 
mental order  No.  119  provides  a 
reconversion  pricing  method  for 
manufacturers  with  an  annual 
volume  of  over  $200,000. 

e  Surplus  Property: 

If  Congress  approves  the  recommen- 
dations of  President  Truman  and 
John  W.  Sn>der,  new  Director  of  the 
Office  of  War  Mobilization  (Recon- 
version) the  disposal  of  Surplus  War 
Property  will  be  centered  in  a  .single 
Administrator  and  proliahh-  an  inde- 
pendent agency,  not  connected  with 
any  other  department,  will  handle  all 
sales.  The  facilities  of  RFC,  Com- 
merce, Agriculture,  Army,  and  Navy 
would  doubtless  be  used. 

•  Home  Building: 

Builders  and  top  Washington  ofiicials  are 
concerned  over  the  shortage  of  lumber  for 
building  purposes,  particularly  on  the  West 
Coast. 

An  Inter-Agency  Committee  on  Con- 
struction has  been  proposed  by  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Home  Builders  and 
others,  in  an  effort  to  secure  remedial 
action.

Chamber  is  aiming  at  building 
its  total  membership  manpower 
to  over  5,000. 

"The  Chamber  has  been  preparing 
and  consistently  working  for  the 
things  which  will  mean  progress  for 
.San  Francisco,"  President  Henry  F. 
C.rady  declared  in  announcing  Cul- 
ver's appointment  as  chairman  of  the 
drive.

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Six  Months'  Industrial 
Expansion . . .

Over  vS34,8';8,()()0  will  be  in- 
Nested  in  new  and  expanded 
northern  California  industrial  en- 
terprises announced  during  the 
first  six  months  of  1945,  accord- 
ing to  tabulations  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial 
Department. 

•  One  hundred  seventy-six  new 
factories  will  represent  expenditures  of 
826.452,400.  while  153  expansions  will 
account  for  $8,446,500.  Approximately 
90%  of  the  development  occurred  in 
the  ,San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

During  this  period,  San  Francisco 
accounted  for  45  new  plants  and  72 
expansions  with  outlays  totaling 
$6,076,150.  This  represents  a  sub- 
stantial increase  over  the  first  six 
months  of  1944,  when  only  16  new 
factories  and  29  expansions  were 
reported  for  total  investments  of 
$4,000,000. 

Industrial  gains  in  northern  Cali- 
fornia for  June,  1945,  representing  total 
investments  of  $6,669,200,  exceed 
those  for  May  of  this  year  when  invest- 
ments aggregated  $6,035,000.  During 
lune  37  new  plants  were  announced 
with  outlays  of  $5,053,000,  while  32  ex- 
pansions totaled  investments  of  $1,- 
616,200. 

San  Francisco's  gains  for  June 
included  nine  of  the  new  factories 
with  expenditures  of  $232,000  and 
70  jobs,  as  well  as  15  expansions 
with  outlays  of  $622,700  providing 
100  new  jobs. 

Some  of  the  announcements  in  north- 
ern California  for  June  were  as  follows: 

•  San  Francisco  Brewing  Corp.,  490 — 10th 

Street.  San  Francisco,  has  purchased  large 
three-and-a-halt-story  building  on  the  north- 
west corner  of  11th  and  Bryant  Streets.  The 
building  is  presently  occupied  by  the  .American 
Meter  Co.,  but  will  later  be  used  by  the  San 
Francisco  Brewing  Co.  for  expansion  of  its 
plant. 

•  Shell  Chemical  Company,  Salida,  Stanis- 
laus County.  Company  plans  the  construction 
of  an  agricultural  laboratory  on  a  142-acre  tract 
there.  Plans  are  being  figured  by  a  selected  list 
of  contractors. 

•  International  Minerals  and  Chemicals 
Co.,  San  Jose,  announced  plans  for  a  $1,000,000 
plant  on  a  26-acre  Monterey  Road  site,  to  pro- 
duce mono-sodium  glutamate  from  sugar  beet 
pulp  residue.  F.  H.  Chatterson  from  Chicago  is 
President  and  General  Manager. 

•  Pacific  Can  Company,  290  Division  Street, 
San  Francisco,  has  purchased  25-acre  site  at 
San  Leandro  for  a  new  plant  which  will  employ 
about  1,500  persons.  Company  also  plans  con- 
struction of  a  250  by  600-foot  steel  frame  fac- 
tory building  at  Modesto.  E.  F.  Euphrat  is 
President. 

•  Larsen  Ladder  Manufacturing  Company, 
Santa  Clara,  plans  construction  of  a  new  manu- 
facturing plant  on  a  Laurelwood  Farm  10-acre 
site  adjoining  the  Pacific  Redwood  Casket  Co. 
plant. 

•  Toyco  Manufacturing  Co.,  Oroville.  Butte 
County,  advanced  tentative  plans  for  construc- 
tion and  operation  of  plant  to  manufacture 
children's  toys  and  furniture.  C.  C.  Wichter, 
L.  T.  .Mien  and  C.  H.  Hauser,  partners,  who 
operate  a  factory  near  Los  Angeles,  have  re- 
cently discussed  with  members  of  Oroville  City 
Council  the  possibility  of  leasing  a  port'on  of 
the  city's  industrial  tract.  The  new  plant  would 
employ  50  persons. 

•  Los  Robles  Vineyard  and  Winery,  St. 
Helena.  Napa  County,  is  a  new  corporation 
which  plans  the  construction  of  a  \vinery  and 
bottling  plant.  Ralph  Santarpia,  Chrysler 
Building,  New  York,  is  President. 


Coordinated  Mapping 
Act  Signed  by 
Governor  Warren 

Coordinated  state-wide  mapping 
■will  result  from  the  Governor's  sig- 
nature of  S.  803  which  was  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 

On  recommendation  of  its  Min- 
ing Committee,  this  legislation 
had  been  advocated  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  provides  for  a  relatively  con- 
stant level  of  mapping  activity 
for  at  least  a  decade. 

The  legislation  creates  an  advisory 
council  on  maps  in  order  that  the  in- 
terests of  diversified  agencies  in  basic 
topography-  may  he  coordinated.  Un- 
der the  plan  8,^,000,000  will  he  pro- 
vided ultimately  but  it  is  expected 
that  through  the  coordinated  activity 
more  maps  will  be  obtained  for  less 
money.  The  program  also  has  been 
advocated  by  the  State  Reconstruc- 
tion and  Reemployment  Commission.

The  greatest  collection  of  Army  Air  Forces  equipment  ever  assembled  in  the 
Bay  Area  for  public  inspection  will  be  displayed  before  San  P'ranciscans  at  an 
exhibition  to  he  held  jointly  at  San  Francisco  Municipal  Airport  and  Civic 
Center  Square  on  Army  Air  Forces  Day,  August  1,  commemorating  the  38th 

Anniversarv  of  our  AAF. 

•  Many  of  the  latest  type  aircraft, 
including  a  giant  B-29  "Superfort- 
ress," are  to  be  included  in  the  display 
which  is  being  arranged  under  the 
auspices  of  Fourth  Air  Force  Head- 
quarters in  San  Francisco  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Air  Transport  Com- 
mand and  the  Air  Technical  Service 
Command. 

Climaxing  the  program  will  be 
an  Army  Air  Forces  Day  banquet 
at  the  Palace  Hotel,  sponsored  by 
the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  with  Major 
General  Willis  H.  Hale,  Com- 
manding General,  Fourth  Air 
Force,  as  principal  speaker. 

"Victory  in  the  Air,"  produced  by 
the  Army  Air  Force  First  Motion 
Picture  Unit  at  Culver  City  and  con- 
taining many  combat  sequences  never 
before  screened  publicly  because  of 
high  security  classifications,  is  sched- 
uled for  its  premiere  showing  at  the 
banquet. 

•  Tickets  for  the  dinner  are  avail- 
able at  the  ticket  booth  in  the  Palace 
Hotel  lobby  at  $5.00  each.  Attendance 
is  limited  to  600,  first  come,  first 
served. 

At  Civic  Center  Square  it  is 
planned  that  one  of  the  AAF's 
newest  fighter  planes,  the  jet-pro- 
pelled P-59"Airacomet"willgoon 
exhibition  along  with  a  captured 
Jap  Navy  "Zeke"  fighter. 

Severe  wartime  restrictions  have 
prevented  previous  public  showings  of 
many  of  these  planes,  consequently  it 
will  be  the  first  opportunity  for  San 
Franciscans  to  view  them.

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We  Can  Build  the  West,  Says  Kaiser 


CAB  Grants  Routes 
In  North  Atlantic; 
Coast  Case  Pending 

Of  importance  to  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  is  the  recent  decision  of  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  to  grant  cer- 
tificates in  the  North  Atlantic  Case  to 
Pan-American,  American  Export,  and 
Transcontinental  and  Western  Air. 

•  Pan-American's  route  is  extended 
to  Calcutta,  India,  via  the  Central 
European  capitals,  while  American 
Export  gets  a  route  through  Green- 
land and  Iceland  to  Moscow  and  via 
the  Azores  to  the  British  Isles,  Berlin 
and  Moscow. 

TWA  obtains  a  certificate  to  op- 
erate via  Newfoundland  to  Foynes, 
Paris,  Berne,  Rome,  Athens,  Cairo, 
Jerusalem,  Basra,  Dhahran,  and 
Bombay,  and  over  a  southern 
route  to  Lisbon,  Madrid,  Algiers, 
Tunis,  Tripoli,  Bengasi  and  Cairo, 
and  over  a  third  route  via  Lisbon 
to  Rome.  The  TWA  extension  will, 
for  the  first  time,  give  San  Fran- 
cisco a  one-company  operation  to 
Europe,  Northern  Africa  andWest- 
ern  Asia. 

•  Two  proposed  reports  of  interest 

to  .San  Francisco  have  also  been 
issued.  In  the  Hawaiian  Case,  the  Ex- 
aminers have  recommended  that 
United  Airlines  be  allowed  to  compete 
with  Pan-American,  and  have  recom- 
mended that  the  application  of 
Western  Airlines,  Northwest  Airlines, 
Matson  Navigation  Company,  Ha- 
waiian Airlines  and  Ryan  School  of 
Aeronautics  be  rejected. 

In  the  West  Coast  Case,  which  was 
heard  in  San  Francisco  November  1-16, 
1944,  Examiner  Ruhlen  has  recommended 
that  American's  Route  4  be  extended  to 
San  Francisco  and  Oakland  on  flights 
originating  or  terminating  at  El  Paso  or 
East.  If  approved  by  the  C.A.B.,  this  will 
give  San  Francisco  a  third  transconti- 
nental airline.  The  Examiner  also  recom- 
mended that  United  be  authorized  to 
serve  a  number  of  additional  points  in 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley  on  Route  11,  and 
be  permitted  to  operate  an  alternate 
route  to  the  Northwest  by  way  of  Bend, 
Oregon. 

•  Feeder  line  services  to  and  from  San  Fran- 
cisco will  be  provided  for  the  first  time  if  the 
Examiner's  recommendation  regarding  South- 
west Airways  is  approved.  This  would  provide 
for  some  72  stops  on  routes  to  and  from  this 
city. 

The  recommendations  in  both  cases 
are  subject  to  the  filing  of  exceptions  by 
interested  parties,  and  final  decision  will 
be  made  by  the  C.A.B. 


Calling  upon  businessmen  in  the  West  to  assume  leadership  in  forging  a  post- 
war industrial  empire  in  the  West,  Henry  J.  Kaiser  forecast  that  by  this  effort 
emplo\ment  would  be  stimulated  for  as  many  as  ,S0  million  people  throughout 
the  nation  in  housing,  transportation,  highwa\'s,  and  public  health  alone. 
•  Speaking  before  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
Commercial  Club  last  week.  Kaiser 
declared  that  now  is  the  time  to  build. 
"Here  in  this  metropolitan  Bay 
Area  hundreds  of  plans  have  been 
formulated  looking  toward  the 
day  when  we  shall  be  released 
from  the  restraints  and  necessi- 
ties of  war.  Our  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  in  itself  a  listening  post 
and  a  clearing  house  for  these 
plans.  As  we  have  been  a  vast  ar- 
senal for  war  so  we  must  be  a  tre- 
mendous reservoir  of  strength  for 
peace. 

"All  of  our  facilities  are  inadequate. 
Housing,  transportation,  highways 
and  all  the  institutional  life  which 
modern  living  requires  are  taxed  far 
beyond  their  capacity." 

•  Kaiser  pointed  out  four  prin- 
ciples "on  which  the  hopes  of  a  new 
world  are  oriented";  full  employment, 
competition,  freedom  from  regulation 
and  restraint,  and  a  new  level  of 
producti\'ity. 

He  declared  that  the  industrial 
West  must  have  a  steel  industry  of 
its  own. 

"We  can  have  an  all- Western 
steel  industry  if  we  fight  for  it 
and   make   no   mistake,    we  will 
have  to  fight  for  it. 

"And  the  light  metals  will  also  be 
produced  and  fabricated  throughout 
the  entire  area.  If  we  really  mean  to 
achieve  a  fully  productive  industrial 
economy  in  the  West,  we  must  go  the 
whole  way — and  now  is  the  time." 

Kaiser  predicted  that  automobiles 
would  be  manufactured  in  the  West 
and  that  a  new  standard  of  home 
building  and  highway  systems  could 
be  set  here.

Lieutenant  Commander  J.  Edward 
Sharkey,  USNR,  as  guest  speaker  at 
a  luncheon  of  the  San  Francisco  Ad- 
vertising Club,  yesterday,  delivered 
the  third  in  a  "Plan  Tomorrow  To- 
day" series  of  speeches  sponsored  by 
the  Ad  Club.  Commander  Sharkey's 
talk  dealt  with  the  vocational  training 
of  the  Nav>-  and  its  influence  in  the 
postwar  world. 

Commander  Sharkey  is  Voca- 
tional Training  Officer  of  the 
Twelfth  Naval  District  and  has 
recently  completed  an  assign- 
ment at  the  United  Nations  Con- 
ference as  Navy  Personnel  Officer. 

RUSSIAN   WAR  RELIEF 

Russian  War  Relief,  Inc.,  has  with- 
drawn from  the  National  War  Fund, 
according  to  Parker  S.  Maddux, 
Northern  California  Chairman,  who 
simultaneously  announced  formation 
(if  a  Kichmontl  committee  of  the 
Nurtlierii  CaHfornia  Russian  War  Re- 
lief, under  the  chairmanship  of  Mayor 
C.  D.  Erickson. 


"I  accept  the  judgment  of  the 
experts  who  proclaim  that  the  Pa- 
cific Basin  will  be  the  theatre 
where  civilization  makes  its  next 
great  advance  .  .  .  and  I  am  ready 
to  accept  the  forecast  that  the 
Orient  will  be  one  of  our  best 
customers,  even  as  we  will  be  one 
of  theirs." 

However,  he  concluded,  the  need 
is  for  western  leadership  and  he  called 
upon  businessmen  of  the  West  to  re- 
gain the  spirit  of  the  pioneer  and 
take  ad\antage  of  the  opportunities 
that  the  postwar  period  will  offer.

nomic  Administration  has  advised  that 
the  Army  has  agreed  to  allow  12  business- 
men per  month  to  enter  the  Philippines, 
Campbell  declared. 

•  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  exporters  were 
also  advised  to  submit  applications  immedi- 
ately for  shipment  of  canned  fish,  excepting 
salmon  and  tuna,  and  for  meat  and  dairy 
products,  and  to  file  with  FEA  a  record  of 
1940  and  1941  shipments  by  year  and 
schedule  B  number. 

Elaborating  on  the  resumption  of 
limited  travel  to  the  Philippines  for  com- 
mercial reasons,  Campbell  said  that 
names  of  those  traveling  to  the  Philip- 
pines must  be  approved  by  FEA  and  the 
Army  and  warned  that  living  accommo- 
dations were  up  to  the  individual.  It  was 
revealed  that  ten  of  the  quota  of  12  could 
travel  by  ship,  and  two  by  air. 

Lack  of  distribution  facilities  within  the 
Philippines  now  seems  to  be  the  greatest  de- 
terrent to  a  resumption  of  private  trade  with 
the  United  States,  but  as  soon  as  that  hurdle 
is  overcome  it  would  appear  that  the  situation 
would  be  relieved.  Marsh  informed  Campbell. 

However,  no  allocations  of  goods  for 
July  and  August  have  yet  been  announced 
and  it  is  not  now  expected  that  there  will 
be  any  commercial  allocations  until 
September. 

FEA  has  been  working  on  a  Philippine  re- 
c|uirement  program  to  be  submitted  to  the 
War  Food  Administration,  War  Production 
Hoard,  and  other  agencies,  for  consideration. 

Every  effort  is  being  put  forth  by  FEA 
for  private  traders  to  operate  in  the 
Philippines,  and  the  Army,  it  is  under- 
stood, has  given  a  verbal  agreement  to 
step  out  of  the  picture,  subject  to  condi- 
tions and  the  ability  of  FEA  to  handle 
requirements  for  the  Philippines  through 
commercial  channels. 

Exceptions  may  be  granted  on  such  cases  as 
may  be  entirely  essential  to  the  restoration  of 
industry  in  the  Philippines.

Now  that  the  emphasis  is  on  the  war  in  the  Pacific,  the  San  Francisco 
Port  of  Embarkation  will  become  the  most  important  port  in  the 
world,  according  to  its  new  Commanding  General. 

June  o\er-all  traffic  movement  in  the  Bay 
Area  moved  into  new  highs,  with  freight  car 
movements  and  air  passengers  at  top  levels, 
in  sharp  contrast  to  the  steady  decline  in 
shipbuilding.  General  business  activity  in 
San  Francisco  made  a  new  June  peak.  At  the 
same  time,  retail  department  store  sales  rose 
above  May  in  contrast  to  the  usual  seasonal 
trend. 

June  freight  car  movements  within  the 
San  Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits 
amounting  to  76,121  cars  were  within 
one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  May  all- 
time  high,  and  13.5  per  cent  above  last 
June.  Air  passenger  traffic  on-and-off  at 
San  Francisco  Airport  established  a  new 
high  in  June  of  37,039  passengers,  top- 
ping June  last  year  by  65.6  per  cent;  air 
mail  loaded  amounting  to  1,540,311 
pounds  was  104.9  per  cent  above  last 
June. 


•  FINANCIAL 

Bay  Area  June  financial  transactions  amount- 
ing to  $2,426,818,000  were  exceeded  only 
once,  by  the  March  total,  and  were  up  3.5 
per  cent  over  June  a  year  ago,  with  the  six 
months'  cumulative  of  $13,574,714,000  up  8..? 
per  cent. 

•  SALES 

June  Bay  Region  department  store  sales 
were  up  17  per  cent  over  last  June  with  the 
six  months'  cumulative  up  the  same,  accord- 
ing to  the  Federal  Reserve  reports  based  on 
surveys  of  nineteen  stores.  Apparel  store  sales 
were  up  26  per  cent  over  June.  Nine  depart- 
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ment  stores  in  San  Francisco  reported  in- 
creases over  last  June  of  19  per  cent,  and 
fourteen  apparel  stores  an  increase  of  25  per 
cent  for  the  same  period.  The  six  months' 
cumulative  was  up  19  per  cent  and  14  per 
cent,  respectively. 

June  department  store  sales  in  the 
Central  Valley  were  reported  12  per  cent 
above  last  June,  Northern  California  16 
per  cent,  Southern  California  12  per  cent, 
and  in  the  Twelfth  Federal  Reserve  Dis- 
trict sales  were  reported  up  13  per  cent. 

Inrlependenl  retail  store  sales  reported  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  May  showed 
sales  in  California  were  up  7  per  cent  with  the 
fi\e  months'  cumulative  up  11  percent;  May 
sales  1)>'  women's  ready-to-wear  outlets, 
household  appliance  dealers,  farm  equipment 
dealers,  and  florists  were  foremost  in  gains 
over  last  year. 

In  San  Francisco  sales  were  up  9  per 
cent  in  May  and  11  per  cent  for  the  cu- 
mulative period,  with  the  same  lines 
leading  the  sales  as  reported  for  Cali- 
fornia. Pittsburg  led  all  California  cities 
with  an  increase  of  24  per  cent  over  May 
1944.  Santa  Rosa  ranked  second  with  a 
gain  of  18  per  cent;  Pasadena  third  with 
12  per  cent;  and  Stockton  fourth  with 
11  per  cent. 

In  the  wholesale  trade  field,  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  reports  Pacific  Coast  sales  up  2 
per  cent  over  last  May  with  the  five  months' 
cumulative  up  6  per  cent. 

Automotive  supply  lines  were  up  H 
per  cent,  leather  and  shoe  findings  19  per 
cent,  and  industrial  supplies  15  per  cent 
for  the  cumulative  period.  During  the 
same  period,  plumbing  and  heating,  and 
shoes  and  footwear  lines  dropped  off 
most  with  18  per  cent  and  10  per  cent 
declines. 


•  MANUFACTURING 

Tile   inanulacluring    iiuiustries   in    the   San 
Francisco-Oakland     Industrial    .Area    durini; 
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June,  reflecting  the  completion  of  some  of  I  he 
large  war  contracts,  continued  lower  in  both 
employment  and  payrolls. 

June  wage  earners  totaled  186,600 
compared  to  193,400  in  May  and  248,100 
in  June  last  year.  The  durable  industries 
accounted  for  134,400  and  nondurable 
for  52,200  compared  to  196,200  and  51, 
400  in  June  last  year.  In  this  field,  aver- 
age weekly  earnings  in  June  amounted 
to  $61.79  compared  to  $61.28  in  May  and 
$60.52  last  June.  The  average  hourly 
earning  was  $1,349  and  average  hours 
worked  per  week  45.8  compared  to  $1,338 
and  45.2  last  June. 

•  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY 

(ieiieral  business  activity  in  .San  Francisco 
during  June  continued  on  the  same  upward 
trend  as  in  May  into  new  high  ground  for  the 
month.  Measured  by  our  index  at  208.6  June 
business  activity  was  S  per  cent  above  May 
and  8  per  cent  above  last  June.  The  six 
months'  average  of  199.8  was  II  per  cent 
above  the  same  period  last  year. 

San  Francisco  activity  for  the  first  half 
of  1945  attained  new  highs  in  several 
fields  including  department  store  sales, 
financial  transactions,  postal  receipts, 
freight  car  movements,  air  traffic,  and 
electricity  and  gas  sales.  Real  estate  sales 
for  the  period  were  the  highest  in  19 
years,  and  commercial  failures  reported 
were  the  lowest  on  record.

Washington  Post 
Editorial  Advocates 
Bay  Naval  Academy 

An  editorial  a(i\()<'ating  establish- 
ment of  a  naval  academy  in  the  San 
F'ranrisco  Bay  Area  was  carried  in  the 
Washington  Post,  Monday,  July  30, 
on  the  front  page,  according  to  a  wire 
from  F^rank  E.  Marsh,  manager, 
Washington  Office  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce. 

The  Bay  Area  Naval  Affairs 
Committee  has  been  working  for 
some  time  to  secure  a  military 
academy  for  the  Pacific  Coast. 

Following  is  the  text  of  the  edi- 
torial : 

**Do  the  American  people  think  that  the  Pacific 
Ocean  is  going  to  be  important  to  the  future  of 
the  United  States?  They  certainly  do.  The  Navy 
thought  so  when  it  tried  and  failed  to  get  the 
Congress  to  fortify  Guam. 

"The  Navy  now  wants  to  hold  naval  and  air 
bases  in  the  Pacific  necessary  to  protect  our  se- 
curity. The  Past  agrees  with  the  Navy  and  en- 
thusiastically supports  a  policy  for  maintenance 
of  peace  in  the  Pacific  by  strong  naval  and  air 
force  at  stretegic  points. 

"The  Navy  plans  a  postwar  expansion  In  per- 
sonnel and  facilities  at  Annapolis. 

"The  Past  feels  strongly  that  such  a  major 
expansion  of  educational  facilities  should  be  on 
the  shores  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

"The  great  port  of  San  Francisco  is  the  natural 
gateway  to  and  from  the  Pacific.  It  is  the  great 
railroad  terminal  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  It  has  a 
vast  harbor  and  every  kind  of  shipping  facility. 
The  Army  is  using  it  for  its  principal  shipment  of 
men  and  supplies  at  this  very  moment. 

"Washington  has  always  underrated  the  Im- 
portance of  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  Navy  has  some- 
times shown  a  lack  of  imagination. 

"Too  slowly  did  it  become  air-minded,  as  this 
paper  had  occasion  to  point  out  more  than  two 
years  ago.  Let  it  not  delay  in  becoming  Pacific- 
minded.  Let  it  have  a  naval  academy  on  San 
Francisco  Bay. 

"Let  half  of  our  Navy  boys  get  their  training 
on  the  Pacific  Coast.

From  Washington  Office, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

•  S.  F.  Appointments — Charles  C. 
Hannah,  President,  Fireman's  Fund, 
and  Francis  \'.  KeesHng,  President, 
West  Coast  Life  Insurance  Co.,  have 
been  appointed  to  serve  on  the  Insur- 
ance Department  committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United 
States.  These  appointments  were  made 
by  Eric  A.  Johnston,  President  of  the 
National  Chamber. 

•  Agriculture — The  functions  of  the 
War  P'ood  Administration  have  been 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture. This  was  accomplished  by  an 
Executive  Order  effecti\'e  June  -SO, 
1945,  which  made  effective  the  con- 
solidation of  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
tration and  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. 

•  Building — More  than  five  million 
property  owners  have  been  enabled  to 
make  improvements,  repairs  and  al- 
terations amounting  to  almost  two 
billion  dollars  under  the  program  of 
the  Federal  Housing  Administration, 
according  to  Raymond  .M.  Folev, 
FHA  Commissioner. 

•  Lumber — Lumber  production  for 
the  first  five  months  of  1945  was  9.7 
percent  below  that  for  the  comparable 
period  of  1944. 

•  Imports — An  upswing  in  imports 
from  the  west  coast  of  South  America 
has  been  reported  by  the  War  Ship- 
ping Administration,  which  said  a 
wartime  record  for  homeward  ship 
loadings  was  established  for  that  area 
in  June. 

•  Rail  Travel — The  average  journey 
per  passenger  on  the  railroads  of  this 
country  was  104.6  miles  in  1944,  com- 
pared with  37.9  miles  in  1920.  Pas- 
senger traffic  on  the  railroads,  meas- 
ured in  passenger  miles,  in  the  first 
halt  of  l')45  was  more  than  four  times 
the  \-olume  handled  in  the  same  period 
in  1939.

Mobilize  to  Secure 
Coast  Naval  Academy 

Western  States  Congressional  Representa- 
tives, Washington,  D.  C,  representatives  of 
Western  cities,  and  the  Bay  \rea  Naval 
Affairs  Committee  are  being  mobilized  to  push 
establishment  of  a  Naval  Academy  on  the 
West  Coast. 

•  Letters  to  all  Senate  and  House  representa- 
tives of  the  Western  States  are  being  sent  by 
Henry  F.  Grady,  president  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber,  to  stimulate  further  efforts  on 
their  behalf  in  obtaining  approval  of  a  West 
Coast  Na\'al  Academy. 

•  Frank  E.  Marsh,  manager  of  the  Cham- 
ber's Washington  Office,  is  working  to  unite 
Washington  representatives  of  West  Coast 
cities  in  presenting  the  "reasons  why"  to  the 
proper  authorities  in  the  Nation's  Capital. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  has  called 
a  meeting  of  the  Bay  Area  Naval  Affairs 
Committee,  tomorrow,  to  lay  a  final 
course  of  action  in  presenting  the  Bay 
Area  as  an  ideal  Naval  Academy  site. 


The  luncheon  featuring  Aviation  is 
sponsored  by  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  the  Bay  Area  Aviation 
Committee,  and  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
mercial Club. 

Wilson  entered  the  aircraft  manufacturing 
field,  after  10  years  of  aviation  experience  in 
the  Navy,  as  president  of  the  Hamilton 
Standard  Propellers  Corporation  (a  division 
of  United  Aircraft).  Soon  he  absorbed  the 
duties  of  president  of  the  Sikorsky  Aircraft 
Corporation  and  the  Chance  Vought  Cor- 
poration (other  divisions). 

In  1937  he  assumed  office  of  senior 
vice  president,  and  in  1940  as  president, 
of  the  United  Aircraft  Corporation  which 
now  comprises  four  manufacturing  di- 
visions. 

Under  Wilson's  leadership,  these  four  di- 
visions rapidly  expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Armed  Forces  for  engines,  propellers  and 
aircraft,  until  today  it  is  one  of  the  world's 
largest  aircraft  companies. 

The  Aircraft  Industries  Association  of 
which  he  is  president  was  formerly  called 
the  Aeronautical  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  America,  and  is  an  organization  of 
manufacturers  of  aircraft  and  aircraft 
parts  in  the  United  States.

From  Washington  Ojfice, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

•  Surplus  Property — The  Surplus  Property 
Board  has  issued  special  orders  allocating  195 
trucks  to  farm  areas  in  California  in  order  to 
offset  threatened  impairment  of  farm  produc- 
tion due  to  shortages  of  rail  transportation 
and  automotive  facilities.  The  counties 
affected  are:  Alameda,  Contra  Costa,  Fresno, 
Kern,  Lake,  Madera,  Marin,  Mendocino, 
Merced,  Monterey,  San  Benito,  San  Luis 
Obispo,  Santa  Clara,  Santa  Cruz,  Sonoma  and 
Tulare  Counties. 

•  FHA — Commissioner  Raymond  M.  Foley 
has  stated  that  the  Federal  Housing  Adminis- 
tration will  enter  the  postwar  period  in  a 
strong  financial  position  to  aid  private  enter- 
prise in  providing  homes  for  America.  The 
FHA  will  be  ready  to  back  private  lending  in- 
stitutions with  authority  to  insure  more  than 
$2,000,000,000  in  loans  to  help  families  build, 
buy  or  improve  their  homes. 

•  Construction  jobs  halted  by  War  Produc- 
tion Board  action  because  they  were  violating 
the  Construction  Order  L-41  may  be  resumed 
under  certain  conditions. 

•  Ship  Deliveries — For  the  first  time  since 
November  1942,  monthly  merchant  ship  de- 
liveries fell  below  the  100  mark  in  July  with 
the  completion  of  97  vessels,  according  to  the

shipyards  produced  nearly  one-half  of  the 
ships  delivered  in  July.

Appointment  of  a  committee  to 
study  and  develop  closer  commercial 
relations  between  Chile  and  Northern 
California,  with  Dr.  Paul  Hirtz,  of 
Berkeley,  as  chairman,  was  announced 
this  week  by  Henry  F.  Grady,  presi- 
dent, San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

•  The  committee  has  been  formed 
in  the  Chamber's  Foreign  Trade  Com- 
mittee. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Chilean  Government  has  recently 
announced  a  provisional  com- 
mercial agreement  reducing  im- 
port duties  on  specified  United 
States  export  commodities," 
Grady  explained,  "the  Chamber's 
step  is  in  line  with  its  avowed  pur- 
pose to  foster  and  develop  addi- 
tional commerce  between  our 
two  areas." 

•  One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the 
committee  will  be  to  endeavor  to  pro- 
mote insofar  as  possible  Chilean  im- 
ports into  the  United  States,  particu- 
larly through  the  port  of  San  Francisco.

c;enekal  review 

A  message  from  Henry  F.  Grady,  president, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 

Curientl\',  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
one  of  the  larger  organizations  of  its  kind  in  the  United 
States,  has  something  over  5,000  members,  representing 
a  rather  complete  cross  section  of  the  business  interests 
of  this  metropolis.  We  have  been  anticipating  the  end  of 
hostilities  for  some  time  and  this  week  are  conducting  a 
membership  campaign  to  extend  oiu'  resources. 

With  a  view  to  the  postwar  period,  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  is  engaged  in  a  multitude  of  activities 
through  its  transportation,  agricultural,  domestic  trade, 
research,  world  trade,  industrial  and  other  departments,  each 
specializing  in  a  given  field  bearing  importantly  on  the 
economic  structure  of  this  area. 

While  San  Francisco  is  a  world  city  and  is  characterized  by  all 
that  this  term  implies,  it  is  the  immediate  metropolis  for  northern 
California.  All  of  the  twelve  bay  region  counties  constitute  an 
economic  entity  and  the  welfare  of  the  various  cities  within  the 
region  is  interdependent. 

•  War  Growth 

During  the  war,  the  San  Francisco  five-county  area  of  2,487 
s(|uare  miles  experienced  the  greatest  growth  of  any  corresponding 
area  in  the  United  States,  the  population  jumping  516,359  or  36'') 
per  cent  from  1,412,686  in  1940  to  1,929,045  last  year,  and  the 
occupational  structure  of  our  population  was  greatly  distorted. 

Prior  to  the  war  this  area  had  experienced  highly  diversi- 
fied agricultural,  commercial,  industrial  and  other  de- 
velopment. Many  fundamental  conditions  are  exceedingly 
attractive.  Because  of  these  fundamentals  it  was  to  be  ex- 
pected that  this  area  would  play  an  important  part  in  the 
conduct  of  the  war  effort.  And  it  did.  These  same  funda- 
mentals prevail  today  and  make  us  optimistic  as  to  the 
future. 

•  Factory  Employment 

The  relationship  between  population  and  factory  wage  earners 
is  to  be  stressed  because  employment  afforded  at  the  production 
level  is  at  the  root  of  much  of  our  economy.  With  factory  eniploy- 
nienl  in  an  urbanized  area,  we  can  support  the  trade  and  service 
industries.  W  ithout  fundamental  production,  the  trade  and  service 
industries  would  ha\e  a  foundation  of  sand. 

The  best  sources  indicate  that  the  present  population  of 
the  five  counties,  including  those  members  of  the  armed 
forces  who  are  here,  exceeds  1,900,000.  While  many  adjust- 
ments in  the  population  are  to  be  expected,  no  significant 
net  decrease  in  the  over-all  total  is  expected. 

On  this  basis,  and  in  the  light  of  normal  population  ratios,  we 
will   need  approximateh'   130,000  factory  wage  earner  jobs  in   the 


five  bay  area  counties  as  the  structure  becomes  adjusted.  This  is 
some  56,000  less  than  we  had  in  June  and  some  46,000  more  than 
we  had  in  1940. 

•  Factory  Prospects 

The  most  pertinent  f|uestion  today  is  what  arc  our  prospects 
for  at  least  40,000  to  46,000  more  permanent  factory  jobs  than  we 
had  in  the  fi\'e  counties  in   1940.  The  prospects  are  excellent. 

At  the  factory  level,  many  of  the  new  jobs  already  have 
been  created.  They  are  being  provided  by  four  sources. 

(1)  the  expansion  of  existing  plants; 

(2)  the  conversion  of  war  plants; 

(3)  the  attraction  of  branch  plants  of  national  manufacturers; 
and 

(4)  the  creation  of  new  enterprises. 

Expansion  from  these  sources  over  1940  is  basic.  However,  the 
bay  region  has  the  advantages  of  diversity  afforded  by  agriculture, 
domestic  trade,  foreign  trade  and  shipping  and  practically  all  of  the 
other  elements  that  go  to  make  up  the  American  economy,  each 
element  in  itself  within  this  fortunate  region  having  varied  com- 
ponents. 

•  Four  Employment  Source  Examples 

In  the  category  of  plant  expansion,  we  have  the  recent  an- 
nouncement by  the  U.  .S.  Steel  Corporation  of  its  plans  for  a  twenty- 
five  million  dollar  expansion  of  the  Columbia  Steel  Company  Works 
at  Pittsburg  in  Contra  Costa  County.  This  outlay  will  provide  cold 
reduction  facilities  to  produce  steel  sheets  and  other  items  which 
will  have  a  basic  part  in  future  further  expansion  of  this  large  plant 
which  will  have  an  assured  future  payroll  of  over  6000,  at  least  a 
couple  o'  "^housand  more  than  pre-war. 

In  ne  category  of  war  plant  conversion,  it  is  needless  for 
me  to  dwell  on  the  housing  and  building  material  plans  of 
Henry  J.  Kaiser,  many  of  which  will  hinge  on  some  of  his 
Richmond  shipyard  properties.  And,  of  course,  work  into  the 
indefinite  future  is  assured  for  such  yards  as  those  of  Bethle- 
hem in  San  Francisco  and  Moore  in  Oakland  and  Number  3 
at  Richmond. 

Bay  area  plants  of  national  manufacturers  in  unprecedented 
numbers  loom.  Western  Crown  Cork  and  Seal  Corporation  has 
acquired  Si  acres  for  three  million  dollars'  worth  of  plants  ultimately 
to  engage  1,500  workers — hundreds  more  than  the  250  which  this 
concern  has  employed  in  San  Francisco  in  the  past.  Plans  for  auto- 
mobile makers  and  magazine  publishers  and  food  concerns  and 
others  are  daiU'  topics  in  the  press. 

In  the  category  of  new  enterprises,  the  plans  and  speed 
of  the  Frazer- Kaiser  combination  to  enter  the  automobile 
field  have  been  widely  reported  and  are  promising.  Contracts 
for  the  great  Apparel  City  project  in  San  Francisco  have  been 
signed  and  scores  of  other  projects  are  subject  only  to  the 
availability  of  men,  materials  and  buildings. 

•  Balance,  Not  Regimentation 

.Much  (if  the  success  in  accomplishing  the  population  aiul  em- 
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ploynicnt    aiJjustnienls   which    are    imperative    will    be   subject    to 
federal  functions. 

In  the  trying  days  to  come,  we  are  going  to  need  checks 
and  halances,  but  not  regimentation  nor  drastic  control  by 
government  bureaus  as  to  the  conduct  of  those  of  our  citizens 
who  create  employment  opportunities. 

•  What  the  Chamber  is  Doing 

To  accomplish  this,  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  is  working  to 
achieve  the  following  policies: 

(1)  The  Federal  fiovernment  should  withdraw  from  business  as  promptly  as 
possible. 

(2)  Public  works  should  be  so  scheduled  as  to  fill  the  gaps  or  any  lags  in  em- 
ployment by  private  enterprise  and  not  to  compete. 

(3)  The  Oflnce  of  Price  Administration  should  face  its  problems  realistically 
and  be  governed  primarily  to  encourage  long  range  employment  opportunities. 

(4)  Discrimination  should  be  eliminated  in  the  disposal  of  surplus  properties. 

(5)  Building  space  required  for  war  purposes  should  be  made  available  to 
private  enterprise  with  dispatch. 

(6)  Materials  should  be  freed  promptly  in  order  to  expedite  the  provision  of 
more  places  for  men  and  women  to  work  and  for  processing  into  finished  products. 

(7)  Immediate  provision  should  be  made  to  decentralize  such  government 
authorities  as  necessary,  even  to  the  extent  of  creating  a  western  Office  of  War 
Mobilization  and  Reconversion  if  such  an  establiphment  is  found  to  be  necessary. 

*'WOKK  PILE"  LAUNCHED 

Oremonies  at  the  headquarters  of  Ernest  Ingold, 
Inc.,  90')  \'an  Ness  Avenue,  I\Ionday  morning  launched 
tlie  "Work  Pile"  program  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

This  is  the  first  job  on  the  list  of  over  170  million 
dollars'  worth  of  work  which  is  to  get  under  way 
immediately  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  to  bridge 
the  period  of  readjustment  till  industry  can  re- 
convert to  peacetime  production. 

The  Chamber  started  its  "Work  Pile"  inventory  of 
jobs  Ijack  in  1943  when  Ingold  was  president  of  the 
Chamber. 

What  the  "Work  Pile"  Is 

•  Objective: 

The  San  Francisco  "Work  Pile"  is  a  shock  absorber  designed 
to  provide  employment  immediately  after  the  war  and  until  normal 
peacetime  levels  of  production  can  be  resumed. 

It  is  designed  to  cover  the  transition  period  with  plans 
which  will  provide  productive  jobs  for  all  of  the  present 
population  of  the  Bay  Area  that  is  permanent  and  the  Area's 
demobilized  servicemen. 

The  plan  accumulates  all  prospective  postwar  expenditures  for 
a  five  year  period  after  the  complete  defeat  of  our  enemies  in  order 
that  plans  may  be  made  to  utilize  all  manpower  now  engaged  in 
war  work. 

•  Possibilities: 

The  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  welcomes  the  oppor- 
tunity to  show  the  simple  workings  of  this  plan  and  to  visualize  the 
great  possibilities  of  the  postwar  period  for  all  cities  and  countries 
throughout   the   world. 

San  Francisco  and  the  other  cities  which  have  taken  up 
our  "Work  Pile"  plan  are  all  ready.  So  far  as  this  city  is 
concerned,  we  are  not  afraid  of  the  months  ahead,  because 
we  know  we  have  the  jobs  and  the  manpower,  as  well  as  the 
spirit  to  meet  the  challenge.

Working  committee  in  the  field  of  agriculture  is 
composed  mainly  of  farmers.

Stimulation  of  community  awareness  of  aviation 
problems  of  the  Bay  Area;  achievement  of  a  sound 
solution  of  those  problems;  to  bring  to  the  Bay  Area 
new  aircraft  manufacturing  facilities;  to  foster  develop- 
ment of  airports,  airstrips,  airparks  and  other  ground 
facilities  for  private,  commercial  and  semi-commercial 
aircraft. 

•  Specific  Objectives 

(1)  Airports 

(a)  Promotion,  through  every  means  possible,  of  a  twenty 
million  dollar  bond  issue  to  expand  and  modernize  the  San  Fran- 
cisco municipal  airport.  This  will  involve  an  effort  to  convince  the 
\oters,  in  collaboration  with  other  groups,  of  the  wisdom  and  neces- 
sity of  approving  the  bond  issue. 

(b)  Stimulation  of  community  action  throughout  the  Bay  Area 
in  development  of  a  coordinated  system  of  small  airports  to  serve 
the  needs  of  private  flyers,  i.e.,  owners  of  smaller,  non-commercial 
airplanes. 

(c)  Study  on  a  continuing  basis  of  the  need  for  additional 
major  airport  facilities  in  the  Bay  Area,  after  the  existing  facilities 
have  proved  an  inability  to  meet  traffic  demands. 

(2)  Manufacturing 

(a)  Intensification  of  the  effort  to  attract  to  the  Bay  Area  air- 
craft manufacturing  facilities.  This  will  invoh'e  the  establishment 
of  a  plan  whereby  all  communities  will  be  kept  aware  of  manu- 
facturing needs,  potential  sites  and  interest  among  manufacturers 
in  locating  in  this  area. 

(3)  Airline  Operation 

(a)  Study  of  the  need  for,  and  effort  to  obtain,  expanded  airline 
service  into  and  out  of  the  Bay  Area. 

(b)  Cooperation  with  other  communities  in  establishment  of 
feeder  airline  service  should  such  service  be  made  possible  by  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 

(c)  Assistance  to  airlines  now  .serving  (he  Area  in  the  develop- 
ment of  air  traffic  potentialities. 

(4)  Air  Cargo  and  Air  Freight 

(a)  Collaboration  wilh  the  Agricultural  Department,  Dunicslic 
and   Foreign   Trade  departments  in  expanding  the  use  of  aircraft 
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in  the  carrying  of  cargo  and  freight  from  the  Bay  Area  to  other  parts 
of  the  nation  and  the  world. 

(b)  Collal)oration  with  agricultural  bodies  of  Bay  Area  coni- 
niunitics  in  establishing  adequate  air  freight  and  air  cargo  service. 

(5)  Education 

(a)  In  collaboration  with  city,  county  and  state  educational 
authorities,  the  Department  hopes  to  develop  a  sound  program  of 
aviation  education  and  training. 

(b)  Through  collaboration  with  existing  organizations,  the 
Department  hopes  to  stimulate  establishment  in  the  lower  grades 
of  the  schools  in  the  area  of  a  program  offering  some  of  the  basic 
fundamentals  of  aviation,  in  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  aviation 
among  the  youth  of  the  Area. 

(6)  Service 

Complete  service  in  the  field  of  aviation  to  all  of  the  communi- 
ties in  the  Bay  Area: 

(a)  Speakers'  Bureau:  E.xpansion  of  a  speakers'  bureau  of  in- 
dividuals riualified  to  discuss  aviation. 

(b)  News  and  Information  Service:  Intensification  of  Depart- 
ment service  to  those  who  seek  information  on  aviation  opportuni- 
ties and  developments  in  the  Area. 

(c)  Library:  Expansion  of  Departmental  Library  on  aviation 
material. 

(d)  Radio:  Inauguration  of  a  weekly  radio  program  on  aviation. 

IIO>li:STK^  TRADE 

•  Broad  Objective 

To  expand  San  Francisco's  sphere  of  influence  in   the 

Western  States  Market. 

To  accomplish  this  objective  the  Domestic 
Trade  Department  and  Committee  have  a  well- 
balanced  program  ready  for  launching,  designed  to 
enhance  San  Francisco's  commercial  prestige  as 
the  principal  market  center  of  the  West. 

(1)  With  the  lifting  of  restrictions  on  travel  the  scope  of  the 
Trade  Area  Relations  Program  will  be  expanded  to  include  the 
eleven  Western  States.  This  activity  which  has  been  carried  on 
during  the  war  in  .San  Francisco's  primary  marketing  area  only, 
has  been  successful  in  cementing  trade  and  friendly  relationships 
between  trade  centers  in  the  area  and  San  Francisco. 

(2)  Work  on  revising  the  Commodity  Index  listing  all  San 
Francisco  manufacturers  and  distributors  and  the  articles  they  sell, 
will  be  started  as  soon  as  information  on  postwar  reconversion  prod- 
ucts can  be  obtained.  The  Manufacturers  Directories  which  are  com- 
piled from  it  are  in  great  demand  by  buyers  seeking  supply  sources 
in  the  San  Francisco  market.  Complete  revision  will  be  necessary  to 
keep  up  with  manufacturers  reconverting  to  production  of  peace- 
time commodities. 

(3)  Work  will  soon  be  started  on  market  studies  which  will 
show  the  characteristics  and  potentialities  in  the  various  regions 
comprising  the  Western  States  Market. 

(4)  Plans  for  semi-annual  consolidated  market  events  are 
already  blue-printed  and  ready  for  launching  immediately  following 
the  lifting  of  restrictions  placed  by  the  ODT  on  centralized  markets. 
All  of  the  principal  divisions  of  the  consumer  goods  market  will 
be  included  in  these  consolidated  showings  which  will  mean  that 
for  the  first  time  in  San  Francisco  buyers  will  be  able  to  attend  the 
markets  and  inspect  on  the  one  trip  the  complete  line  of  consumer 
goods  manufactured  or  distributed  in  San  Francisco 

(5)  Work  will  be  started  on  a  Consumer  Goods  Resource  Di- 
rectory which,  when  completed,  will  be  mailed  to  merchandise 
managers  of  principal  department  stores  throughout  the  nation, 
together  with  an  invitation  to  inspect  the  San  Francisco  market. 

(6)  Blue-prints  are  complete  for  launching  a  broad  program  of 
goodwill-building  in  the  West  which  will  augment  the  activities  of 
the  Domestic  Trade  Committee  in  building  good  will  for  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  Trade  Area  Representation  Plan  will  call  upon  members 
of  all  of  the  various  committees  within  the  Chamber  to  serve  as 
special  representatives  of  the  Chamber  when  making  business  trips 
to  trade  centers  in  the  11  Western  .States. 

Each  special  representative  will  call  on  the  chamber  of  com- 
merce in  the  city  visited  and  offer  the  services  and  facilities  of  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  any  way  in  which  they  can 
be  helpful  to  that  community.  Reiiuests  for  cooperation  or  assistance 
with  problems  facing  that  community  will  be  acted  upon  by  the 
Domestic  Trade  Conmiittee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

FACTOHV  K.^IPLOY.MEXT 

More  permanent  factory  jobs  in  the  -San  Francisco 
Bay  Region  has  long  been  the  fundamental  objective  of 
the  San   Francisco  Chamber's   Industrial    Department. 


(\irrently  this  has  become  the  basic  objective  of  most 
"recon\ersion"  activities  that  are  occupying  the  atten- 
tion of  the  entire  nation  since  the  surrender  of  Japan. 

While  the  end  of  the  war  with  Japan  will  not  change  the 
Industrial  Department's  functions,  new  conditions  will  per- 
mit a  greater  concentration  of  efforts  on  factory  development 
in  lieu  of  concern  with  manpower,  material  and  other  con- 
trols and  the  problems  which  they  have  imposed  on  the 
mining  and  manufacturing  industries. 

•  Manufacturers  in  unprecedented  numliers  are  cviiicing  interest 
in  the  Pacific  Coast  as  a  location  for  new  plants.  The  Industrial 
Department  works  closely  with  such  manufacturers  in  studies  on 
which  the  selection  of  sites  is  based.  Such  studies  involve  a  wide 
variety  of  subjects,  including  geography;  transportation  facilities, 
services  and  rates;  material  availability  and  costs;  market  magnitude 
and  proximity;  labor  conditions  and  rates;  site  and  building  avail- 
ability and  prices;  power  and  fuel  sources  and  rates;  water  sources 
and  rates;  capital  and  credit  availability;  kinds  and  amounts  of 
taxes;  and  waste  disposal  and  draina,ge  conditions. 

In  addition  to  factory  prospects,  the  Department  also 
serves  existing  manufacturers  in  the  solution  of  various 
problems  and  as  a  clearing  house  for  information  on  legis- 
lative and  other  questions. 

Currently,  activities  of  the  Department  are  guided  through  a 
Mining  Conmiittee,  an  Emergency  Reconversion  Committee  and 
Iron  and  Steel,  Sites  and  Buildings  and  other  sections  of  a  general 
Industrial  Development  Committee  which  ultimately  will  include 
Electronics,  Apparel  and  Textiles,  Non-ferrous  Metals,  Special 
Projects,  Plastics  and  other  sections. 

In  order  to  inform  manufacturers  throughout  the  nation 
of  the  Bay  Area's  advantages,  the  Department  will  shortly 
publish  a  Basic  Report  on  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Region  as  a 
Factory  Location.  This  report  will  be  somewhat  technical  in 
nature,  but  will  serve  as  a  handbook  on  factors  governing 
the  choice  of  plant  sites. 

This  basic  report  will  be  supplemented  in  the  near  future  by 
other  reports  covering  opportunities  in  the  iron  and  steel,  non- 
ferrous  metals  and  other  fields. 

The  Department  always  welcomes  suggestions  as  to  how 
services  to  existing  manufacturers  may  be  improved  and  in 
regard  to  factory  prospects. 

PUBLIC-  AFFAIRS 

(1)  A  renewed  effort  on  the  part  of  the  Naval  Affairs 
Committee  of  the  .San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  have  San  Francisco  designated  as  home  port  for  the 
Pacific  Coast  fleet.  The  location  of  the  fleet  in  this  port 
would  mean  millions  of  dollars  annually  to  the  merchants 
and  to  purveyors  of  supplies  and  merchandise  of  all 
kinds. 

(2)  A  continuing  effort  to  influence  those  in  authority 
in  Washington  to  locate  a  Naval  Academy  on  the  Pacific 
coast  and  preferably  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area. 

(3)  The  launching  of  a  program  of  activities  by  the 
newly  created  Insurance  Committee  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  to  bring  about  a  greater 
understanding  of  insurance  and  its  far-reaching  effects 
upon  our  business  and  economic  life.

The  Chamber  is  prepared  to  work  for: 

1.  Tlie  early  adoption  and  institution  of  a  postwar  transit  plan 
for  San  Francisco. 

2.  In  the  expediting  of  improvements  in  the  street  circulatory 
system,  including  the  establishment  of  off-street  parking,  elimination 
of  curb  parking,  extension  of  the  one-way  street  system  to  include  a 
complete  grid,  institution  of  a  progressive  timing  of  stop-and-go 
signals,  and  reconstruction  of  thoroughfares  serving  the  congested 
district  and  adjacent  areas. 

3.  Immediate  construction  of  the  section  of  Bayshore  Freeway 
serving  the  greatest  number  of  users  between  San  Francisco  and  the 
San   Francisco  Airport. 

4.  Make  representations  to  the  special  joint  fact-finding  com- 
mittee on  highways,  streets,  and  bridges  of  the  State  Legislature, 
and  urge  the  early  adoption  of  a  greatly  expanded  highway  program 
for  the  State  of  California,  including  a  limited  access  highway  system 
in  line  with  the  Chamber's  policy  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

5.  The  Housing  Conference  Committee  renew  its  efforts  to 
obtain  immediate  removal  of  all  restrictions  on  private  home 
building  to  permit  home  building  by  private  enterprise  using  private 
capital  to  supply  homes  for  civilians  who  desire  to  become  perma- 
nent residents  in  San  Francisco. 

TRA^SPORTATIO]\ 

The  termination  of  the  war  finds  the  Transportation 
Department  prepared  to  tackle  several  problems,  some 
new  and  some  old. 

•  From  a  rate  standpoint,  the  most  important  thing 
is  the  revision  of  the  Consolidated  Freight  Rate  Classi- 
fication so  as  to  provide  uniform  ratings  in  all  sections 
of  the  country.  This  was  ordered  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  recently  and  the  railroads  have 
agreed  to  undertake  the  job.  While  the  decision  in  the 
class  rate  case  did  not  affect  Mountain-Pacific  territory 
directly,  the  revision  of  the  Classification  will  necessitate 
changes  in  rates  throughout  the  territory.  The  Depart- 
ment is  making  an  extensive  study  of  the  situation  and 
will  actively  participate  in  all  future  proceedings  in- 
volving those  rates. 

The  Department  will  take  appropriate  action  on  the 
many  bills  which  are  now  before  Congress  which  affect  the 
future  of  all  forms  of  transportation. 

•  Car  efficiency  work  must  continue  for  the  time  being.  Passenger 
and  freight  traftic  through  San  Francisco  will  continue  heavy. 
Millions  of  men  must  be  redeployed.  The  Army  of  Occupation  of 
the  Japanese  homeland  and  the  other  territories  formerly  held  by 
our  enemies  wi'll  require  large  c|uantities  of  supplies,  as  will  the 
Fleet  and  Air  Force.  Civilian  goods  will  move  in  increasing  volume. 
Car  demands  will  continue  to  be  heavy  and  the  Department  will, 
therefore,  devote  its  attention  to  keeping  traffic  moving  in  and  out 
of  San  Francisco  freely.  Shippers  and  receivers  must  continue  to 
load  and  unload  cars  and  trucks  promptly. 

As  additional  labor  and  equipment  becomes  available, 
the  Department  will  urge  restoration  of  many  scheduled 
freight  services  which  were  discontinued  during  the  war, 
and  for  the  establishment  of  additional  fast  schedules  as 
rapidly  as  conditions  permit. 


WOULII  TIKAUE 

•  Broad  Objectives: 

With  the  cooperation  and  leadership  of  interested 
businessmen  in  the  Chamber,  the  World  Trade  Depart- 
ment will  develop  a  program  based  on  the  area's  natural, 
industrial  and  geographical  assets. 

1.  Work  for  a  world  in  which  private  enterprise  can 
profitably  operate. 

2.  Attempt  to  discover  what  as  the  result  of  the  war 
this  region  can  supply  to  the  world  and  take  from  the 
world  on  a  mutually  profitable  basis. 

3.  Determine  methods  through  which  San  Francisco 
as  a  City  through  its  business  men  will  properly  conduct 
and  handle  this  business. 

•  Worlcing  Program  Consists  of: 

1.  WORLD  TRADE  INDEX  FILE— Development 
for  postwar  use  of  a  current  down-to-date  index  file  con- 
taining pertinent  information  about  San  Francisco  and 
northern  California  firms  in  the  import-export  field, 
manufacturers  with  export  departments,  etc.  This  file 
is  |to  be  designed  so  that  it  can  be  current  at  all  times 
and  will  be  used  as  a  basis  for  assisting  importers  and 
exporters  abroad  in  securing  desirable  connections  in 
San  Francisco.  Such  an  index  of  sources  of  supply, 
including  export  houses  in  the  area  as  well  as  manu- 
facturers equipped  to  handle  exports,  will  not  only  in- 
clude the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  but  also 
the  Bay  Region  and  northern  California. 

2.  ADVERTISING  THE  INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE  CENTER,  SAN  FRANCISCO  BAY  RE- 
GION— A  joint  committee  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Com- 
mittee and  the  Foreign  Trade  Association  are  at  the 
present  time  making  an  intense  study  as  to  what  is  the 
best  possible  way  to  advertise  the  San  Francisco  Bay 
Region  as  an  international  trade  center  in  the  postwar 
period. 

3.  The  securing  of  dependable  fast  and  frequent 
shipping  services  on  all  essential  trade  routes  with  par- 
ticular attention  given  to  the  type  of  commodity  carried 
in  vessels  leaving  this  port. 

4.  Through  industry  tours,  radio  programs,  Latin 
American  press  releases  and  various  periodical  medium 
continue  the  development  of  a  community  advertising 
program  abroad  which  was  interrupted  by  the  war. 

5.  The  providing  of  a  consulting  and  advisory  service 
for  International  traders  in  the  Bay  Region,  such  a 
service  giving  proper  guidance  in  current  foreign  trade 
procedure. 

6.  Through  the  intelligent  use  of  all  the  resources  of 
the  Area  to  develop  and  expand  current  and  pre-war 
trade  relations  with  all  the  trading  areas  of  the  world 
on  a  mutually  profitable  basis. 

7.  Continue  publishing  carefully  screened  Foreign 
Trade  Tips. 
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Thumb  Nail  Sketch :  by  the  Research  Department 

As  the  end  of  hostilities  came  to  the  war  in  the  Pacific,  activities  in  the  San 
Francisco  Port  of  Embarkation,  so  recently  designated  as  the  world's  most 
important,  were  at  new  highs  in  every  major  field  except  shipbuilding,  which 
reached  its  peak  during  1943. 

•  EMPLOYMENT 

Total  civilian  employment  in  the  San 
P'rancisco  Bay  Industrial  Area  during  the 
closing  weeks  of  the  war  amounted  to  795,000 
persons,  according  to  the  State  Department 
of  Industrial  Relations,  who  explained  the 
civilian  employed  included  owners  and  self- 
employed,  salaried  workers,  and  wage  earners. 
This  was  6Q,000  fewer  than  at  the  peak  of 
shipbuilding  in  194.?,  but  243,000  above  the 
April  1940  level  of  552,500. 

The  relation  between  the  industry 
groups  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
during  the  Pre-war,  Mid-war,  and  End- 
of-war  Periods  are  shown  in  the  table 
end  columns  1  and  2.  During  the  Postwar 
Period,  now  shaping,  the  evidence  indi- 
cates that  we  can  expect  the  construc- 
tion, trade  and  service  activities  to 
attract  many  formerly  engaged  in  gov- 
ernment and  war  activities. 


•SALES 

Hay  Region  department  store  sales  during 
July  continued  strong  despite  a  decline  in 
employment  and  payrolls  in  the  manufac- 
turing industries.  July  department  store  sales 
were  up  14  per  cent  above  last  July  with  the 
first  7  months  up  16  per  cent,  while  apparel 
store  .sales  were  up  18  per  cent  with  the 
cumulative  period  up  15  per  cent 

.San  Francisco  sales  were  up  15  per  cent  and 
19  per  cent,  respectively.  San  Jose  reported  an 
increase  of  If>  per  cent  in  July,  and  Santa  Rosa 
14  per  cent.  July  department  store  sales  in  tiie 
Central  Valley  were  up  10  per  cent  with  the 
cumulative  period  up  12  per  cent,  while  sales  in 
the  Los  Anjieles  area  were  up  17  per  cent  and  15 
per  cent,  respectively.  Sales  in  the  12th  Federal 
Reserve  District  were  up  13  per  cent  and  14  per 
cent,  respectively. 

In  the  wholesale  trade  field,  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census  reports  Pacific  Coast  sales  for 
June  4  per  cent  under  June  last  year,  with 


I  he  6  months'  cumulative  up  4  per  cent.  The 
nation's  sales  showed  no  change  in  June 
compared  to  June  last  year,  but  there  was 
an  increase  of  2  per  cent  for  the  6  months. 
During  the  first  6  months  Paciflc  Coast  sales  of 
automotive  supplies  led  all  fields  with  a  20  per 
cent  increase,  followed  by  leather  and  shoe  find- 
inCs  with  18  per  cent,  lumber  and  buildinii  sales 
9  per  cent,  and  fruit  and  vegetables  8  per  cent. 
.Sales  of  plumbinii  and  heatinft  supplies  showed 
the  sharpest  decline  of  21  per  cent  followed  by 
shoes  and  other  footwear  13  per  cent,  and  meat 
and  meat  products  10  per  cent. 

•  FINANCIAL 

Bay  Area  July  financial  transactions 
amounted  to  $2,181,102,000  compared  to 
$2,075,694,000  last  July.  The  7  months' 
cumulative  of  $15,755,816,000  was  $1,14.?,- 
092,000  above  the  same  period  last  year. 

•  TRAFFIC 

Jul\'  freight  car  movements  within  the  .San 
Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits  amounted 
to  70.964  compared  to  76,121  in  June  and 
70,592  in  July  last  year.  The  7  months' 
cumulative  of  498,633  cars  was  up  6.5  per 
cent  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

•  WAGE  EARNER  BREAKDOWN 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  Industrial  Area  during 
July  reported  184,300  wage  earners  compared 
to  186,600  in  June,  and  252,000  in  July  last 
year. 

Tlie  nuiTiber  employed  in  the  non-durable  group 
amounted  to  50,900  compared  to  52,200  in  June,  and 
60,000  in  July  last  year.  The  shrinkage  of  68,000  wage 
earners  during  the  year  occurred  in  the  durable  group 
which  includes  shipbuilding.  July  employment  in  the 
manufacturing  industries  was  off  26.9  per  cent  com- 
pared to  last  July  with  the  7  months'  average  of  20.1 
per  cent.  In  July,  payrolls  were  off  24.3  per  cent  and 
18.6  per  cent  for  the  cumulative  period.  .Average 
weekly  earnings  were  reported  at  $60.81  during  July

•  BUSINESS  ACTIVITY 

General  business  activity  in  San  Francisco  durinR 
July  measured  by  our  index  declined  seasonally  to  I'M. 6 
from  the  June  peak  of  208.6.  hut  was  7.6  per  cent  ahove 
July  last  year.  The  7  months"  average  of  198. A  was  up 
10.5  per  cent  over  last  year. 

Other  gains  In  San  Francisco  for  tlie  7  months' 
period  over  the  like  period  last  year  included

On  Bay  Area  Peace 
Home  Possibility 

A  report  from  the  special  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  com- 
mittee to  explore  aspects  of  possible 
choice  of  this  city  as  World  Security 
Headquarters  has  disclosed  that  all 
p:;ssible  steps  are  being  taken. 

"We  have  offered  our  assistance  to  the 
proper  officials  in  the  State  Department 
of  our  own  country  and  to  those  who  will 
be  discussing  the  matter  with  delegates 
of  other  nations,"  said  Walter  A.  Haas, 
chairman  of  the  Chatnber's  special  com- 
mittee. 

"Naturally,  the  whole  question  is  one 
which  will  be  settled  on  the  very  highest  dip- 
lomatic levels  and  approaches  must  be  based 
on  that  realization.  We  have,  however,  kept 
in  constant  contact  with  the  officials  in- 
volved to  determine  how  we  can  be  of  greatest 
assistance  to  them." 

Henry  F.  Grady,  president  of  the 
Chamber,  observed  that,  "it  is  an  inter- 
national question,  one  which  will  be 
settled  by  joint  consultation  of  the 
United  Nations.  The  proper  thing  for  this 
city  to  do  is  to  offer  its  facilities,  to  gather 
all  information  and  data  which  may  be 
of  use  to  the  officials  in  their  delibera- 
tions.

"But  wherever  the  location  of  the  head- 
quarter ■•  may  be,  San  P'rancisco  has  offered 
its  cooperation,"  Haas  declared.

There 
are  new  properties  for  Liebes',  Benatar's, 
Samuels,  Hastings,  Leeds,  Edison,  Rucker- 
Fuller — I  could  goon  and  r  n  with  the  names. 

"All  over  this  town  of  ours  great  new 
projects  are  now  under  way  or  planned 
for  the  immediate  future.  There  is  the 
Boys'  Club  with  a  new  center  at  Brod- 
erick,  Oak  and  Fell — five  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars.  Sears-Roebuck  is  e.xpanding 
at  Geary  and  Masonic.  There  are  plans 
running  into  millions  for  a  new  San 
Francisco  State  College,  and  expansion 
of  the  University  of  California  Medical 
School     six  and  a  half  million  dollars. 

"There  is  a  new  produce  market  planned 
to  modernize  handling  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables in  this  city.  That  will  cost  several 
millions.  The  great  World  Trade  Center 
project  is  figured  at  over  thirt>'  million  dol- 
lars. The  new  Apparel  City  garment  manu- 
facturing center  will  cost  over  six  millions 
and  take  up  27  acres.  Homes  will  have  to  be 
built  in  this  city  for  over  200,000  people.  To 
say  nothing  of  industrial  expansion — General 
Electric,  more  than  a  million,  W'estinghouse, 
Western  Crown  Cork  &  Seal,  three  million 
dollars — and  on  and  on  until  you  haven't  the 
space  to  mention  them  all. 

"Literally  there  are  hundreds  of  proj- 
ects like  these.  These  are  not  prospects. 
They  are  a  few  of  the  actualities.  San 
Francisco  is  trying  on  its  first  pair  of 
long  pants. 

"This  is  San  Francisco.  That's  what 
we've  been  selling,  and  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce is  the  City."

•  BUSINESS  CONTROLS 

Government  agencies  have  announced  the  re 
laxation  or  complete  abandonment  of  many 
wartime  controls.  There  is  every  possibiIlt\' 
that  so-called  "reconversion"  controls  will  be 
substituted.  It  is  possible  of  course  for  agencies 
established  by  executive  order  to  be  abolished 
in  the  same  manner.  Action  in  other  cases  de- 
pends upon  a  legal  interpretation  as  to  the 
e.xact  meaning  of  such  terms  as  "cessation  of 
hostilities,"  "duration  and  six  months,"  "end 
of  the  war,"  and  other  similar  provisions  in 
existing  legislation.  It  must  be  remembered 
that  the  last  war  did  not  legallv  end  until 
October  21,  1921. 

It  is  apparent  that  the  OPA  will  en- 
deavor to  maintain  rigid  price  control  on 
many  items.  The  present  policy  is  to  ad- 
here to  1942  prices  if  possible. 

•  FARM  LABOR 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  planning  to 
lii|uidate  the  present  program  of  using  Mexi- 
can Nationals  in  California.  Plans  call  for 
lii|uidation  of  this  program  after  the  present 
harvest  season.  Present  contracts  expire  in 
November  and  December.  Although  prisoners 
of  war  are  now  being  used,  this  unexpected 
supply  of  labor  will  eventually  disappear.  Re- 
ports state  that  industrial  workers  are  not  in- 
terested in  farm  work.  The  situation  could  be- 
come critical  by  1946  unless  some  solution  can 
be  found  to  the  problem  of  supplying  the  de- 
mand for  agricultural  labor. 

•  EXPORT 

FKA  will  announce  a  revised  licensing  pro- 
cedure shortly  after  September  1.  It  will  re- 
duce "substantially"  the  number  of  com- 
modities for  which  specific  export  licenses 
must  be  obtained.  Many  commodities  will  be 
transferred  to  general  license. 

Priority  assistance  will  be  assigned  by 
the  WPB  only  in  those  cases  where  the 
exporter  can  demonstrate  that  it  is  nec- 
essary to  obtain  certain  items  and  that 
failure  to  obtain  them  would  have  serious 
consequences. 

It  is  possible  that  restrictions  by  foreign 
governments  against  American  interests  mas' 
cause  a  consolidation  of  export  operations  and 
make  continued  control  of  foreign  trade  a 
possibility,  at  least  in  some  degree.

Non-Stop,  Record 
Flights  from  S.  F. 
to  N.  Y.  Revealed 

The  first  scheduled  trans-American 
non-stop  express  service  in  the  country's 
history  has  begun  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  New  York,  operated  by  Pan 
American  World  Airways,  according 
to  an  announcement  made  last  week. 

•  All-time  high — Participating  in  the 
Army's  Redeployment  of  Troops,  Pan  Ameri- 
can set  what  is  believed  to  be  an  all-time 
record  for  transcontinental  service  by  making 
a  scheduled  round  trip,  August  19-20,  from 
San  Francisco  to  New  York  and  return  to  San 
Francisco  in  less  than  24  hours,  actually  21 
hours  in  the  air.

Forty  new  factories  and  22  plant  e.\- 
pansions  were  reported  for  Northern 
California  during  July,  1945.  according 
to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber's  Indus- 
trial Department.  These  developments 
represent  investments  of  $4,522,000 
which,  added  to  the  $34,898,000  re- 
ported for  the  first  six  months  of  1945 
aggregate  $39,420,000  in  industrial  de- 
velopment for  the  area  up  to  August  1.

Bros,  of  .San  Francisco. 
•  This  information  was  disclosed  at  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Association  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  at 
which  time  results  of  the  FEA  Trade  mission 
to  the  Islands  and  an  all-day  session  of  the 
Philippine  Advisory  Committee  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C.,  were  discussed. 

"If  private  trade  cannot  do  the  job  of 
supplying  Philippine  needs,  FEA  will 
take  over,"  Magnuson  reported. 

•  Supplementing  this  statement,  Kenneth 
H  Campbell,  member  of  the  FEA  Philippine 
Advisorv  Committee  and  manager  World 
Trade  Department  of  the  Chamber,  reported 
that  FEA  has  given  assurances  that  priorities 
and  allocations  will  be  sufficient  to  permit 
private  trade  to  take  care  of  the  requirements 
of  the  area. 

Magnuson  pointed  out  that  in  spite  of  the  terrible 
devalfation  wrought  in  the  Philippmes,  the  Army  has 
built  nine  new  piers,  bnnging  the  total  in  Manila  up  to 
thirteen.  In  addition,  a  sorting  shed  has  been  provided. 
Warehouse  space  is  still  pitiably  lacking,  necessitating 
early  clearances  from  what  facilities  are  available. 
Magnuson  explained  that  so  anxious  are  the  Chinese 
iniporters  to  obtain  goods  they  will  store  in  bedrooms 
and  kitchens  if  necessary. 

Emphasizing  the  fact  that  the  Army  Insists 
upon  equitable  distribution  of  merchandise 
among  all  the  Islands,  not  just  Manila  Mag- 
nuson reported  that  until  recently  only  17  small 
boats  carrying  60  tons  each  had  been  turned  over 
to  the  inter-island  trade.  WSA  has  just  released 
16  coastwise  vessels  to  the  Philippine  government 
which  should  ease  this  situation. 

The  Commonwealth  Government  has  worked  out  a 
svstem  of  mark  ups  for  wholesale  and  retail  trade  based 
upon  CIF  landed  cost,  plus  wharfage  charges  plus 
storage  charges.  In  addition,  a  system  of  price  ceilings 
on  certain  commodities  and  rationing  has  been  worked 
SUt  the  rationing  plan  to  apply  to  Greater  Manila  and 
effective  October  1.

•  APPAREL 

The  National  Federation  of  Apparel  Asso- 
ciations plans  an  organizational  meeting  in 
Chicago  on  September  25  and  26  to  elect 
officers  and  directors  and  adopt  a  final  pro- 
gram of  action.  Many  apparel  associations  in 
all  parts  of  the  country  have  signified  their 
desire  to  participate  in  the  Federation. 

The  idea  of  the  Federation  originated 
in  San  Francisco.  Herbert  Eloesser,  Eloes- 
ser-Heynemann  Co.;  John  O.  Gantner, 
Jr.,  Gantner  and  Mattern  Co.;  Robert 
Stanton,  Aris  Gloves,  Inc. ;  and  Fred 
Pruter,  Pacific  Coast  Garment  Manu- 
facturers, have  been  active  in  the  organ- 
izational work  of  the  Federation. 


•  WAR  RULINGS 

A  copy  of  the  Report  to  the  President  by 
the  Attorney  General  concerning  the  limita- 
tion, suspension  or  termination  of  emergency, 
national  defense  and  war  legislation  is  avail- 
able at  the  Chamber  offices. 

The  first  part  of  the  report  deals  with 
the  source  and  duration  of  the  principal 
powers  of  the  war  agencies.  The  second 
part  is  a  list  of  war  powers  statutes 
grouped  according  to  their  termination 
provisions.  This  report  was  submitted  to 
Congress  recently  by  President  Truman. 

•  EXPORT 

The  Department  of  the  Interior,  Insular 
Affairs,  is  now  formulating  plans  to  end  re- 
strictions on  shipments  to  Puerto  Rico.  At 
present  all  shipments  are  made  by  the  gov- 
ernment, but  it  is  expected  that  by  December 
1,  1945,  or  possibly  before,  this  control  will 
be  lifted  and  the  trade  will  be  turned  over  to 
private  exporters. 

The  various  government  agencies  in- 
volved are  now  making  a  survey  of  the 
supply  situation  on  the  various  commod- 
ities to  be  shipped  to  Puerto  Rico,  and 
as  soon  as  these  figures  are  available  the 
exact  date  of  resumption  of  private  trade 
with  Puerto  Rico  will  be  announced.  It  is 
expected  that  this  announcement  will  be 
forthcoming  during  the  week  of  Sep- 
tember 9-15. 


Pricing 


Reconversion 
Explained  by  Local 
Office  of  O.P.A. 

In  \iew  of  the  general  concern  over 
problems  of  conversion  of  war  plants 
to  peacetime  production,  the  San 
Francisco  District  of  the  Office  of 
Price  Adininistration  has  supplied  the 
following  information  to  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment : 

"Northern  California  manufacturers  who 
are  reconverting  their  plants  to  peacetime 
production  are  displaying  reluctance  in  bring- 
ing their  products  to  the  OPA  for  pricing. 
This  reluctance  is  not  justified  by  the  situa- 
tion. 

"The  OPA  reconversion  pricing  setup 
is  definitely  not  a  'bottleneck'.  Manu- 
facturers who  submit  prices  on  items 
they  plan  to  produce  will  be  notified 
within  fifteen  days  if  the  submitted  price 
does  not  meet  with  OPA  approval.  If  the 
fifteen  day  period  passes  without  such 
notice  from  the  OPA,  the  manufacturer 
may  begin  to  sell  at  the  submitted  price. 
This  applies  to  manufacturers  whose 
estimated  yearly  sales  are  less  than 
$200,000. 

"Manufacturers  whose  estimated  sales  run  less  than 
$50,000  per  year  may  use  a  greatly  simplified  form 
when  applying  for  prices.  In  cases  where  estimated 
sales  run  over  $200,000  per  year  the  Regional  Oflice  of 
the  OPA  has  the  authority  to  set  prices  in  nearly  all 
lines.  Only  a  few  items  must  be  referred  to  the  National 
Office. 

"The  OPA  District  and  Regional  Offices  are 
prepared  to  furnish  complete  pricing  service 
within  a  reasonable  length  of  time.  The  prompt 
submission  of  items  on  the  reconversion  list  Is 
essential  to  the  entire  reconversion  program. 
Full  employment  and  the  flow  of  goods  to  con- 
sumers depends  on  the  rapidity  with  which  this 
pricing  procedure  Is  handled. 

"Some  manufacturers  are  taking  the  position  that 
it  is  not  necessary  to  submit  prices  to  the  OP.A.  that 
price  controls  will  be  removed  in  the  near  future,  and 
that  the  OP.^  will  not  be  able  to  enforce  price  controls 
even  if  these  controls  are  left  on  the  statute  books. 
Tliis  is  a  dangerous  position  and  may  lead  to  serious 
diflicultics  in  the  near  future. 

"The  District  and  Regional  OPA  staffs  are  pre- 
pared to  give  good  service  In  the  field  of  recon- 
version pricing  at  this  time.  If  a  large  number  of 
manufacturers  delay  submitting  their  prices  for 
approval  and  then  flood  the  offices  with  applica- 
tions at  some  future  date,  the  whole  reconversion 
program  will  suffer."

$6,000,000  Building  Charted 
for  California  Medical  School 

Over  six  million  dollars  will  be 
spent  on  new  buildings  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Medical  Center 
in  San  Francisco  if  plans  approved  by 
the  1943  Legislature  are  carried  out, 
according  to  Comptroller  James  H. 
Corley  of  the  I'niversity. 
•  Of  this  amount  which  will  be  spent  in 
the  immediate  postwar  period,  $2,22.S,O0O  has 
already  been  appropriated  for  expenditure; 
$.?, 800,000  more  in  the  State  of  California 
surplus  was  earmarked  for  additional  build- 
ing, but  must  be  appropriated  by  the  Legis- 
lature before  it  becofiies  available. 

"These  figures  are  based  on  1941  costs, 
however,"  said  Corley,  "and  approxi- 
mately 25  per  cent  or  more  must  be 
added  to  them  if  the  buildings  are  to  be 
constructed  as  planned." 

Corley  said  that  a  long  range  program  is  envisioned 
by  the  Medical  Center  which,  if  realized,  will  make  the 
University's  professional  schools  second  to  none  in  the 
United  States  and  one  of  the  largest  in  the  world.

S.  F.  C  of  C  Thanked 
for  Support,  Eureka- 
Klamath  Falls  Appeal 

San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce support  of  an  appeal  for  trunk 
line  air  service  to  Eureka  and  Klam- 
atli  Falls  brought  thanks  recently 
from  Eureka  and  Klamath  Falls 
chambers  of  commerce. 

•  The  two  cities  have  requested 
that  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
grant  airline  applications  for  trunk 
line  service  to  Eureka  and  Klamath 
Falls  on  a  San  Francisco-Portland 
route.  Although  the  Examiner  in  the 
West  Coast  Case  found  that  "be- 
cause of  the  difficulties  with  surface 
transportation  they  (Eureka  and 
Klamath  Falls)  have  greater  need  for 
air  service,"  he  failed,  however,  to 
recommend  trunk  line  air  service  for 
the  two  communities. 

"To  say  that  we  were  pleased 
at  the  action  taken  by  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
in  supporting  our  request  for 
main  line  air  service  is  putting  it 
mildly,"  commented  Whitney  Al- 
lyn,  secretary,  Eureka  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  in  a  letter  to  the 
San  Francisco  Chamber. 

"It  certainly  is  heartwarming 
to  receive  such  fine  support  from 
a  neighboring  chamber  of  com- 
merce. We  sincerely  believe  that 
establishment  of  a  main  line 
operation  between  here  and  San 
Francisco  will  be  of  real  mutual 
benefit,"  added  Charles  R.  Stark, 
manager,  Klamath  County  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  urged 
the  CAB  to  give  careful  consideration

Distribution  studies  of  the  current 
population  in  the  Bay  Area  by  the  Re- 
search Department  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber,of  Commerce  reveal  out 
of  2,385,779  people  in  the  San  Francisco 
Metropolitan  Bay  Area  (nine  counties) 
1,968,387  or  82.4  per  cent  are  living  in 
54  incorporated  cities  within  a  fifty- 
mile  railius  of  San  Francisco. 

Of  the  population  in  the  incor- 
porated cities  52.1  per  cent  now  live 
in  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula 
area,  38.5  per  cent  in  the  East  Bay 
area,  and  9.4  per  cent  in  the  North 
Bay  area.  The  growth  of  the  indi- 
vidual cities  in  all  three  areas  since 
1940  has  been  remarkable. 

The  growth  of  each  and  of  the  several 
areas  is  shown  in  Tables  A  and  B,  and  of 
the  separate  cities  is  shown  in  Table  C.

•  LUMBER 

Although  lumber  stocks  at  mills  and 
concentration  yards  totaled  3,259,160,000 
board  feet  at  the  end  of  June,  a  slight 
increase  over  the  position  at  the  end  of 
May,  lumber  production  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1945  was  10.3  per  cent  less  than 
that  for  the  first  half  of  1944.  Lumber 
stocks  in  the  West  increased  4.7  per  cent 
in  June  while  production  decreased  8.2 
per  cent.  With  a  sharp  decline  in  military 
requirements  it  is  expected  that  stocks 
will  be  built  up  to  a  more  workable  po- 
sition within  sixty  to  ninety  days. 

The  W  ar  Production  Board  has  announced 
that  distribution  of  lumber  will  be  free  from 
controls  October  1.  Order  L-335  has  been 
revoked. 

•  DRIVE-IN  THEATRES 

The  War  Production  Board  has  predicted 
that  the  number  of  drive-in  theatres  will  at 
least  treble  within  a  short  time  after  equip- 
ment is  freed  for  civilian  use.  There  are  about 
100  such  theatres  in  operation  at  the  present 
time. 

•  HOUSING 

According  to  Raymond  M.  Foley, 
Commissioner  of  the  Federal  Housing 
Administration,  private  enterprise  is 
counted  upon  to  provide  the  great  bulk 
of  the  nation's  housing  needs,  variously 
estimated  at  1,000,000  to  1,500,000  houses 
a  year  for  ten  years. 

It  is  also  stated  that  field  offices  of  the 
FHA  have  been  instructed  to  lend  all  possible 
assistance  to  sponsors  of  proposed  residential 
subdivisions  in  preparing  land  plans  which 
meet  required  standards.

S.  F.  Fire  Prevention 
Progress  Since  1906 
Told  by  Andrew  Lynch 

A  full  color  painting  of  San  Francisco  after 
the  disaster  of  1906  with  an  accompanying 
article  is  carried  in  the  October  issue  of 
Esquire    magazine. 

Following  are  excerpts  from  an  historical  commen- 
tary by  Andrew  J.  Lynch,  member  ol"  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Board  of  Directors,  and  chair- 
man of  its  Insurance  Committee,  on  conditions  leading 
to  tne  annihilating  fire  and  the  way  in  which  San 
Francisco  today  has  protected  itself  from  another  such 
disaster. 

"A  graphic  story,  accompanied  by  a  vividly  interest- 
ing painting  especially  done  for  Esquire  by  Harper 
Goff  to  illustrate  the  havoc  wrought  to  San  Franisco 
in  April  1906  by  the  twin  disasters  of  earthquake  and 
fire,  is  featured  in  the  October  issue  of  Esquire  under 
the  title  'The  Great  Disaster  of  1905'.  The  article 
relates  how  the  earthquake  of  only  forty-eight  seconds 
duration  resulted  in  fifty-two  original  fires  on  the 
morning  of  the  earthquake,  which  fires  gradually 
joined  forces  and  continued  for  four  days,  sweeping 
away  most  of  the  downtown  section,  San  Francisco's 
famed  Chinatown,  and  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
residential  section  of  the  city,  when  breakage  of  water 
mains  caused  by  the  earthquake  rendered  impossible 
the  effective  fighting  of  the  numerous  fires. 

•'The  fact  that  the  earthquake  lasted  for  only 
forty-elftht  seconds  while  the  fire  raged  for  four 
days  and  largely  obliterated  the  damage  done  by 
earthquake— explains  rather  clearly  why  San 
Franciscans  are  inclined  to  refer  to  the  period 
prior  to  the  disaster  as  'before  the  fire'  rather  than 
'before  the  earthquake' — causing  many  non-resi- 
dents of  California  who  do  not  understand  the 
time  factors  involved  In  the  two  events  to  smile 
or  wink  knowingly  because  they  feel  the  reference 
to  fire  rather  than  earthquake  is  due  to  San 
Francisco's  wish  to  forget  there  had  been  an 
earthquake. 

"Before  the  joint  disasters  of  1906,  the  busy,  boom- 
ing, fast-growin!;  city  of  San  Francisco  had  so  little 
interest  in  fire  protection  that  in  a  report  issued  by  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  in  October,  1905— 
just  six  months  before  the  conflagration — the  following 
prophetic  remarks  were  included 


San  Francisco  has  violated  all  underwriting 
traditions  and  precedent  by  not  burning  up. 
That  it  has  not  done  so  is  largely  due  to  the 
vigilance  of  the  fire  department,  which  cannot  be 
relied  upon  indefinitely  to  stave  off  the  Inevit- 
able.' 

"The  fact  that  warnings  of  fire  prevention  engineers 
were  ignored  to  its  sorrow,  during  its  early  history,  has 
made  the  modern  San  Francisco  particularly  conscious 
of  fire  protection:  and  since  1906.  when  the  insurance 
companies'  losses  by  fire  ran  an  estimated  $225,000,000 
(and  losses  not  covered  by  insurance  totalled  many 
unknown  additional  millions) — San  Francisco  has  been 
among  the  most  alert  cities  of  the  country  in  taking 
precautions  against  a  recurrence  of  the  catastrophe. 

"As  a  result,  while  primary  fire  fighting  facili- 
ties are  found  In  every  modern  city,  San  Francisco 
has  taken  the  further  precaution  of  installing  an 
elaborate  auxiliary  water  supply  system  designed 
and  used  solely  for  fire  protection  purposes.  This 
system  consists  of  high  pressure  mains,  cisterns, 
pumping  plants,  and  reservoirs,  and  is  capable  of 
using  fresh  water  from  its  ample  reservoirs  or 
the  unlimited  amounts  of  salt  water  available 
from  San  Francisco  Bay.  It  is  also  unique  in  that 
pressure  is  maintained  from  two  distinct  sources 

gravity  and  pumps     a  feature  not  found  in  the 

auxiliary  systems  of  any  other  city. 

"Since  the  1906  fire  proved  to  be  the  world's  largest 
catastrophe  from  a  fire  insurance  viewpoint,  under- 
writers have  quite  naturally  been  reluctant  to  reduce 
fire  insurance  rates  in  the  city  of  San  Francisco  before 
the  city  demonstrated  that  it  had  earned  such  con- 
sideration. Despite  this  handicap,  the  city's  efforts 
along  lines  of  catastrophe  prevention  have  raised  its 
standing  with  underwriters  to  the  point  that  San 
Francisco  today  has  a  grading  with  National  Board  of 
Fire  Underwriters  equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  many  of 
the  best  protected  cities  in  the  country.  The  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  grades  cities  for  fire  sus- 
ceptibility in  classes  from  1  to  10,  and  these  classifica- 
tions are  used  as  a  basis  for  insurance  rates  by  the  local 
r  itiiiK  bureaus  throughout  the  country.  No.  I  denotes 
liu'  lowest  rate  basis  available,  while  No.  10  indicates 
the  c  itv  siiould  be  subjected  to  maximum  rates.  No.  1 
cl  issifiialion  is  reserved  for  the  ideal  city  protected  in 
accordame  with  theoretically  perfect  standards.  No 
city  has  ever  earned  this  grading. 

"The  best  protected  cities  in  the  country  are 
graded  No.  2,  and  San  Francisco  carries  a  No.  3 
grading  with  perhaps  memory  of  the  1906  dis- 
aster rather  than  the  physical  characteristics  and 
fire  protection  features  of  the  city,  keeping  it  out 
of  the  highest  graie  presently  accorded  to  cities 
bv  this  underwriters  board  which  in  1905  so 
bitterly  and  prophetically  assailed  the  city's  lack 
of  consciousness  of  the  risk  of  catastrophic  fires.

WESTERN    MARKET    DEVELOPMENT 


Six  million  civilians  have  been  added  to  the  western  market  during  the  generation  since  the 
close  of  World  War  I,  the  Research  Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
reported  today. 

•  Population  in  the  11  Western  States  in  July  1944  amounted  to  16,351,595  or  nearly 
double  that  of  1920  when  it  amounted  to  8,902,972,  and  has  risen  from  8.42  per  cent  to  12.33 
per  cent  of  the  United  States  total. 

The  civilian  population  in  1944  in  this  area  amounted  to  14,980,500,  or  11.77  per 
cent  of  the  nation's  total. 

•  Market  factors  shown  below  serve  to  indicate  the  relative  development  of  the  western 
market  as  we  enter  the  postwar  period: 


Promotion  of  C.  P.  Tanner  to  assistant  general  manager  and  of  Carroll 
Snyker  to  manager  of  the  Domestic  Trade  Department,  the  post  formerly 
held  by  Tanner,  was  announced  today  by  Louis  B.  Lundborg,  general  manager, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

"Scope  of  the  Chamber's  work 

has  broadened  to  such  an  ex- 
tent in  the  last  few  years  that 
reorganization  and  creation  of  an 
assistant  general  manager's  post 
is  a  prime  necessity  in  order  to 
handle  the  administrative  load  of 
expanded  staff  and  activities," 
Lundborg  said. 

Tanner  will  continue  in  his  capac- 
ity of  representing  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  with  the  Central  and  North- 
ern California  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Executives  (CANCCOCE),  and  other 
commercial  executives  organizations, 
Lundborg  added,  but  his  former  as- 
sistant, Snyker,  will  take  over  the 
activities  of  the  Chamber's  Domestic 
Trade  Department. 

"The  new  assistant  general 
manager  is  excellently  qualified 
for  his  duties,  having  served  the 
Chamber  for  ten  years  in  retail, 
industrial,  domestic  trade  and 
agricultural  fields  and  having 
acted  frequently  as  the  represent- 
ative of  management  in  public 
affairs,"  Lundborg  declared. 

"Snyker  has  been  with  the 
Chamber  for  eighteen  years  and 
in  recent  years  has  handled  some 
of  the  major  activities  of  the 
Domestic  Trade  Department.  He 
will  continue  this  work  and  in 
addition  will  serve  as  secretary  of 
the  Domestic  Trade  Committee, 
which  promotes  friendly  and  trade 
relations  with  adjacent  areas  and 
cooperates  on  San  Francisco's 
Market  Weeks,  as  part  of  its  over- 
all trade  development  program. 

"It  is  important  to  note  that  Tanner  pio- 
neered some  of  today's  most  important  activ- 
ities of  the  Chamber.  He  led  in  development 
of  the  Chamber's  agricultural  and  domestic 
trade  programs.  A  major  share  of  the  respon- 
sibility for  building  up  friendly  relationships 
for  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  with  other 
chambers  throughout  the  West  and  with  the 
California  agricultural  industry,  may  be  ac- 
credited to  Tanner."

•  FOREIGN  TRAVEL 

The  certification  and  issuance  of  priority  for 
steamship  travel  to  all  foreign  ports  was  dis- 
continued efifectixe  September  15  by  the  State 
Department  and  the  War  Shipping  Adminis- 
tration. The  action  was  taken  inasmuch  as 
more  shipping  facilities  are  being  turned  back 
to  private  companies. 

There  are  still  limitations  concerning 
travel  to  many  areas,  however,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  complete  all  passport  re- 
quirements before  departure  from  the 
United  States. 

•  WAR  HOUSING 

The  War  Housing  Program  of  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  has  been  terminated 
by  Commissioner  Kaymond  M.  Foley.  From 
now  on  all  FHA  home  financing  insurance 
operations  will  fie  conducted  under  normal 
peacetime  procedures. 

Exceptions  are  made  when  applica- 
tions for  war  housing  insurance  are  in 
process  or  already  granted,  but  not  under 
construction.  A  review  of  such  cases  was 
ordered  in  light  of  circumstances  brought 
about  by  the  end  of  the  war. 

•  EXPORT 

The  export  of  new  passenger  cars  and  trucks 
has  been  placed  under  control  by  the  War 
Production  Board.  Because  the  supply  will 
remain  inadequate  to  meet  demands  of 
civilian  ref|uirenients  for  some  time  a  new 
order  L-352  prohibits  producers  of  automo- 
biles and  trucks  from  exporting  to  any  foreign 
country,  including  Canada,  any  vehicles  in 
excess  of  quantities  authorized.

Airport,  Transportation 
are  High  Priorities  on 
City  Building  Program 

fncreased  and  improved  facilities  at  San 
Francisco's  airport,  elimination  of  downtown 
congestion  and  modernization  of  the  city's 
transportation  are  placed  high  on  the  city's 
postwar  planning  program,  according  to 
Adrien  J.  Falk,  chairman  of  the  Mayor's 
Postwar  I^lanning  Committee. 

Speaking  before  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  the  Commercial  Club  last 
week,  the  former  Chamber  president  declared 
that  the  decision  as  to  whether  these  proj- 
ects become  a  reality  rests  with  the  citizens. 

Financing  of  airport  modernization  would 
be  handled  by  a  $20,000,000  bond  issue  to  be 
put  before  the  voters  in  the  November 
election. 

Emphasizing  the  importance  of  eliminating 
the  bottleneck  in  the  downtown  Market  street 
area,  Falk  declared,  "If  this  problem  isn't 
solved,  all  other  interrelated  plans  will  bog 
down." 

Falk  said  that  these  projects  should  not 
compete  with  pri\'ate  industry  in  the  obtain- 
ing of  labor  and  materials. 

He  urged  that  every  San  Francisco  busi- 
nessman obtain  a  copy  of  the  committee's  re- 
port for  complete  study. 

"To  finance  this  program,"  stated  Falk, 
"we  are  asking  San  Franciscans  to  spend  1/10 
of  what  they  spent  on  war  destruction  to 
build  their  city.  If  they  are  afraid  to  spend  the 
money,  they  have  no  confidence  in  the  city's 
future."

Freight  Car  Shortage 
Is  Extremely  Critical 

Freight  car  shortages  are  probably 
more  critical  now  than  at  any  time 
during  i:lie  war. 

"Westbound  movement  of  traffic  sud- 
denly dropped  with  the  end  of  hostilities 
and  thousands  of  cars  remained  in  the 
Midwest  to  move  immense  grain  crops. 
As  a  result,  the  number  of  empty  box 
cars  available  for  loading  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  is  extremely  low.  There  is  also  a 
scarcity  of  refrigerator  cars. 
•  It  is  urgent,  therefore,  that  shippers  and 
recei\ers  load  and  unload  all  cars  promptly 
and  continue  such  work  on  Saturdays,  ac- 
cording to  Walter  A.  Rohde,  manager  of  the 
.San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Trans- 
portation Department,  and  chairman  of  the 
San  Francisco  Car  Efficiency  Committee. 

The  tight  car  condition  has  prompted  the 
Pacific  Coast  Transportation  Advisory  Board 
to  request  its  Car  Efficiency  Committees  to 
continue  to  function. 

"After  coming  through  the  war  with- 
out a  really  serious  car  shortage  and 
without  any  general  embargoes  against 
commercial  freight,  it  would  indeed  be 
tragic  if  a  serious  car  shortage  should 
now  develop,"  said  Rohde.  "I  feel  con- 
fident that  San  F"rancisco  industry  will 
do  its  part  toward  preventing  such  a 
calamity."

Tile  special  U.  S.  Census  of  San  Francisco's  population  has  been  certified  by  the  Director 
of  the  Census  at  827,400  as  of  September,  1945.  This  represents  an  increase  of  nearly  200,000 
above  the  1940,  April  1st,  count  of  634,536  and  advanced  it  from  twelfth  place  to  probably 
tenth  among  the  national  contenders. 


•  JOS  OPPORTUNITIES 

At  the  end  of  the  first  postwar  month  in  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  there  were  27,118  more  job 
opportunities  than  takers,  and  in  San  Francisco 
12,284.  At  the  same  time  the  unemployment  in- 
surance claims  in  the  Bay  Area  amounted  to  only 
14,888  or  1.9  per  cent  of  the  total  gainfully  em- 
ployed, while  in  San  Francisco  it  was  just  1  per 
cent  or  3,785  persons. 

•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland industrial  area  employed  183,600 
wage  earners  during  August,  117,900  in  the  dur- 
able group  and  65,700  in  the  non-durable  group. 

In  the  durable  group  average  weekly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  ^66.40,  hourly  earnings  to 
^1.457,  and  hours  per  week  to  45.6,  while  in 
the  non-durable  group  average  weekly  earn- 
ings amounted  to  ^43.73,  hourly  earnings  to 
^'1.099,  and  hours  per  week  to  39.8. 

During  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year  m  the 
manufacturing  industries  employment  was  off  21.2 
per  cent  and  payrolls  19.7  per  cent  compared  to  the 
same  period  last  year.  But  in  the  non-manufactur- 
ing groups  payrolls  were  up  8.6  per  cent  in  laundry 
and  cleaning  group,  6.8  per  cent  in  wholesale  group, 
7.3  per  cent  in  retail  group  and  9.4  per  cent  in  the 
hotel  group. 

•  SALES 

August  sales  of  department  stores  were  up  5  per 
cent  in  the  Bay  Region  over  last  August,  with  the 
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eight  months  sales  up  15  per  cent,  according  to  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Sales  in  San  Francisco  were 
up  5  per  cent  and  17  per  cent,  respectively,  while 
sales  in  the  Twelfth  District  were  up  4  per  cent  and 
12  per  cent.  Sales  in  the  Central  Valley  were  up  8 
per  cent  for  August  and  12  per  cent  for  the  eight 
months  cumulative,  Stockton  August  sales  topping 
all  the  cities  in  the  District  at  26  per  cent.  Sales  in 
Los  Angeles  area  were  up  6  per  cent  and  13  per 
cent,  respectively,  and  sales  in  Seattle  up  2  per  cent 
and  13  per  cent,  and  Portland  sales  off  1  per  cent 
in  August  but  up  7  per  cent  for  the  cumulative 
period. 

Retail  sales  of  Independent  stores  during  the  seven 
months,  according  to  the  Census  Bureau,  were  up  1 1 
per  cent  in  San  Francisco,  9  per  cent  in  Oakland.  11 
per  cent  in  both  Sacramento  and  Los  Angeles,  and  13 
per  cent  in  Long  Beach.  California  cities  of  100,000 
people  and  over  reported  average  gains  of  10  per  cent 
during  (he  first  seven  months.  Cities  between  50.000 
and  100,000  reported  an  average  of  12  per  cent,  as 
did   the  next   group  between   25,000  and   50.000. 

Sales  at  wholesale  on  the  Pacific  Coast  for  the  first  seven 
months  were  up  3  per  cent  compared  to  2  per  cent  in  the 
nation,  accordine  to  the  Bureau  of  the  Census.  The  auto- 
motive group  led  all  ether  groups  with  a  20  per  cent 
increase.  Other  groups  showmg  increases  were:  clothing 
and  furnishings,  electrical  goods,  groceries,  confectionery, 
leather  and  shoe  findings,  and  lumber  products.  Among  the 
groups  reporting  decreases  were:  shoes  and  footwear,  dry- 
products,  general  hardware,  plumbing  and  heating  sup- 
plies,  jewelry,   and  tobacco  and  its  products. 


•  TRAFFIC 

August  freight  car  movements  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland switching  limits  totaled  67,178  com- 
pared to  70,964  in  July  and  74.069  in  August  of 
last  year.  The  eight  months  cumulative  of  565,811 
was  up  23,737,  or  4.4  per  cent  above  the  same  pe- 
riod last  year. 

Bay  Bridge  total  vehicle  traffic  in  August  amounted 
to  2,070.584  crossings,  compared  to  1,582,825  in 
August  of  last  year.  The  eight  months  cumulative 
amounted  to  U, 724,865.  Total  train  and  bus  passen- 
gers carried  on  the  bridge  during  August  amounted  to 
J. 117.350.  compared  to  2.808,672  in  August  last 
year.  The  eight  months  cumulative  amounted  to  23,- 
775,388  passengers.  The  peak  day  occurred  on  August 
26  when  76,637  vehicle  crossings  were  reported,  and 
the  lowest  day  was  reported  as  August  7  with  58,926.

This  was  an  increase  of  nearly  two  thou- 
sand licenses  over  the  same  period  last  year,  and 
the  increase  led  some  91  areas  of  the  nation  and 
accounted  for  nearly  one-third  of  the  entire  net 
increase  in  these  areas.

Certain  Amendments  to 
Bulwinkle  Bill  Favored 

Certain  amendments  to  the  Bulwinkle  Bill, 
H.  R.  2536,  which  would  relieve  all  carriers 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission  from  certain  anti- 
trust laws,  are  sought  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

According  to  the  bill,  these  carriers  could 
operate  through  conferences,  rate  associations 
and  other  bodies  in  rate  and  service  matters, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  agreements  by  the 
Commission  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Commission  may  prescribe. 
9  Amendments  desired  by  the  Chamber  are  simi- 
lar to  those  suggested  by  the  National  Industrial 
Traffic  League.  They  are  designed  to  prohibit 
agreements  between  carriers  of  different  classes,  ex- 
cept to  provide  for  joint  rates  and  through  routes. 
In  addition,  they  would  define  more  clearly  the 
right  of  independent  action  by  individual  carriers. 
Shippers  would  also  be  afforded  the  right  of  ap- 
peal to  the  Commission  when,  for  any  reason,  the 
operation  of  a  previously  approved  agreement  ad- 
versely affects  them.

•  SHIPPING 

Fifty-live  Victory  type  ships  are  being  allo- 
cated by  the  War  Shipping  Administration 
among  twelve  of  its  agents  for  intercoaslal 
steamship  operations,  under  the  temporary 
authority  recently  granted  by  the  Interstate 
Commerce  Commission.  An  adoption  notice 
was  filed  with  the  ICC  on  October  3,  under 
which  the  U.  S.  A.  becomes  party  to  the  ex- 
isting intercoastal  tariffs,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  new  cargo  service  between  Atlantic, 
Gulf  and  Pacific  Coast  ports  will  start  about 
November  I. 

While  the  temporary  authority  granted 
the  WSA  by  the  ICC  extends  to  coast- 
wise and  intercoastal  ship  operations, 
only  intercoastal  common  carrier  service 
is  now  scheduled  to  start.  Shippers 
desiring  to  utilize  the  new  intercoastal 
service  should  contact  their  usual  car- 
riers. 

•  MINERALS  IN 

CONTINENTAL  SHELF 

According  to  the  Department  of  the  In- 
terior, specially  equipped  planes  and  even  sub- 
marines may  be  used  to  explore  for  oil  and 
other  minerals  in  the  continental  shelf  off 
the  coasts  of  the  United  States  and  its  ter- 
ritories. 

Pending  action  by  Congress,  the  Presi- 
dent recently  turned  the  administration 
of  the  resources  of  the  vast  areas  over  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

•  NATION'S  DEBT 

Based  on  an  estimated  population  of  139,- 
700,000,  the  average  net  per  capita  debt,  pub- 
lic and  private  combined,  is  ^2,748.  The 
average  net  per  capita  Federal  debt  alone  is 
^1,652.  The  nation's  debt,  public  and  private, 
now  stands  at  ^384,000,000,000  net,  twice  as 
large  as  in  1929  and  three  times  that  at  the 
end  of  World  War  I.  The  net  interest  charge 
on  the  combined  Federal  Government  and 
Federal  agency  debt  now  amounts  to  ^4,464,- 
000,000. 

This  information  has  been  made  public  by 
the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Com- 
merce.

"Go  ahead"  signals  have  been  given  to 
American  exporters  for  resumption  of  com- 
mercial shipments  to  China  as  the  result  of 
authority  issued  by  the  War  Shipping  Ad- 
ministration to  berth  vessels  for  Chinese 
ports. 

This  information  was  received  in  a  wire 
from  Vice  Admiral  Emory  S.  Land,  Admin- 
istrator of  the  War  Shipping  Administration, 
in  answer  to  a  request  by  the  Chamber's 
World  Trade  Department  to  make  space 
cvailable  to  American  exporters  desiring  to 
resume  normal  trade  relations. 
O  Assistant  Deputy  Administrator  John  E. 
Gushing  of  the  War  Shipping  Administration  in 
San  Francisco  has  requested  the  American  Presi- 
dent Line,  Isthmian  Line  and  American  Mail 
Line   to  ascertain   the  amount  of  cargo  offerings. 

These  firms  have  been  asked  to  canvass  the  markel 
for  cargo  lo  China  and  obtain  information  on  the 
amount  of  potential  cargo  that  has  actually  been  of- 
fered by  private  trade.  They  may  then  make  recom- 
mendations as  to  how  many  ships  the  War  Shipping 
Administration  should  put  on  berth  and  when  they 
should   be  berthed. 


Ingold,  Wiser  Named  to 
State  Compensation 
Insurance  Fund  Board 

Two  prominent  Bay  Area  men  identified 
with  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
activities  have  been  appointed  by  Governor 
Warren  as  two  of  four  directors  of  the  State 
Compensation  Insurance  Fund.

War  Contract  Write-Off  Cut 

War  contractors  who  used  their  own  funds 
to  finance  war  plants  may  now  write  off  the 
cost  for  tax  purposes  in  less  than  five  years 
without  having  to  file  individual  applications 
with  the  War  Production  Board,  under  terms 
of  a  presidential  proclamation,  effective  Sep- 
tember 30,  according  to  word  received  today 
by  the  S.  F.  Chamber's  Washington  office. 

The  proclamation's  intent  is  to  allow  all 
holders  of  Necessity  Certificates  to  deduct  that 
portion  of  the  cost  of  the  facilities  certified 
against  their  wartime  income  without  requir- 
ing them  to  apply  individually  for  Non- 
necessity Certificates.

Railroads  Veto  Proposed 
Industry  Terminal  Tariff 

Railroads  serving  the  Pacific  Coast  have  an- 
nounced that  they  will  not  proceed  with  the 
publication  of  the  proposed  industry  terminal 
tariff  which  would  have  defined  the  amount 
of  switching  service  to  be  rendered  at  indus- 
tries under  line-haul  rates. 

0  Various  provisions  of  the  proposed  tariff  were 
discussed  at  a  recent  meeting  of  shippers  and  rail- 
road traffic  officials,  sponsored  by  the  Transporta- 
tion Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Many  large  shippers  took  the  position  that 
there  was  no  necessity  for  the  tariff  in  this  ter- 
ritory, inasmuch  as  industry  track  layouts  are, 
in  general,  not  unduly  large  or  complicated. 
According  to  their  testimony,  switching  could 
be  performed  without  undue  difficulties  and 
without  any  excessive  expense  to  the  railroads.

been  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  on 
recommendation  of  its  Customs  and  Foreign 
Trade  Committees. 

9  Proposals  endorsed  by  the  Chamber  had  been 
filed  with  the  United  States  Tariff  Commission  by 
the  National  Council  of  American  Importers,  Inc., 
and  referred  to  the  Chamber's  Custom  Committee 
and  sub-committee  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Commit- 
tee for  consideration.

The  conference  was  called  by  the  Northern  Califor- 
nia Union  Health  Committee,  in  cooperation  with  the 
regional  Office  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation,  the  Cali- 
fornia Council  of  Agencies  for  the  Handicapped,  and 
veterans  and  civic  organizations. 

0  Problems  under  consideration  included  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  handicapped  for  jobs  and  the  responsibilities  of 
the  community,  government,  industry  and  labor  in  help- 
ing to  prepare  jobs  for  them.

Mayor  Urged  to  Adopt

Adoption  of  an  over-all  regulatory  traffic 
plan  to  make  most  effective  use  of  the  existing 
street  circulatory  system  in  the  city's  business 
area  has  been  urged  by  the  Street  and  High- 
way Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  in  a  letter  to  Mayor  1 
Lapham. 

9  Advantages 

According  to  the  committee,  much  that  may  be     J 
accomplished  now  in  a  regulatory  manner  at  small    I 
cost  and  large  benefit  may  be  either  impossible  or     ] 
very  expensive  if  not  adopted  prior  to  the  undet- 
taking  of  any  separate  improvements  affecting  the 
congested  area.  ^ 

To  set  up  a  unified  program,  the  Committee 
suggested  the  following  methods: 

1.  Establishment  of  a  complete  grid  of  one- 
way streets. 

2.  Installation  of  modern  traffic  signals 
and  progressive  timing. 

3.  Prohibition  of  parking  on  through  high- 
ways. 

4.  Strict  enforcement  of  all  traffic  regula- 
tions. 

5.  Consideration  of  meatis  for  stimulating 
respect  for  traffic  laws  through  graduated 
penalties. 

"Construction  of  modern  streets,  costly  thorough- 
fares and  off-street  terminal  facilities  are  only  a 
part  of  the  job,"  declared  Edward  L.  Turkington, 
chairman  of  the  committee.  "If  these  facilities  are 
to  provide  maximum  benefit,  they  must  also  be 
carefully  managed  through  the  establishment  of 
proper  regulatory  measures." 


Many  Job  Openings 
Listed  in  Bay  Area 

There  are  more  than  28,000  jobs  open  and 
filed  with  the  U.S.E.S.  in  the  Bay  Area, 
12,771  of  which  exist  in  San  Francisco  itself, 
according  to  a  survey  made  by  the  Research 
Department  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

In  the  industry  group,  manufacturing  firms 
list  the  largest  number  of  openings,  with  a 
total  of  9,664  in  the  Bay  Area,  of  which  3,1] 
are  located  in  San  Francisco. 

Transportation  presents  the  second  largest  num- 
ber of  job  offerings  in  the  industry  group,  with 
total  of  4,739  openings  in  the  Bay  Area,  2,786  of 
which  exist  in  San  Francisco. 

Ranking  third  in  this  group  are  service  position! 
(other  than  private  household).  This  classification 
lists  3,881  jobs  in  the  Bay  Area,  of  which  2,133  are 
San  Francisco  openings. 

Other  classifications  in  this  group  which  offer  openi 
ingb  include:  wholesale  and  retail,  with  3,639  Ba] 
Area  jobs,  included  in  which  are  2.110  S.  F.  jobl! 
government,  with  2,923  Bay  Area  openings,  of  whicB 
1.362  are  S.  F.  listings:  construction,  with  1,229  Bay 
Area  jobs,  included  in  which  arc  123  S.  F.  jobs;  and 
finance,  insurance  and  real  estate,  with  1.182  Bay  Area 
jobs,  of  which  984  are  located  in  S.  F. 

In  the  major  occupation  group,  clerical  and  sales 
jobs  rank  highest,  with  8.977  Bay  Area  jobs,  of  which 
6,448  are  S.  F.  openings.  Unskilled  job  opportunities 
are  also  high,  offering  a  total  of  8,475,  2,936  of 
which  are  S.  F.  jobs.

•  ADJUSTABLE  PRICING 

Wholesalers  and  jobbers  of  cotton  textile  items 
for  which  increases  in  manufacturers'  prices  have 
been  or  are  likely  to  be  granted  may  continue  to  sell 
these  items  on  an  adjustable  pricing  basis,  the  Office 
of  Price  Administration  has  announced. 

Adjustable  pricing  permits  a  seller  to  ar- 
range with  his  customers  to  collect  at  a  later 
date  any  price  increases  granted  by  OPA  at  a 
time  after  the  delivery  of  the  merchandise.  For- 
merly adjustable  pricing  could  be  used  only 
for  goods  bought  from  suppliers  who  them- 
selves had  reserved  the  right  to  charge  the  dif- 
ference between  their  ceiling  prices  on  June  1, 
1945,  and  those  issued  later. 

•  LUMBER  STOCKS 

The  War  Production  Board  has  announced  that 
no  appreciable  replenishment  of  lumber  stocks, 
which  are  now  at  an  all-time  low,  can  be  expected 
during  the  fourth  quarter  of  1945  because  of  sharp 
cuts  in  production. 

With  the  reduction  in  military  requirements 
immediately  after  the  end  of  the  war,  it  was 
expected  that  lumber  production  would  be 
sufficient  to  meet  current  needs  and  add  ap- 
proximately 1,000,000,000  board  feet  to  mill 
and  distributors'  stocks  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
However,  because  of  continued  low  produc- 
tion and  present  curtailment  due  to  West 
Coast  strikes,  little  or  no  lumber  will  be  avail- 
able for  building  up  stocks,  WPB  said. 

Mill  and  concentration  yard  stocks,  as  of  July  31, 
totaled  3,290,636,000  board  feet,  and  represented 
only  a  normal  seasonal  increase  of  I  per  cent  from 
the  position  of  these  stocks  at  the  end  of  June.  Soft- 
wood stocks  totaled  2,412,915,000  board  feet;  hard- 
wood stocks  totaled  877,721,000  board  feet. 

©  EXPORTING 

Export  opportunities  for  a  varied  assortment  of 
American-made  merchandise  are  now  beginning 
to  reach  Washington  and  are  being  channeled  to 
exporters  through  its  publications  and  field  service 
offices,  the  Department  of  Commerce  reports. 

Publication  of  this  information  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Commerce 
which  was  discontinued  during  the  war  has 
been  resumed.  Regional  offices  of  the  Depart- 
ment are  also  being  kept  currently  supplied 
with  detailed  information  concerning  foreign 
visitors  in  the  United  States  who  are  interested 
in  the  purchase  of  merchandise  of  many  de- 
scriptions.

War  Stocks  Will  Decide 
Future  of  California 
Mining  Industry 

Government  policies  currently  being  devel- 
oped in  regard  to  the  handling  of  quicksilver 
stocks  will  decide  the  future  of  the  industry  in 
California,  according  to  a  report  by  Samuel 
Williston  to  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Mining  Committee  upon  his  re- 
turn from  a  Washington  conference.  And 
what  happens  to  quicksilver  may  set  the  pat- 
tern for  tungsten,  antimony  and  other  metals, 
Williston  reported. 

"For  the  past  several  years  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  has  been  advocating  a  long- 
range  strategic  metals  stockpiling  program," 
according  to  a  report  by  the  Committee.  "Such 
a  program  had  not  been  adopted  when  the 
war  ended,  with  the  result  that  stocks  required 
for  war  purposes  now  overhang  the  market. 

•  California  Output.  "In  1944,  domestic  pro- 
duction of  quicksilver  was  37,688  flasks.  California's 
output  from  14  counties  was  28,097  flasks,  valued 
at  ^3,178,969.  Consumption  for  war  purposes 
climbed  as  high  as  8,500  flasks  a  month.  Invention 
of  the  mercuric  oxide  battery  on  which  much  radio 
communication  was  dependent  was  responsible. 

"Peacetime  prospects  for  the  battery  are 
good  and  will  provide  a  long-range  demand 
for  quicksilver.  However,  the  California  in- 
dustry can  be  irreparably  damaged  unless  sur- 
pluses are  stockpiled  in  the  interests  of  na- 
tional defense.  The  jobs  which  the  industry 
can  provide  are  needed  to  help  round  out  the 
state's  economy."

9  Naval  and  Aviation  Career 

He  had  previously  served  for  almost  four  years 
as  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  Air,  in  which 
post  he  directed  the  huge  expansion  of  naval 
aviation. 

Board  Adopts  Resolutions  of 
Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee 

Two  resolutions,  supporting  efforts  to  ob- 
tain western  representation  on  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Board  and  endorsing  an  appeal  for 
direct  trunk  line  air  service  to  Great  Falls, 
Montana,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Coinmerce.  upon  recommendations  of  the 
Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee. 

One  resolution  requests  appointment  of  a 
Westerner  to  the  C.A.B.  to  fill  the  vacancy 
caused  by  the  resignation  of  the  Board's  Vicc- 
Chairman,  Edward  L.  Warner.  According  to 
the  resolution,  selection  of  a  Westerner  would 
give  the  West  the  representation  in  aviation 
which  it  does  not  now  have  and  would  assure 
it  of  completely  adequate  air  service  in  foster- 
ing development  of  air  commerce. 

The  other  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Bay  Area 
Aviation  Committee  and  adopted  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  upon  request  of  the  Great  Falls  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce.  At  the  present  time,  direct  trunk 
line  air  service  does  not  exist  between  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area  and  the  communities  of  Boise, 
Idaho,  Butte  and  Great  Falls,  Montana.  Establish- 
ment of  such  service,  according  to  the  resolution,  is 
necessary  to  maintain  sound  trade  relations  between 
the  two  areas. 
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Coordinated  State  Mapping 
Program  Makes  Progress 

State  and  federal  officials  concerned  with 
mapping  met  last  week  with  the  Mining 
Committee  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  reported  progress  under  re- 
cently enacted  legislation  advocated  by  the 
Chamber. 

9  Senate  Bill  803  which  was  signed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor made  provisions  for  the  statewide  mapping 
program  and  for  the  coordination  of  such  woric 
through  the  State  Engineer's  office.  For  the  1945-47 
biennium  ^300,000  was  appropriated,  the  bulk  of 
this  sum  to  be  covered  on  a  matching  basis  by  fed- 
eral funds. 

While  the  new  program  relates  primarily  to 
topographic  mapping,  it  provides  foundation 
material  for  geological  mapping.  Under  the 
plan,  many  areas  in  California  which  have 
not  heretofore  been  mapped  will  be  covered 
and  obsolete  maps  of  other  areas  will  be 
brought  up  to  date. 

For  the  current  year,  ^20,000  of  state  funds  will 
be  matclied  by  .$20,000  in  federal  funds  and  used 
with  ?  10,000  remaining  from  previous  appropri- 
ations. During  the  next  year,  the  program  will  be 
expanded  to  absorb  the  balance  of  the  state's 
^300,000  for  the  biennium  and  an  equal  amount 
from  the  U.  S. 


California  Association 
of  Cof  C  Managers 
Holds  Board  Meeting 

A  program  designed  to  assist  Chambers  of 
Commerce  in  filling  vacancies  in  management 
with  men  experienced  in  the  operating  tech- 
niques of  commercial  organizations  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
California  Association  of  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Managers  at  its  meeting  on  October  8 
at  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Consistent  with  the  growth  of  the  organiza- 
tion, the  Board  of  Directors  created  the  posi- 
tion of  Executive  Secretary,  appointing  Ed.  B.

The  Board  accepted  the  itivitation  extended  jointly 
by  the  Riverside  Chamber  and  the  Mission  Inn  to  hold 
the  Association's  annual  meeting  there.  Dates  set  for 
the  meeting  are  February  7,  8  and  9,  1946. 


Navy  Will  Cooperate 
in  Release  of  Space 
for  Parking  Facilities 

"Every  possible  cooperation  will  be  ex- 
tended," states  the  12th  Naval  District  Com- 
mandant through  Captain  E.  B.  Lapham  in 
response  to  a  letter  from  the  Industrial  De- 
partment of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  urging  the  earliest  possible  release 
of  war-purpose  buildings  for  automobile 
parking. 

"Space  of  all  types  is  now  and  will  continue 
to  be  returned  for  private  use  as  rapidly  as 
circumstances  permit,"  according  to  a  letter 
from  Capt.  Lapham.  "To  date  four  parcels 
of  office  space  and  one  of  warehouse  space 
are  being  processed  for  cancellation,  and  the 
number  and  amount  will  increase  rapidly. 

"It  is  anticipated  that  the  reductions  in  Naval 
space  requirements  will  tend  to  be  horizontal  in 
nature,  since  a  certain  interdependence  exists  among 
the  various  activities.  In  view  of  this  fact  it  will  be 
difficult  to  single  out  one  type  of  space  for  priority 
consideration.  The  subject  of  your  letter  will  re- 
ceive our  continuing  attention,  however.  .  .  . 

"It  is  desired  to  take  this  opporiunity  to  express  our 
deep  appreciation  and  gratification  for  the  fine  con- 
sideration shown  the  Navy  by  the  officials  and  citizens 
of  this  community.  We  trust  that  >ou.  who  have  shown 
such  sympathetic  understanding  of  our  problems  will 
not  hesitate  to  advise  us  further  in  any  matter  in  which 
we  may  be  of  possible  assistance  in  your  own."

Hands  Across  Bay 

Co-operative  Pact,  of  San  Francisco  and  Oakland 
Chambers  Fills  a  Long-Felt  Need 

A  long  step  forward  in  realizatioa  of  the  postwar 
aims  of  Oakland  and  San  Francisco  has  been  taken  with 
the  announcement  that  hereafter  the  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce of  the  two  cities  will  work  together  in  a  mutually- 
beneficial  program  of  building  and  expansion. 

This  announcement  gives  practical  recognition  to  a 
principle  that  for  years  has  been  clear  to  many  leaders 
on  both  sides  of  the  bay  and  that  has  been  emphasized 
repeatedly  by  The  Call-Bulletin. 

That  principle,  briefly  stated,  is  that  dMring  the 
past  fifteen  or  twenty  yeors  the  interests  of  fhe  com- 
munities of  the  Peninsula  and  the  Mainland  have  grown 
so  interrelated  as  to  be  basically  identical,  and  as  to  re- 
quire co-operative  effort  to  assure  their  advancement. 


Conversely,  it  has  become  apparent  that  inter-sec- 
tional jealousy  and  refusal  to  recognize  the  status  of  in- 
terdependence can  result  only  in  stalemate  and  harm 
to  both  communities. 


There  is  no  need  now  to  whitewash  the  actualities 
of  the  past. 

For  too  many  years  San  Francisco  regarded  herself 
as  "The  Queen  of  the  Pacific,"  and  regally  condescend- 
ed to  the  East  Bay  as  a  congenital  vassal  pretending  to 
royal  prerogatives. 

The  East  Bay,  on  its  part,  has  marched  in  open 
revolt  against  San  Francisco's  assumption  of  privilege, 
and  has  fought  for  every  possible  advantage  for  itself. 

The  history  of  the  past  forty-five  years  records  the 
result  of  the  conflict:  The  San  Francisco  bay  area,  the 
most  richly  endowed  of  any  maritime  district  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  has  failed  to  advance  as  far  or  as  rapidly 
as  other  communities  with  fewer  assets  but  more  com- 
munity consciousness. 


So  it  is  a  happy  event  that  approval  has  been  given 
by  duly  constituted  commercial  groups  to  the  proposi- 
tion that  the  San  Francisco  bay  area  is  one  economic 
unit,  and  that  whatever  benefits  any  section  of  that  unit 
also  benefits  every  other  section. 

This  rapprochement  should  not  preclude  friendly 
competition  between  the  two  communities,  for  competi- 
tion v/ithin  the  limits  of  the  concord  will  be  stimulating 
and  desirable. 

But  it  should  stand  as  assurance  that  each  can  pro- 
ceed with  its  post-war  plons,  as  embodied  in  Oakland's 
"Formula  for  the  Future."  and  San  Francisco's  "Report 
of  the  Mayor's  Postwar  Planning  Committee,"  confident 
of  aid,  rather  than  stumbling-blocks,  from  the  other. 

It  should  stand  as  assurance  that  both  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Oakland  can  now  achieve  the  eminence  that 
is  their  due.

Proposition  :ttl  would  provide  for  expansion  and  modernization  of  San  Fran- 
cisco's Municipal  Airport  by  authorization  of  ^20,000,000  in  general  obligation  bonds 

The  growth  of  air  commerce  and  aviation,  in  which  the  entire  Bay  Area  has  par- 
ticipated, makes  it  possible  for  San  Francisco's  Municipal  Airport  to  become  the  air 
center  of  the  Pacific  with  air  travel  and  commerce  radiating  out  of  it  to  every  corner 
of  the  earth. 

Commercial  airlines  now  operating  have  indicated  their  desire  to  spend  forty  to 
fifty  million  dollars  of  their  own  money  in  expanding  their  facilities  at  the  airport  if 
the  field  is  modernized  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  air  age  in  which  we  now  live.  Funds 
authorized  by  the  bond  issue  would  be  spent  only  as  needed  for  the  construction  pro- 
gram and  airport  revenues  would  eventually  bear  the  entire  cost  of  the  bond  issue.

Amending  Sections  36  and  55.5  and  repealing  Section  36.2  of  Charter  to 
provide  parity  of  pay  for  fire  and  police  departments  based  on  years  of  service. 

This  measure  will  equalize  the  rates  of  pay  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments 
and  provide  for  a  more  adequate  permanent  pay  schedule  for  both. 

#5  Vote  Yes — Bonds  of  Officers  and  Employees. 

Amending  Section  8  of  Charter  to  provide  that  Supervisors  shall  fix  terms 
of   bonds   required   of   officers   and   employees,   except   minimums    fixed   for  cer- 

Approval  of  this  Charter  Amendment  will  permit  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
eliminate  some  unnecessary  bonding  now  required  by  the  Charter  and  fix  bonds  in 
cases  where  such  protection  is  required.  This  will  make  possible  an  estimated  annual  sav- 
ing of  316.000. 

#6  Vote  Yes — Steinhart  Aquarium  Employees. 

Amending  Section  52  of  Charter  to  provide  that  Aquarium  employees  paid 
from  city  funds  shall   be  subject  to  Civil  Service  provisions  of  Charter. 

This  amendment,  by  correcting  an  error  in  Proposition  #30  voted  on  last  No- 
vember, includes  city  employees  working  at  Steinhart  Aquarium  under  Civil  Service 
and  entitles  them  to  the  full  benefits  of  such  status. 

#7  Vote  No — Vacation  Allowances. 

Amending  Section  151  of  Charter  to  provide  three  weeks'  vacation  after 
five  years'  service,  unused  periods  cumulative  to  six  weeks. 

This  amendment  would  break  down  the  precedent  of  two  weeks'  vacation  applied 
to  municipal  and  private  employment  in  this  area. 

The  Charter  provides  that  city  employees  shall  be  compensated  in  accordance  with 
generally  prevailing  rates  for  like  service  and  working  conditions  in  private  employment 
or  other  governmental  organizations.  This  principle  is  generally  in  effect  considering 
the  fact  that  municipal  employees  receive  higher  rates  of  pay  than  do  federal  employees 
which  more  than  offsets  the  longer  vacations  granted  federal  employees. 

#8  Vote  No — Civil  Service  Commission  Meetings. 

Amending  Section  140  of  Charter  to  provide  regular  meetings  of  Civil 
Service  Commission  shall  be  open  to  public  and  include  time  after  5  p.m. 

Amendment,  as  drawn,  is  ambiguous  in  its  terms.  It  fails  to  state  what  persons 
are  entitled  to  be  heard  and  on  what  subjects  at  the  public  meetings  of  the  Commission. 

#9  Vote  Yes — Surplus  Commodity  Purchase. 

Adding  Section  88.1  to  Charter  to  permit  purchase  of  surplus  commodities 
from  federal   or  state  government  without  advertising   for  bids. 

Adoption  of  this  measure  offers  an  opportunitv  to  save  money  for  the  taxpayer. 
It  will  provide  that  the  purchaser  of  supplies  may  purchase  surplus  commodities  from 
the  federal  or  state  government  without  advertising  for  bids. 


#10  Vote  No — Supervisors  Committee  Meeting  Com- 
pensation. 

Amending  Section  10  of  Charter  to  provide  payment  for  not  more  than  six 
committee  meetings  per  month. 

This  amendment  was  improperly  drafted.  Its  sponsors  had  originally  intended  it 
to  provide  compensation  in  addition  to  annual  salary  in  the  amount  of  3 15  per  com- 
mittee meeting,  not  to  exceed  six  meetings  in  a  calendar  month. 

Inadvertently,  in  preparing  the  measure,  the  fact  that  many  Supervisors  are  mem- 
bers of  more  than  one  committee  was  overlooked,  which  could  result  in  a  Supervisor 
being  entitled  to  compensation  in  the  amount  of  ?360  in  any  calendar  month  over  and 
above  his  regular  salary. 

#11   Vote  No — Appointive  Officers  Salary  Standard- 
ization. 

Adding  Section  151.1  to  Charter  providing  pay  of  appointive  officers,  with 
certain  exceptions,  shall  be  subject  to  salary  standardization. 

The  salaries  of  the  following  business  heads  of  the  city  administration  are  now 
fixed  in  the  City  Charter:  The  Chief  Administrative  Officer,  the  Director  of  Public 
Works,  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  and  the  Controller.  This  amendment  proposes  that 
the  salaries  of  these  important  business  managers  shall  be  subject  to  change  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  political  and  legislative  powers  of  the  city  are  vested  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors. The  business  affairs  of  the  city  are  entrusted  to  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer 
and  to  various  other  boards  and  commissions.  This  line  of  cleavage  is  purposely  sharp, 
and  is  one  of  the  outstanding  features  of  our  City  Charter. 

It  is  not  to  the  best  interests  of  the  city  or  its  people  that  the  salaries  of  these 
officials  should  be  subject  to  change  by  a  Board  of  Supervisors.  If  there  are  to  be  ajiy 
changes  in  the  salaries  of  these  officials,  let  the  people  make  them,  in  the  future,  as 
they  have  in  the  past. 

#12  Vote  Yes — Department  and  Bureau  Heads. 

Amending  Section  62  of  Charter  to  provide  complete  salary  standardization 
for  department  and  bureau  heads  under  Civil  Service. 

The  Charter  now  limits  to  36,000  the  salaries  of  the  County  Qerk.  County 
Recorder,  Coroner.  Tax  Collector,  and  Public  Administrator.  This  does  not  seem 
adequate  under  existing  conditions  or  commensurate  with  their  responsibilities  in  the 
city  government.  Approval  of  this  measure  will  bring  these  officers  under  Civil  Service 
and  provide  them  with  salary  standardization. 

#13  Vote  No — Agreed  Rates  of  Pay. 

Adding  Section  151,3  to  Charter  providing  that  city  employees  shall  be  paid 
at  prevailing  rates  as  determined  in  collective  bargaining  agreements  in  private 
industry  prior  to  April    1  each  fiscal  year. 

The  Chamber  recommends  a  NO  vote  on  this  measure  because  rates  paid  crafts 
and  other  groups  of  city  employees  would  be  fixed  annually  in  accordance  with  the 
industry-wide  collective  bargaining  rates  fixed  for  similar  crafts  and  trades  in  various 
industries  in  San  Francisco.  This  practice  would  break  away  from  the  present  overall 
standardization  plan  provided  for  in  the  Charter  in  which  salaries  are  fixed  with  regard 
to  changes  in  living  conditions  and  general  changes  in  wages  and  salaries  in   the  area. 

Furthermore,  the  measure  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supervisors  to 
pass  rates  certified  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  thereby  leaving  little  or  no  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Supervisors  to  use  their  judgment. 

#14  Vote  No — Trials  for  Promotive  Appointees. 

Amending  Section  148  of  Charter  to  provide  appeal  and  hearings  for  pro- 
bationary promotive  appointees  in  case  of  dismissal. 

Under  the  Charter,  the  only  time  that  city  employees  can  be  dismissed  without  a 
hearing  is  during  the  probationary  six  months'  period.  After  that  period  an  employee 
found  unsuitable  by  a  department  head  cannot  be  discharged  without  benefit  of  a 
hearing  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

This  measure  would  entitle  an  employee  found  unsuitable  within  the  six  months' 
probationary  period  to  a   hearing  which,    in  all  probability,   would  only  be  justified   in 

It  could  easily  result  in  a  department  head  retaining  unfit  employees  rather  than 
subjecting  himself  to  the  unpleasant  task  of  preparing  charges  for  presentation  at  the 
hearing,  with  resultant  loss  of  efficiency  in  the  department. 

#15  Vote  No — Health  Service  System. 

Amending  Section  172.1  of  Charter  fixing  S1,000  bonds  for  Health  Service 
Board  members  and  providing  for  retirement  and  injury  compensation  for  its 
employees. 

This  measure  would  transfer  the  cost  of  retirement  and  pensions  to  the  taxpayers 
for  certain  employees  employed  in  the  Health  Service  System,  an  employee-operated 
organization.  At  the  time  the  Health  Service  System  was  proposed  to  the  voters,  in 
1937.  there  was  a  general  understanding  thai  no  part  of  the  cost  woould  be  paid  out  of 
taxes. 

#16  No  Recommendation — Declaration  of  Policy — 
Farmers  Market. 

The  Farmers  Market  shall  be  continued  beyond  the  lime  limitation  now 
established  by  ordinance. 

This  proposition  is  a  declaration  of  policy  regarding  continuation  of  the  Farmers 
Market  into  the  postwar  period.  If  approved  by  the  voters,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
would    be    obligated    to    pass    the    necessary    legislation    carrying    out    the    intent    of    the

The  story  of  this  giant  growth  was  not  merely 
one  of  building  thousands  of  ships  and  procuring 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  men.  It  was  also  a  story 
of  how  civilians  were  quickly  converted  into  Naval 
officers  and  men  for  a  war  which  accepted  as  com- 
monplace such  new  terms  as  "amphibious  warfare," 
"rocket  propulsion,"  "radar"  and  enemy  "suicide" 
planes. 

The  "two-ocean"  Navy  authorized  by  Congress  on 
July  1,  1940,  took  form  rapidly,  expanding  from  ap- 
proximarcly  4,500  vessels  of  pre-Pearl  Harbor  days  to 
91.209  vessels  of  all  types  by  July  1  this  year.  The 
Navy  completed  1.265  combatant  ships  including  10 
battleships.  27  larger  aircraft  carriers.  110  escort  car- 
riers, and  45  cruisers  in  this  same  period. 

To  man  this  Navy,  the  July  1.  1940  personnel  of 
160.997  was  enlarged  to  3.389.000  on  June  30.  1945. 
The  Marine  Corps  was  expanded  from  28.364  to 
476.709  and  the  Coast  Guard  personnel  climbed  from 
13.766  lo  171.192. 

Expenditures  under  the  Navy  War  Program  dur- 
ing the  five  years  aggregated  S90. 500.000.000 — al- 
most two-thirds  of  the  SI 38.600.000.000  which  th; 
Navy  was  authorized  to  obligate. 

Naval  aircraft  sank  more  than  half  of  the  enemy 
submarines  sent  to  the  bottom  by  the  Navy.  Navy  and 
Marine  aircraft  destroyed  more  than  17.000  Japanese 
planes.  Fleet  plane  losses  in  combat  in  the  Pacifi: 
were  about  2.700.  Approximately  11.000  planes,  in- 
cluding planes  in  pools  and  in  transit,  were  deployed 
in  the  Pacific.  The  Naval  Transportation  Service  flew 
nearly  77.000.000  miles  last  year.  Naval  air  station-, 
grew  from  38  in  July  1940  to  177.  Naval  Aviation 
personnel,  including  Marines,  on  July  1.  1945  totaled 
750,000.

Business  conditions  during  September,  the  first  full  postwar  month,  in  both  San  Francisco 
and  Bay  Area  were  above  September  last  year. 

Bay  Area  financial  transactions  amounted  to  ^2,186,139,000  in  September  compared  to  ^2,170,961,000 
in  August  and  ?2, 109,686,000  in  September  last  year.  The  September  increase  over  last  September 
amounted  to  3.6  per  cent.  In  San  Francisco  bank  debits  for  September  amounted  to  $1,708,637,000  com- 
pared to  $1,633,802,000  in  August  and  $1,590,497,000  in  September  1944.  The  September  total  was 
7.4  per  cent  above  same  month  last  year.  September  Bay  Region  department  store  sales  were  identical 
with  September  a  year  ago,  but  apparel  store  sales  were  up  1 1  per  cent. 

Our  general  business  activity  index  for  San 
Francisco  for  September  at  192.8  was  3.5  per 
cent  above  last  September.  The  average  for 
the  nine  months  of  196.7  was  up  8.8  per  cent 
over  the  same  period  last  year.  In  San  Fran- 
cisco during  the  first  nine  months  construc- 
tion permits  were  up  23.9  per  cent  in  number 
and  7.7  per  cent  in  value;  real  estate  sales  16.9 
per  cent  in  number  and  33.4  per  cent  in  value; 
department  store  retail  sales  14.4  per  cent; 
postal  receipts  61.5  per  cent;  and  stock  ex- 
change transactions  33.4  per  cent  in  number 
and  67.7  per  cent  in  market  value.  In  the 
transportation  field,  freight  car  movements 
were  off  0.8  per  cent,  but  San  Francisco  Air- 
port traffic  rose  68.9  per  cent  in  number  of 
planes  and  79.0  per  cent  in  number  of  pas- 
sengers, and  air  mail  loaded  140.4  per  cent. 
Industrial  and  commercial  gas  sales  were  up 
16.8  per  cent  and  electrical  energy  sales  10.8 
per  cent.  Water  connections  were  up  4.5  per 
cent. 


•  EMPLOYMENT  STATUS 

Job  opportunities  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
in  the  middle  of  October  amounted  to  27,789,  and 
in  San  Francisco  12,697  according  to  the  U.  S.  De- 
partment of  Labor,  while  the  total  unemployment 
claims  on  file  amounted  to  19,822  in  the  Bay  Area 
and  5,516  in  San  Francisco  according  to  the  U.  S. 
Employment  Service,  who  also  report  that  the  total 
placements  in  San  Francisco  during  September 
amounted  to  7,413  of  which  5,995  were  industrial 
and  1,418  commercial. 


•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Industrial  Area  were  employing 
151,000  wage  earners  in  September  of  which 
84,100  were  in  the  durable  field  and  67,000  in  the 
non-durable.  In  August  the  number  employed 
amounted  to  184,300  of  which  124,400  were  in  the 
durable  and  59,900  in  the  non-durable,  and  a  year 
ago  in  September  the  wage  earners  total  amounted 
to  258,000  of  which  188,500  were  in  the  durable 
group  and  69,500  in  the  non-durable. 

The  average  weekly  earnings  in  all  manu- 
facturing groups  in  September  amounted  to 
?45.61  compared  to  ^38.21  in  August  and 
^58.99  in  September  a  year  ago.  The  average 
hourly  earnings  in  September  amounted  to 
$.1,224  compared  to  $1,340  in  August  and 
$1,343  in  September  last  year.  The  average 
hours  worked  per  week  during  September 
amounted  to  37.3  compared  to  43.5  in  Aug- 
ust and  43.9  in  September  last  year. 

In  non-manufacturing  industries  September  pay- 
rolls compared  to  last  September  were  up  5.2  per 
cent;  retail  trade  1.9  per  cent;  hotels  9.6  per  cent; 
and  laundry  and  cleaning  9.6  per  cent. 

•  TRADE 

Sales  reported  by  19  department  stores  in  the 
Bay  Region  were  identical  to  last  September  but  the 
9  months'  cumulative  was  up  13  per  cent  over  last 
year.  September  sales  in  the  Central  Valley  were  up 
6  per  cent  with  the  cumulative  up  11  per  cent,  and 


in  the  Los  Angeles  area  September  sales  were  up 
4  per  cent  with  cumulative  period  up  12  per  cent. 

Sales  at  wholesale  on  the  Pacific  Coast  ac- 
cording to  reports  from  243  establishments  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  first  eight 
months  were  up  3  per  cent.  Among  the  groups 
showing  increases  were:  automotive  supplies 
18  per  cent;  clothing  and  furnishings,  except 
shoes,  2  per  cent;  electrical  goods  4  per  cent; 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables  9  per  cent;  gro- 
ceries and  foods  4  per  cent;  industrial  sup- 
plies 7  per  cent;  lumber  and  building  mate- 
rials 4  per  cenl;  metals  2  per  cent;  and 
leather  and  shoe  findings   18  per  cent. 

Among  the  groups  showing  declines  compared 
to  the  same  period  last  year  were:  dry  goods  off  4 
per  cent;  furniture  and  house  furnishings  1 1  per 
cent;  meat  and  meat  products  11  per  cent;  general 
hardware  3  per  cent;  plumbing  and  heating  sup- 
plies 25  per  cent;  jewelry  1  per  cent;  and  machinery 
2  per  cent. 

•  TRAFFIC 

September  freight  car  movements  in  the  San 
Francisco-Oakland  switching  limits  totaling  59,991 
were  19.3  per  cent  under  September  a  year  ago, 
but  the  cumulative  for  the  9  months'  period  of 
623,802  was  up  1.5  per  cent. 

Bridge  trafHc  during  September,  the  first  full  cal- 
endar month  with  gasoline  rationing  removed,  revealed 
strong  increases.  On  the  Golden  Gate  Bridge  vehicular 
traffic  totaled  619,496  crossings  or  an  increase  of  50 
per  cent  over  September  last  year,  while  on  the  Bay 
Bridge  vehicular  crossings  amounted  to  2.129.791. 
representing  an  increase  of  34.5  per  cent  over  Sep- 
tember a  year  ago.  During  the  same  period  train  and 
bus  passengers  carried  by  the  Key  System  over  the 
Bay  Bridge  rose  only  1.8  per  cent.

Highway  Legislation 
To  Be  Discussed 
At  Conference 


Passage  of  a  concurrent  resolution  early  this 
month  by  the  Senate  and  House — giving  the  go- 
sign  to  highway  construction  and  immediately  au- 
thorizing expenditure  of  $500,000,000  in  federal 
highway  funds — will  be  the  subject  of  discussion 
before  the  Redwood  Empire  Inter-County  High- 
ways Conference  at  Ukiah  on  November  9. 

The  conference  will  consider  a  program  to 
acquire  the  maximum  amount  of  funds  for 
construction,  reconstruction  and  improve- 
ment of  highways  and  streets  in  the  Empire, 
and  inclusion  of  highway  sectors  in  the  fed- 
eral aid  system. 

The  resolution  passed  by  Congress  also  makes 
available  ?  1,000,000,000  for  the  next  two  fiscal 
years,  a  total  with  state  matching  funds  of  three 
billion  dollars. 


American  President 
Resumes  Pacific 
Cargo  Bookings 

Heavy  increase  in  trans-Pacific  traffic  over 

peak  pre-war  figures  is  in  prospect  during  the 
post  war  reconstruction  years  immediately 
ahead,  according  to  a  prediction  made  at  a 
Washington  press  conference  by  Henry  F. 
Grady,  president  of  the  San  Francisco  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce  and  head  of  the  American 
President  Lines. 

9  American  President's  Plans.  Grady,  recently 
appointed  as  President  Truman's  personal  represen- 
tative to  observe  the  forthcoming  Greek  elections, 
discussed  his  company's  plans  for  an  early  return  to 
full-scale  commercial  steamer  services  to  the  Orient. 


"Our  company  recently  reopened  its 
Shanghai  office,  and  is  planning  an  early  re- 
sumption of  operations  at  other  key  ports 
throughout  the  Far  East,"  Grady  said.  "We 
are  already  well  established  in  the  Philippines, 
having  reopened  the  Manila  office  soon  after 
liberation.  We  are  also  operating  a  fleet  of 
inter-island  steamers  as  agents  for  the  War 
Shipping  Administration,  calling  at  such  out- 
ports  as  Iloilo  and  Cebu,  thus  aiding  mate- 
rially in  reconstructing  the  Philippine  econ- 
omy. 

"On  the  basis  of  a  presumed  greatly  ex- 
panded trade  .  .  .  ,  we  are  projecting  a  fifty 
percent  increase  in  our  Far  Eastern  personnel 
over  the  staff  required  in  pre-war  years." 

Grady  stated  that  delay  in  working  out  adequate 
banking  facilities  in  Far  Eastern  countries  which  would 
establish  rates  of  exchange  between  foreign  currencies 
and  U.  S.  dollars  and  make  possible  the  issuance  of 
letters  of  credit  was  retarding  the  return  to  normal 
trading  operations,  particularly  with  China.  He  said 
that  cargoes  were  now  going  forward  on  consignment, 
but  that  no  great  volume  of  commerce  would  follow 
until  some  orderly  means  for  transmitting  funds  in 
payment  of  exports  were  set  up. 


San  Francisco  has  a  responsibihty  in  providing  satisfactory  airport  facilities,  according  to 
Honorable  Richard  J.  Welch,  Congressman  from  the  Fifth  District  of  California. 

•  A  50-50  Basis.  "Congress  is  about  to  pass 
a  bill  to  provide  federal  aid  for  the  develop- 
ment of  public  airports.  The  bill  requires  that 
a  local  community,  such  as  San  Francisco, 
must  match  the  federal  appropriation  on  a 
50-50  basis  and  must  have  the  money  on  hand. 

"San  Francisco  is  today  at  the  cross-roads," 
continued  Welch.  "The  city  must  make  a 
choice.  It  will  either  slip  back  or  go  ahead.  In 
order  to  go  ahead,  it  is  imperative  to  have 
adequate  airport  facilities  on  San  Francisco's 
peninsula  to  meet  any  future  need.  Therefore, 
the  people  of  San  Francisco  must  realize  that 
the  city's  future  prosperity  is  closely  tied  up  to 
an  adequate  airport,  as  well  as  to  our  great 
seaport. 

"San  Francisco  is  being  seriously  considered  as 
the  seat  of  the  United  Nations.  Failure  to  authorize 
the  airport  bond  issue  in  November  will  unques- 
tionably limit  San  Francisco's  chance  of  securing 
this  great  prize,"  Welch  concluded. 


C  of  C  Board  Adopts 
New  Bridge  Proposal 

A  resolution  supporting  proposal  for  a 
study  of  the  need  for  a  second  bridge  or  other 
crossing  between  San  Francisco  and  the  East 
Bay  has  been  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce upon  recommendation  of  its  Street  and 
Highway  Committee. 

9  Subject  of  Meeting 

This  proposal  will  be  considered  at  a  meeting  of 
the  State  Toll  Bridge  Authority  in  Sacramento  on 
October  30. 

According  to  a  current  report  of  the  prin- 
cipal bridge  engineer,  the  Bay  Bridge  is  now 
carrying  about  71  thousand  cars  per  day 
against  an  estimated  capacity  of  80  thousand 
per  day  made  at  the  time  the  bridge  was 
opened.  It  is  thus  apparent,  the  report  con- 
tinues, that  the  bridge  is  fast  approaching  its 
saturation  point.

Richard  L.  Bolce  of  California  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  Secretary  of  Interior  Harold  L.

Region  II  embraces  the  Central  Valley 
Project,  Northern  CaHfornia,  and  a  part  of 
Oregon  with  headquarters  at  Sacramento. 

A  land-use  specialist.  Boke  has  been  supervisor 
of  Operation  and  Maintenance  in  Region  II  of  the 
Bureau  for  the  past  eight  months.  Betore  joining 
the  Bureau,  he  was  connected  with  the  Foreign  Eco- 
nomic Administration  in  charge  of  food  production 
and  purchasing  in  Latin  America. 


Intercoastal  Service 
From  S.  F.  Is  Resumed 

Intercoastal  service  from  San  Francisco 
was  resumed  today  after  having  been  sus- 
pended since  January,  1942. 
9  Luckenbach  Sailing.  The  vessel  to  which  the 
honor  goes  is  the  "Navajo  Victory,"  operated  by 
the  Luckenbach  Line  as  agent  for  the  War  Shipping 
Administration.  She  will  be  followed,  with  gradual 
increase  in  frequency  of  sailings,  by  other  W.S.A. 
vessels  operated  by  the  lines  in  the  trade  before  the 
war.  A  total  of  nine  sailings  from  San  Francisco 
has  been  scheduled  during  this  month. 

Within  the  next  few  days,  several  vessels  are 
scheduled  to  depart  from  Atlantic  and  Gulf 
ports,  the  first  of  which  is  scheduled  to  arrive 
in  San  Francisco  November  26th.  The  rates 
will,  for  a  time  at  least,  be  the  same  as  those 
in  effect  prior  to  the  war. 


United  To  Use  C-54's 
for  Cargo,  Passengers 

United  Air  Lines  has  taken  delivery  on  the  firsi 
two  of  a  fleet  of  four-engined,  220-miIe-an-hour 
C-54  type  airplanes  for  which  it  is  negotiating 
lease  with  R.F.C.,  W.  A.  Patterson,  United's  presi- 
dent, has  announced. 
9  Reconversion.  These  planes,  formerly  in  Army 
service,  will  be  reconverted  to  meet  commercial  air- 
line traffic  requirements  and  44  seats  will  be  in- 
stalled in  each.  They  will  carry  twice  as  many  pas- 
sengers as  the  present  twin-engined  DC-3  trans- 
ports, as  well  as  a  much  larger  cargo  load.

C  of  C  Board  Registers 
Opposition  to  Increase 
in  Postage  Rates 

A  resolution  opposing  the  proposed  in- 
crease in  4th  class  mail  postage  rates  has  been 
adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  upon  rec- 
ommendation of  its  Domestic  Trade  Com- 
mittee. 

Three  bills  Co  increase  postage  rates  are  now 
pending  before  Congress.  They  include:  an  Act 
readjusting  the  rates  of  postage  on  4th  class  mail 
matter,  a  Bill  readjusting  the  rates  of  postage  on 
books  of  4th  class  mail,  and  a  Bill  readjusting  the 
rates  of  postage  on  catalogs  and  similar  printed 
advertising  and  other  material  of  4th  class  mail. 

According  to  the  Domestic  Trade  Committee,  pa 
sage  of  these  bills  would  increase  the  cost  of  dtstribi 
lion  for  those  concerns  making  extensive  use  of  ma 
ter  taking  4lh  class  mail   rat.

•  HEV/  BUSINESS  FIRMS 

Establishment  of  new  business  firms  increased 
markedly  during  the  first  three  months  of  1945 
when  about  130,000  firms  entered  business  against 
less  than  50,000  discontinuances  during  the  same 
period,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  Foreign  and  Do- 
mestic Commerce.  Department  of  Commerce.  This 
compares  with  a  prewar  rate  of  entry  and  exit  of 
business  firms  numbering  approximately  100,000  a 
quarter  year. 

After  two  years  of  continuous  decline  in  all 
lines  of  business  except  manufacturing  and 
mining,  the  number  of  firms  in  the  business 
population  started  to  increase  during  the  first 
part  of  1944,  it  was  said.  The  majority  of  firms 
which  entered  business  during  1944  and  the 
first  quarter  of  1945  were  in  the  retail  and 
service  trades.  Of  the  estimated  increase  of 
250,000  firms  in  all  lines  of  business  in  this  15 
months  period,  approximately  140,000,  or  56 
percent,  were  in  retail  trade  alone. 

9  MAILTOCHINA 

The  Post  Office  Department  has  announced  that 
ordinary  and  registered  mail  will  be  accepted  for 
despatch  to  all  of  China  by  ordinary  surface  means.

Owners  of  private  properties  leased  Co  the  Gov 
ernment  for  conversion  to  war  housing  may  negoti- 
ate with  the  Federal  Public  Housing  Authority  f.r 
early  termination  of  their  leases,  Federal  Pub!.c 
Housing  Authority  Commissioner  Philip  M.  Klu:z- 
niclc  has  announced.  "Since  converted  war  housing, 
consisting  of  almost  50,000  dwelling  units,  is  no 
longer  restricted  to  war  workers."  Mr.  Klutznick 
said,  "the  Federal  policy  under  the  leases  will  be  to 
give  the  owners  an  opportunity  to  recover  immediate 
possession  by  purchasing  the  unexpired  lease  con- 
tracts at  fair  value  where  consistent  with  the  best 
financial  interests  of  the  Government." 

Where  it  is  not  possible  to  reach  an  agree- 
ment with  the  owner  on  a  fair  sales  price,  the 
Government  will  continue  to  operate  the 
property  for  the  balance  of  the  lease  term  in 
order  to  achieve  maximum  recovery  of  public 
funds.  According  to  Mr.  Klutznick,  any  lease 
cancellations  entered  into  will  be  subject  to  the 
rights  of  present  tenants,  including  OPA 
regulations  on  rents  and  occupancy-

•  Eleven-State  Conference 

Approval  was  given  by  world  trade  mana- 
gers representing  the  Oakland,  San  Francis- 
co, Portland,  Seattle,  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego  Chambers  of  Commerce  to  form  such 
an  organization.

Dis  ribution  studies  of  the  current 
population  in  the  Bay  Area  by  the  Re- 
search Department  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  reveal  out 
of  2,385,779  people  in  the  San  F'rancisco 
Metropolitan  Bay  Area  (nine  counties) 
1,990,147  or  83.4  per  cent  are  living  in 
,^4  incorporated  cities  within  a  fifty- 
mile  radius  of  San  Francisco. 

Of  the  population  in  the  incor- 
porated cities  51.6  per  cent  now  live 
in  the  San  Francisco  Peninsula 
area,  39.2  per  cent  in  the  East  Bay 
area,  and  9.2  per  cent  in  the  North 
Bay  area.  The  growth  of  the  indi- 
vidual cities  in  all  three  areas  since 
1940  has  been  remarkable. 

The  growth  of  each  and  of  the  several 
areas  is  shown  in  Tables  A  attdB,  and  of 
the  separate  cities  is  shown  in  table  C.

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•  AUTOMOBILE  MANUFACTURE 

After  controls  on  automobile  manufacturing 
were  removed  last  Summer,  it  was  forecast  that 
72,740  units  would  be  manufactured  between  July  1 
and  October  31.  However,  because  of  piece-meal 
shipments  of  component  parts  and  wage  negotia- 
tions, a  total  of  only  19,156  passenger  automobiles 
were  produced  by  the  auto  manufacturers  in  this 
country  during  that  period.  At  the  same  time,  some 
manufacturers  have  been  reluctant  to  start  their 
assembly  lines  rolling  full  tilt  until  they  can  be 
assured  of  a  steady  flow  of  the  needed  parts. 

•  HOUSING 

Field  Offices  of  the  Federal  Housing  Administra- 
tion have  been  notified  to  start  issuing  firm  commit- 
ments to  approved  lending  institutions  to  insure 
80  per  cent  up  to  ^6,000  in  valuation  of  homes 
produced  by  operative  builders  and  60  per  cent  on 
the  value  in  excess  of  ?6,000  up  to  ^10,000  m 
valuation.  The  builder  in  all  such  cases  would  be 
the  mortgagor.  This  step  has  been  taken  by  FHA 
to  stimulate  housing  in  the  middle  market. 

This  operation  differs  from  the  procedure 
followed  in  issuing  conditional  commitments, 
in  which  case  FHA  agrees  to  insure  the  mort- 
gage on  a  house  built  to  its  standards  when 
the   builder  secures  a   satisfactory   purchaser. 

Office  of  Price  Administration  Regulations  are 
being  amended  so  that  maximum  rents  on  new 
housing  units  will  be  based  on  prevailing  rents  for 
comparable  accommodations  on  the  maximum  ren; 
date  plus  a  substantial  allowance  to  offset  current 
higher  construction  costs. 

It  is  now  possible  for  builders  to  present 
their  plans  and  specifications  to  their  local 
OPA  Area  Rent  Office,  together  with  their 
proposed  schedule  of  rents  before  starting 
construction.  OPA  will  check  the  proposed 
rents  with  those  on  comparable  units  fixed  at 
maximum  rent  date  rates  and  add  a  substan- 
tial allowance  for  increased  costs. 

•  WARTIME  CONVENTION  TRAVEL 

Nearly  a  billion  railroad  passenger  miles  were 
saved  during  the  eight  months'  existence  of  the 
"convention  ban,"  according  to  the  Office  of  Defense 
Transportation.  The  convention  ban  expired  Octo- 
ber I,  1945,  and  the  War  Committee  on  Conven- 
tions ended  rts  work  on  October  22. 

During  the  committee's  existence,  the  ODT 
pointed  out,  4,095  convention  applications 
were  reviewed  and  only  495  were  approved. 
The  anticipated  attendance  at  the  gatherings 
for  which  permission  to  meet  was  refused  was 
estimated  by  the  ODT  at  3,248,775.  The  ODT 
pointed  out  that  the  savings  in  travel  con- 
tinued after  October  1,  explaining  that  since 
it  takes  several  months  to  prepare  for  a  large 
convention  very  few  really  sizeable  conven- 
tions will  be  held  during  the  remainder  of 
1945. 


California  Publishers  to 
Tour  S.  F.  Bay  Area 
Industrial  Plants 

Publishers  of  twenty  California  newspapers 
will  arrive  in  San  Francisco  Monday,  Decem- 
ber 3,  for  a  tour  of  the  Bay  Area  under  the 
auspices  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  National  Association  of  Manu- 
facturers, and  California  State  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

Purpose  of  the  visit  is  to  view  what 
progress  Bay  Area  industry  is  making 
in  reconverting  to  a  peacetime  economy. 
Representatives  will  be  conducted  on  a 
tour  of  several  Bay  Area  plants  which 
have  recently  reconverted  from  wartime 
to  peace  time  operations. 

Other  cities  scheduled  on  the  statewide 
tour  include  Oakland,  Sacramento,  Stockton, 
Fresno,  Bakersfield,  Los  Angeles,  Long  Beach 
and  San  Diego. 


China's  Reconstruction  Program 
Dutlined  at  Council  Conference 

China's  postwar  reconstruction  and  pur- 
chasing program  was  outlined  to  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Region  industrialists  at  a  meeting 
sponsored  by  the  China-America  Council  of 
Commerce  and  Industry  today. 
®  Opportunities  for  American  Business. 
Alex  Taub,  engineermg  consultant  to  the 
Chinese  Supply  Commission  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  to  the  China-America  Council, 
outlined  the  probable  developments  in  the 
rehabilitation  and  expansion  of  transportation 
and  industry  in  China  during  the  next  few 
years  and  the  part  American  business  is  ex- 
pected to  play  in  this  program. 

Emil  Luenberger,  vice  president  and 
manager,  Foreign  Department,  Wells 
Fargo  Bank  and  Union  Trust  Company, 
led  the  discussion  on  financing  trade 
with  China  and  China's  industrializa- 
tion.

New  Business  Charters 
Break  Fifteen-Year 
Record  In  California 

A  15-year  record  in  the  organization  of  new 
business  corporations  in  California  was 
broken  last  month,  it  was  reported  by  Frank 
M.  Jordan,  Secretary  of  State  of  California. 

•  Top  Record  Since  1930.  According  to 
Jordan,  new  California  corporations  totaled 
453  during  October,  while  42  out-of-state 
companies  applied  for  charters  to  do  business 
in  California. 

This  figure  is  195  higher  than  that  for  Octo- 
ber, 1944,  and  has  not  been  equaled  for  a 
decade  and  a  half,  Jordan  said. 

The  495  total  for  last  month  compares  with  524 
firms  which  filed  articles  of  incorporation  in  April, 
1930. 

Jordan  announced  the  all-time  record 
month  was  March,  1924,  when  526  new  com- 
panies sent  organization  papers  to  the  state 
capitol. 

Foley  Urges  Private 
Housing  Industry  to 
Broaden  Planning 

"The  nation's  private  builders  should 
broaden  the  base  of  their  planning  for  post- 
war residential  construction  so  that  they  may 
present  a  product  which  not  only  meets  the 
public  need,  but  the  public's  purse  as  well." 

#  Planning  by  Builders.  This  is  the  "duty  of 
private  industry  and  its  greatest  test  to  come,"  ac- 
cording to  Federal  Housing  Administration  Com- 
missioner Raymond  JVI.  Foley,  speaking  before  the 
Northern  California  Council  of  Home  Builders 
Associations  in  San  Francisco  recently. 

To  achieve  this,  Foley  proposed  that  their 
planning  include  the  problem  areas  of  hous- 
ing; embrace  rentals  as  well  as  properties  for 
sale;  provide  for  rehabilitation  of  the  existing 
inventory  of  houses;  include  programs  for 
minority  groups,  and  efforts  to  curb  the 
spread  of  blight  and  to  cure  or  remove  it 
where  it  has  established  itself. 

Foley  expressed  the  belief  that  private  builders 
can  produce  a  vast  quantity  of  good  housing  to  sell 
for  ^5,000  and  less.  He  warned  that  while  it  will 
be  a  great  problem  in  the  future  with  higher  costs 
of  production,  it  can  be  solved — partly  through 
longer  terms  of  payment,  in  larger  ratios  of  loan  for 
purchase  money. 

**Much  of  the  answer,  too,  must  come  from 
the  development  of  new  techniques  in  the  use 
of  materials,  in  materials  themselves,  in  plan- 
ning of  design,  location  and  production  meth- 
ods," Foley  declared. 


A  vote  of  support  was  given  for  the  effort  to  bring  the  UNO  permanent  headquarters  to 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  by  the  Bay  Area's  civic,  business,  labor,  and  industrial  representa- 
tives at  a  public  meeting  last  week.The  pledge  was  given  after  Chamber  President  Henry  F. 
Grady,  Chairman  Walter  A.  Haas  of  the  Chamber's  Special  UNO  Committee,  and  Mayor 
Roger  D.  Lapham  urged  commitment  of  the  entire  area's  resources  in  actively  seeking  selec- 
tion of  this  area  as  site  of  the  United  Nations  World  Peace  Organization. 

•  Comtnitment  to  UNO 

It  was  disclosed  that  Mayor  Lapham  had 
guaranteed  ample  facilities  for  temporary 
headquarters  of  the  1946  UNO  sessions, 
should  the  Bay  Area  be  chosen  as  permanent 
headquarters  site. 

Reports  from  Mr.  Grady  and  Walter 
A.  Haas,  chairman  of  the  Chamber's 
special  committee,  revealed  the  work 
that  has  been  carried  on  in  behalf  of  the 
Bay  Area  during  the  past  six  months 

Success  of  the  UNO  Conference  in  this 
city  last  spring  is  one  of  the  biggest  assets  San 
Francisco  has  in  seeking  the  permanent  head 
quarters,  according  to  Mr.  Grady.  He  em 
phasized  the  importance  of  the  Bay  Area 
working  together  as  a  unit,  declaring  that  dis- 
cussion of  specific  sites  in  this  area  should  be 
avoided  since  choice  of  location  is  entirely 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  UNO.

•  Sailings  of  New  Vessels 

The  Uruguay  will  be  followed  by  the 
Biobio,  which  will  arrive  at  Pacific  Coast 
ports  late  in  December. 

According  to  W.  R.  Grace  &  Company, 
general  Pacific  Coast  agents  for  the  Johnson 
line,  other  new  vessels  built  for  Scandinavian 
service  to  west  coast  states  and  British  Colum- 
bia passenger,  refrigerated  and  cargo  trade 
will  be  placed  on  berth  to  operate  in  regular 
schedule  with  beginning  monthly  sailings  and 
later  bi-monthly  sailings  when  conditions  war- 
rant.

In  addition,  the  Chamber  furnished  speak- 
ers on  behalf  of  the  airport  bond  issue,  and 
through  the  Bay  Area  Aviation  Committee 
gave  physical  assistance  during  the  airport 
"open  house"  the  Sunday  preceding  election 
day. 


Further  action  to  obtain  an  "Annapolis"  for  the  Pacific  Coast  was  charted  at  a  meeting  last 
week  of  the  Bay  Area  Naval  Affairs  Committee,  according  to  E.  J.  McClanahan,  chairman, 
San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  Naval  Affairs  Committee. 

In  a  vote  taken  at  the  meeting,  it  was 
decided  to  stand  by  the  Committee's 
original  request  for  a  four-year  West 
Coast  Naval  Academy.  While  the  one- 
year  post-graduate  school  recently  pro- 
posed by  the  Navy  is  acceptable,  the 
committee  believes  it  should  not  inter- 
fere with  the  establishment  of  a  full- 
fledged  4-year  academy,  based  upon  the 
importance  of  the  Pacific  Coast  as  a 
great  strategic  base  for  an  enlarged 
Navy's  operations. 

The  one-year  academy  suggested  by  the  Navy 
would  be  established  at  Monterey,  California.  Both 
academy  and  non-academy  officers  would  be  re- 
quired to  attend  this  school  six  years  after  their 
graduation. 

To  mobilize  support  for  the  second  Annapo- 
lis, the  Chamber's  Naval  Affairs  Committee 
will  ask  West  Const  Chambers  of  Commerce 
to  push  the  drive  for  establishment  of  a  four- 
year  Academy  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  without 
specifying  a  site.  Selection  of  a  location  would 
be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Navy.

Coast-to-Coast  Freight 

The  first  regular  airfreight  service  into 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  was  established  on 
November  1  by  Western  Air  Lines  with  ar- 
rival of  a  shipment  of  women's  fashions,  rush 
shipments  of  movie  film  and  penicillin.

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

At  the  present  time  capital  and  producers'  goods, 
war  plants  and  airplanes  are  sold  by  the  Reconstruc- 
tion Finance  Corporation's  regional  offices  and 
branches.  Consumer  goods  are  sold  by  former  Com- 
merce Department  regional  offices,  subject  to  RFC 
supervision.  Those  interested  can  now  do  business 
m  both  kinds  of  surplus  at  all  of  these  offices.  In 
San  Francisco  the  office  is  located  at  200  Bush 
Street. 

•  HOUSING 

A  total  of  3,527  trailers  and  temporary  family 
dwelling  units  have  been  transfered  to  colleges,  uni- 
versities and  municipalities  by  the  Federal  Public 
Housing  Authority  since  V-J  Day  to  provide  hous- 
ing for  distressed  families  of  veterans  and  service- 
men, according  to  Commissioner  Philip  M.  Klutz- 
nick.  This  housing  was  made  available  under  the 
provisions  of  Title  V,  an  amendment  to  the  Lan- 
ham  Act  enacted  in  June. 

None  of  the  colleges,  universities  and  mu- 
nicipalities which  have  thus  far  obtained 
trailers  and  temporary  family  dwelling  units 
are  located  in  the  State  of  California. 

•  FRUIT  CROPS 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  county  highway  officials 
in  Washington  it  was  announced  that  fruit  grown 
near  untreated  farm-to-market  roads  is  affected  by 
dust,  according  to  recent  technical  research  on  the 
contamination  of  crops.  Tests  just  completed  indi- 
cate that  in  spite  of  careful  spraying,  dust-covered 
fruit  is  highly  susceptible  to  diseases  and  parasites 
affecting  vegetation. 

This  fact  has  been  pointed  to  as  one  more 
reason  for  the  immediate  improvement  of  sec- 
ondary roads.  Secondary  roads  serve  6,000,- 
000  American  farms  with  an  annual  produc- 
tion of  12  billion  dollars. 

•  PROPERTY  IMPROVEMENTS 

Home  owners  can  now  take  advantage  of  relax- 
ation of  the  wartime  restrictions  on  construction  and 
credit  to  make  long  deferred  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  their  property.  An  increase  in  the  number 
of  modernization  and  repair  loans  is  shown  in  the 
number  of  loans  now  being  reported  by  lending  in- 
stitutions to  FHA  for  insurance  under  its  Title  I 
program.  The  wartime  credit  and  construction  re- 
strictions both  were  removed  on  October  15.

Appeals  for  assistance  in  obtaining  mer- 
chandise have  been  received  by  the  Domestic 
Trade  Department  of  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  from  merchants  in 
small  northern  California  communities.

The  California  survey  is  part  of  a  nation-wide 
study  being  made  at  the  request  of  the  Advisory 
Board  of  the  Office  of  War  Mobilization  and  Re- 
conversion, of  which  Eric  Johnston  is  chairman. 

California  firms  are  being  checked  on  such 
general  points  as  how  long  their  guaranteed 
age  plan  has  been  in  operation,  what  is  guar- 
anteed, and  how  many  and  what  type  of  em- 
ployee is  covered. 

Bledsoe  pointed  out  that  data  obtained  from  this 
survey  will  be  used  by  the  Office  to  determine  the 
extent  of  guaranteed  wage  employment  plans  now 
in  effect  throughout  the  country.

•  FARM  MACHINERY 

Farm  machinery  production  decreased  $17,707.- 
697  in  the  third  quarter  of  1945  from  the  corre- 
sponding 1944  total  of  $163,551,380  because  of 
peacetime  transition  difficulties,  the  Civilian  Produc- 
tion Administration  has  announced.  However,  pro- 
duction is  expected  to  start  moving  up  moderately 
in  November.  While  a  reversal  of  the  down- 
trend may  be  expected  in  the  fourth  quarter, 
the  present  tight  situation  in  manpower  and 
materials  is  expected  to  ease  very  slowly,  the 
Civilian  Production  Administration  empha- 
sized. Accordingly,  officials  expect  only  a  slow 
production  improvement  over  the  next  few 
months. 

•  FARM  POPULATION 

The  wartime  movements  of  population  away 
Irom  the  farms  and  of  farm  residents  into  non- 
agricultural  work  resulted  in  a  sharp  decrease  in 
the  agricultural  labor  supply,  in  spite  of  the  ab- 
sorption of  more  women  and  youths  into  agricul- 
tural employment.  According  to  estimates  released 
by  Director  J.  C.  Capt  of  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
the  number  of  persons  employed  in  agriculture  de- 
creased by  900,000  between  April,  1940  and  April, 
1944. 

m  STRATEGIC  MATERIALS 

Critical  and  strategic  materials  needed  by  the 
Army  and  Navy  for  defense  purposes  will  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  military  stockpile,  although  civilian 
deficiencies  in  minerals  and  metals  essential  to  the 
peacetime  e:onom/  will  be  taken  care  of  before  any 
such  transfer  is  made,  according  to  the  terms  of  a 
regulation  announced  by  the  Surplus  Property  Ad- 
ministration. Reserves  of  government-owned  surplus 
properr/  needed  to  cover  such  civilian  deficiencies  in 
minerals  and  metals  will  be  estimated  by  the  Civil- 
ian Production  Administration,  successor  to  WPB, 
and  will  be  available  for  disposal. 

The  Regulation  applies  to  surplus  property 
located  in  the  United  States.  It  does  not  apply 
to  contractor  inventory,  small  lots,  and  items 
which  would  deteriorate  if  transferred  to  the 
stock  pile.  The  screening  of  surplus  property 
to  determine  which  property  shall  be  stock 
piled,  and  which  disposed  of,  has  been  dele- 
gated to  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corpora- 
tion.

Eichholz  declared  that  international  trade  is  at  the 
crossroads,  and  that  almost  a  new  basis  is  needed 
for  pursuing  our  efforts  to  promote  our  foreign 
trade.  According  to  Eichholz,  sound  fundamentals 
for  operations  can  and  will  be  established  by  the 
businessmen  themselves. 

At  the  convention.  Eichholz  reported,  it  was  em- 
phasized that  whatever  help  this  country  can  give 
foreign  countries  on  reconstruction  problems  will 
hasten  their  return  to  private  trade. 

The  shortage  of  foreign  exchange  can  be  prevented. 
it  was  claimed,  by  the  maintenance  of  full  operation  of 
American  induslr>',  which  is  possible  through  reduc- 
tions in  our  tariff.

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California  Leads  Nation  in 
Receipts  From  Farm  Meetings 

California  led  the  nation  in  cash  receipts 
from  farm  marketings  in  the  first  eight 
months  of  1945,  according  to  a  report  by  the 
U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture. 

Out  of  a  total  of  ^12,334,495,000  in  na- 
tional farm  receipts  for  this  period  California 
producers  received  ^1,058,190,000. 

Receipts  from  California  crops  jumped 
from  a  1944  figure  of  ^670,487,000  to  ?735,- 
149,000,  with  earnings  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  declining  from  ^341,367,- 
000  to  ^323,041,000. 

In  estimating  gross  farm  income  for  the  entire 
year  of  1945  at  ?24, 200,000,000,  the  department 
declared  the  farmers'  profit  probably  will  reach  its 
highest  point  since  the  wartime  rise  began,  despite 
peak  production  costs. 

Western  Air  Lines 
Schedules  $15,000,000 
Expansion  Program 

Western  Air  Lines  has  announced  plans  to 
spend  more  than  ^15,000,000  for  additional 
planes,  facilities,  and  ground  equipment  in 
their  postwar  expansion  program. 

William  A.  Coulter,  Western's  president, 
revealed  that  Western's  expansion  program 
will  include  a  fleet  of  28  four-motored  air- 
planes, to  supplement  the  company's  present 
fleet  of  fourteen  twin-engined  planes.  By  June, 
Coulter  predicted.  Western  will  be  flying  well 
over  a  million  miles  a  month. 

The  new  Douglas  planes,  three  of  which  have 
already  been  delivered  and  are  being  readied  for 
service,  will  provide  4,000  additional  seats  for  use 
by  travellers,  Coulter  said.  Carrying  from  46  to  56 
passengers  on  each  flight,  the  skyliners  will  carry 
travellers  at  an  average  speed  one-fourth  faster  than 
at  present.

•  TREND 

Business  conditions  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area  continued  at  a  high 
le\el  during  October  with  the  financial  transactions  comparable  with  top 
months  of  the  year.  Reconversion  of  industry  from  wartime  to  peacetime  base 
made  rapid  strides  with  many  industries  in  the  non-durable  manufacturing 
group  reporting  employment  and  payrolls  above  the  preceding  month  and  also 
abo\e  the  same  month  last  year  in  contrast  to  the  general  shrinkage  reported 
for  this  field  as  a  whole. 

Bay  Area  financial  transactions  in  October  amounting  to  $2,406,- 
797,000  were  ten  per  cent  above  September  as  well  as  last  October. 

•  MANUFACTURING  INDUSTRIES 

During  October  with  the  reconver- 
sion of  industry  at  full  pace  the  total 
number  of  wage  earners  in  the  manu- 
facturing industries  in  the  San  Fran- 
cisco-Oakland Industrial  Area  dropped 
46.2  per  cent  under  last  October  and 
numbered  134,600  compared  to  151,- 
100  in  September  and  250,600  in  Octo- 
ber last  year.  October  payrolls  com- 
pared to  last  October  were  off  56  per 
cent  with  the  ten  months  average  off 
26.7  per  cent.  At  the  same  time  many 
of  the  industries  in  the  durable  and 
non-durable  groups  reported  indi- 
di\ual  increases  in  employment  and 
payrolls  over  September  with  a  num- 
ber in  the  non-durable  group  also  re- 
porting employment  and  payroll 
gains  over  October  a  year  ago.  Indus- 
tries in  the  non-durable  field  sharing 
this  distinction  include  bakery  prod- 
ucts, apparel,  paper  and  allied  prod- 
ucts, printing,  publishing  and  allied 
industries,  rubber  products,  and 
leather  and  leather  products.  Those  in 
the  durable  group  with  employment 
and  payrolls  above  preceding  month 
include  lumber  and  timber,  stone,  clay 
and  glass  products,  heating  and 
plumbing  supplies,  machinery,  and 
automobile  equipment. 

Average  weekly  earnings  in  all 
manufacturing  groups  during 
October  amounted  to  $48.41  com- 
pared to  $45.61  in  September  and 
$59.40  in  October  last  year.  In  the 
non-durable  or  consumer  goods 
group  average  weekly  earnings 
rose  to  $46.05  in  October  compared 
to  $45.51  in  September  and  $44.14 
last  October.  Average  hourly  earn- 
ings for  October  ranged  from  91.8c 
in  tobacco  manufactures  to  $1,373 
in  the  shipbuilding  and  repairing 
industry.  Average  hours  worked 
per  week  for  all  industries 
amounted  to  40.2  in  October  com- 
pared to  37.3  in  September  and 
44.6  in  October  last  year.. 


In  the  non-manufacturing  indus- 
tries with  the  exception  of  wholesale 
trade  October  employment  and  pay- 
rolls were  above  the  preceding  month 
and  last  October.  October  payrolls 
compared  to  October  last  year  in 
laundry  and  cleaning  business  were  up 
6.9  per  cent,  in  retail  trade  2.0  per 
cent,  and  hotels  11.3  per  cent,  with 
wholesale  payrolls  off  0.7  per  cent. 
Payrolls  for  the  ten  months  period 
compared  to  the  same  period  last  year 
were  up  6.3  per  cent  for  laundry  and 
cleaning,  5.7  per  cent  for  wholesale, 
6.1  per  cent  for  retail  and  9.6  per  cent 
for  hotels. 

•  EMPLOYMENT  STATUS 

I'nfilled  job  opijortunities  in  the  .San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  reported  by  14 
local  offices  of  the  United  States  Em- 
ployment Service  as  of  November  15 
amounting  to  20,754  were  distributed 
as  follows:  professional  and  managerial 
1,093,  clerical  and  sales  6,844,  service 
2,713,  skilled  3,784,  semi-skilled  1,359, 
and  unskilled  4,961.  At  the  same  time 
the  unemployment  claims  filed  with 
these  offices  for  this  area  totaled 
38,203.  Many  of  those  filing  unem- 
ployment claims  are  not  compensable 
as  they  are  now  on  strike.  In  San 
Francisco  the  job  opportunities  totaled 
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8,466,  5,131  of  which  were  in  the  com- 
mercial group  and  3,356  in  the  indus- 
trial group  and  unemployment  claims 
totaled  11,091. 

•  TRADE 

Department  store  retail  sales  in  the 
Bay  Region  in  October  were  up  8  per 
cent  over  last  October  with  the  10 
months'  sales  up  12  per  cent  according 
to  reports  from  19  stores  to  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  in  San  Francisco 
which  also  reported  October  sales  for 
29  apparel  stores  rose  22  per  cent  with 
the  10  months'  sales  up  14  per  cent. 
Department  store  sales  in  the  Central 
Valley  during  October  compared  to 
last  October  were  up  10  per  cent.  Sales 
in  the  Los  Angeles  area  were  up  15  per 
cent,  in  Portland  and  Seattle  7  per 
cent,  and  in  Salt  Lake  City  13  per  cent. 

Retail  fsales  of  independent  stores  in 
San  Francisco  during  the  first  9  months 
according'to  the  last  report  of  the  Bureau 
of, the  Census  reveal  the  following  in- 
creases compared  to  the  same  period  last 
year,  the  food  group  sales  i  per  cent,  eat- 
ing and  drinking  places  12  per  cent,  drug 
stores  U  per  cent,  apparel  group  14  per 
cent,  motor  vehicle  dealers  9  per  cent, 
furniture  stores  4  per  cent,  and  hardware 
stores  17  per  cent. 

Sales  at  wholesale  on  the  Pacific  Coast  ac- 
cording to  reports  from  242  establishments  to 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  first  9 
months  were  up  2  per  cent  with  sales  for  Sep- 
tember 6  per  cent  under  September  last  year. 
Sales  for  the  nation  for  the  9  months  were  also 
up  2  per  cent,  but  the  September  sales  were  off 
only  3  per  cent.  On  the  Pacific  Coast  only 
automobile  supplies,  tobacco  sales,  and  lum- 
ber and  building  materials  showed  any  sub- 
stantial gain.  Shoes,  metals,  machinery,  and 
house  furnishings  showed  the  greatest  decline. 

•  TRAFFIC 

October  freight  car  movements  in  .San 
Francisco  in  the  .San  Francisco-Oakland 
switching  limits  rose  6.6  per  cent  over  Septem- 
ber but  were  0.9  per  cent  under  October  last 
year.  The  10  months'  cumulati\e  of  689,762 
cars  was  up  1 .3  per  cent  over  last  >ear. 

Bridge  traffic  continued  to  mount  dur- 
ing October  with  the  Bay  Bridge  vehicu- 
lar crossings  amounting  to  2,406,797 
compared  to  2,129,791  in  September  and 
1,655,307  in  October  last  year.  October 
vehicle  crossings  were  up  33  per  cent  over 
last  October  and  total  revenue  for  the 
bridge  rose  29  per  cent  to  $610,385  but 
train  and  bus  passengers  carried  on  the 
bridge  rose  only  3.2  per  cent.  Golden  Gate 
Bridge  vehicular  traffic  during  October 
reached  603,456  crossings  or  41.6  per  cent 
above  last  October.  Total  revenue 
amounted  to  $316,028  or  37.8  per  cent 
above  October  last  year. 

•  COST  OF  LIVING 

October  li\ing  costs  in  San  Francisco, 
lifted  by  an  increase  in  food  costs,  rose  slightly 
above  September  and  were  1.5  per  cent  above 
October  last  year,  carrying  the  10  months 
average  2.7  per  cent  above  the  same  period  a 
year  ago.

■■\\e  had  more  hope  than  capital,"  Willuir 
lauahs.  "Hut  we  mafic  a  go  of  it." 

The  hope  was,  however,  supported  by 
two  years'  previous  experience  with 
Rogers  Brown  &  Company  which  Wilbur 
joined  in  1919  on  leaving  the  armed  forces 
after  service  as  a  first  lieutenant. 

His  coiiipauN  transferred  him  to  San  Kraii- 
cisco  and  he  knew  immediately  that  this  was 
the  ritv  where  he  would  make  his  home. 

"I  jiist  liked  it  here,"  he  says.  "And,  in 
1021,  when  the  opportunity  came  to  go  into 
business  for  myself  I  took  it.  There  was  a  sort 
of  a  depression  along  about  that  time,  if  you 
remember.  But  I  knew  something  about  the 
world  trade  business,  and  its  prospects  looked 
good  to  me." 

In  the  years  since  then  the  growth  of 
Prayton  Wilbur  and  his  company  has 
paralleled  the  growth  of  San  Francisco. 

"We  grew  with  the  city.  We  minded  our  own 
business,  did  the  best  job  we  knew  hovi^  to  do, 
and  that  was  about  all  there  was  to  it." 

«  Twenty-five  Years  of  Trading 

That  simple  explanation  by  Wilbur  glosses 
o\er  the  adventures,  the  struggles,  the  crises 
and  triumphs  of  twenty-five  years  of  trading 
all  over  the  world.  Wilbur  made  his  first  trip 
abroad  in  1925,  and  visited  Europe,  the 
Orient,  and  South  America.  He  returned  to 
San  Francisco  with  new  markets  for  the  lines 
han.iled  bv  \\'ilbur-Ellis  Company. 

Since  then  he  has  made  many  trips  to 
foreign  lands,  supervising  personally  the 
affairs  of  his  company  and  its  subsidi- 
aries. He  speaks  Spanish,  some  French 
and  has  made  himself  an  expert  in  inter- 
national affairs.  He  is  a  director  of  the  In- 
stitute of  Pacific  Relations  and  a  student 
of  world  politics. 

In  the  course  of  a  busy  life  he  has  found  time 
to  cultivate  many  other  hobbies — and  they 
are  as  diversified  as  the  nan  himself.  .Science 
and  natural  history  are  among  his  interests. 
He  is  a  patron  of  the  American  Museum  of 
Natural  History.  He  is  interested  in  art,  is  a 
member  of  San  Francisco's  Bohemian  Club 
which  is  world  famed  for  its  artistic,  literary, 
and  dramatic  activities. 

Wilbur  is  a  quiet  man.  He  does  not  like  pub- 
lirity.  He  is  embarrassed  by  personal  atten- 
tion; but  when  the  subject  turns  away  from 
himself  to  the  topics  of  his  interest — to  San 
Francisco,  or  to  world  trade,  he  comes  alive. 
He  will  brave  the  terrors  of  public  meetings, 
committees,  radio  microphones,  press  inter- 
views and  all  the  rest  in  the  service  of  a  cause 
in  which  he  is  interested. 

San  Francisco  is  one  cf  those  causes. 
And  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  one  of 
his  interests.  He  has  given  both  many 
years  of  loyal  service.  In  1945  he  was  the 
first  vice  president  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  before  that  was  an  active 
member  of  the  Foreign  Trade  Committee 
of  the  Chamber  and  the  Foreign  Trade 
Afsociation. 

His  work  in  those  posts  has  culminated  in 
his  election  as  the  president  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Chamber  of  Commerce  for  1946,  and  he 
looks  forward  to  the  year  as  a  challenge,  ll 
will  be  a  year  full  of  many  problems  arising 
out  of  the  transition  from  war  to  peace,  but 
those  who  have  worked  with  Wilbur  know  he 
is  equal  to  them.

this  city  is  limitless  if  we  will  but  pull 
together. 

"It  is  the  job  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
to  be  the  community  agency  which  pulls  to- 
gether the  various  groups  and  interests  to 
work  for  the  common  cause  of  economic  de- 
velopment and  prosperity.  The  man  who 
accepts  the  presidency  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  assumes  a  position  of  leadership 
and  responsibility  so  great  as  to  make  one 
feel  quite  solemn  in  the  face  of  it.  1  can  only 
hope  that  it  will  be  possible  for  me  to  carry 
on  the  illustrious  tradition  of  my  predecessors 
in  this  post. 

"During  the  year  just  past  San  Fran- 
cisco and  its  Chamber  of  Commerce  were 
fortunate  indeed  to  have  Henry  F.  Grady 
as  president.  The  year  of  the  United  Na- 
tions Conference  on  International  Or- 
ganization, of  victory  and  peace  has  been 
a  momentous  one  in  the  annals  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  as  well.  In  the 
coming  year  we  are  going  to  have  to  face 
the  problems  of  peace,  of  reconstruction, 
rehabilitation — indeed  of  rebuilding  the 
physical  plant  itself,  of  our  own  City  of 
San  Francisco. 

"Already  we  have  rolled  up  our  shirtsleeves 
and  gone  to  work  on  those  problems.

•  APPOINTMENT 

Alfred  L.  Ransome  has  been  named  super- 
visor of  the  .San  Francisco  office  of  the  Metal 
Economics  Division  of  the  Bureau  of  Mines. 
Mr.  Ransome,  lead  and  zinc  economic  special- 
ist in  the  Washington  office,  will  fill  the  super- 
visory position  which  has  been  vacant  since 
last  April  when  Charles  White  Merrill  was 
appointed  chief  of  the  Metal  Economics  Di- 
vision at  Washington. 

Ransome,  a  mining  engineer  graduate 
of  Stanford  University,  has  written 
largely  on  the  economics  of  lead  and  zinc. 
Before  joining  the  Bureau  in  Washing- 
ton, he  was  co-author  of  a  bulletin  on 
quicksilver  published  by  the  California 
Division  of  Mines. 

•  SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

Government  surplus  property  originally 
costing  $89,198,000  was  disposed  of  during 
October  at  a  price  of  $33,054,000,  the  Surplus 
Property  Administration  has  announced.  Dis- 
posals during  October  were  $23,831,000 
greater  than  during  September,  measured  in 
original  cost.  In  addition  to  disposals,  there 
was  $44,815,000  of  surplus  property  on  lease 
on  October  31 . 

These  preliminary  estimates  do  not  in- 
clude disposals  in  foreign  countries, 
which  during  September  atnounted  to 
$7,632,000.  Agencies  disposing  of  surplus 
property  received  new  net  acquisitions  of 
$3,029,464,000  during  October.  The  sur- 
plus property  inventory  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  exclusive  of  property  on  lease  and 
property  overseas,  was  $6,955,541,000.  The 
largest  single  item  in  surplus  is  non- 
salable  aircraft,  with  a  total  inventory  on 
October  31  of  $3,723,443,000.

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•  EMPLOYMENT 

Altlioiigli  employment  conditions  in  most  of 
the  Nation's  principal  labor  market  areas  re- 
mained virtually  unchanged  in  November,  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Area  classification  was  re- 
duced from  that  of  a  balanced  labor  supply  to 
one  of  labor  surplus,  according  to  Robert  C. 
Goodwin,  Director  of  the  United  States  Em- 
ployment Serxice.  This  was  partially  due  to  a 
decline  in  shipbuilding  and  ship  repair. 

Reports  from  133  labor  market  areas, 
containing  a  total  population  of  69,451,- 
550,  disclosed  significant  changes  in  only 
eleven  areas  since  the  end  of  October. 

•  TIRE  PRODUCTION 

The  Civilian  Production  Administration 
and  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  have 
announced  that  passenger  tire  quotas  for  De- 
cember are  2,500,000,  the  same  as  for  each  of 
the  past  six  months.  Production  of  passenger 
car  tires  has  increased  sharply  in  the  past  few 
weeks  and,  barring  work  stoppages,  is  ex- 
pected to  attain  the  scheduled  production  goal 
of  1 1 ,000,000  tires  in  this  quarter. 

With  the  continuation  of  the  2,500,000 
passenger  tire  quota,  local  boards  should 
be  able  to  supply  the  immediate  tire 
needs  of  applicants  who  have  no  other 
means  of  getting  to  their  jobs  or  per- 
forming them,  OPA  said.  In  addition, 
the  seasonal  decline  in  demand  is  ex- 
pected to  be  reflected  by  a  reduction  in 
the  national  backlog  of  unfilled  applica- 
tions in  December. 

•  WAR  HOUSING 

Telegraphic  orders  freezing  further  disposa 
of  any  movable  war  housing  units  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  Federal  Public  Housing  Au 
thority  except  to  house  veterans  and  service 
men's  families  have  been  issued  to  all  Regiona 
Offices,  FPHA  Commissioner  Philip  M 
Klutznick  has  announced.  The  order  con 
forms  to  policies  of  the  National  Housing 
Agency  and  the  P'PHA  already  in  force,  bu 
establishes  tighter  control  and  review  to  in- 
sure maximum  use  of  war  housing  for  veteran 
needs. 

•  BRICK  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  brick,  one  of  the  scarcest  of 
the  materials  essential  to  construction,  is  on 
the  upgrade,  J.  D.  Small,  Administrator  of  the 
Civilian  Production  Administration  has  an- 
nounced. Pointing  to  steadily  climbing  pro- 
duction, Mr.  Small  said  that  June  production 
totalled  only  182,000,000  bricks  while  in  .Sep- 
tember 211,000,000  were  made,  with  October 
brick  production  estimated  at  247,000,000  arid 
it  is  believed  that  November  production  will 
amount  to  265,000,000.  The  backlog  of  orders 
for  brick  and  structural  clay  tile,  however,  is 
still  tremendous,  estimated  at  from  three  to 
six  months  of  production. 


Western  Merchandise  Mart  Will 
Construct  $1,800,000  Addition 

Investment  of  $1,800,000  for  an  expansion  of  the  present  building  housing 
the  Western  Merchandise  Mart  has  been  announced  by  Frank  K.  Runyan, 
president  of  the  Mart. 

The  present  building,  erected  in  1937, 
contains  over  half  a  million  square  feet 
of  floor  space  and  represents  an  invest- 
ment of  $3,000,000. 

The  addition  will  run  325  feet  down  Ninth 
Street,  from  Market  to  Jessie,  and  will  be  half 
again  as  large  as  the  present  building. 
•  Completion  in  1947 

"Already  home  goods  manufacturers,  dis- 
tributors and  wholesale  firms  throughout  the 
nation  have  reserved  ofifice  and  showroom 
space  which  becomes  available  about  Janu- 
ary 1,  1947,"  Runyan  stated. 

The  Mart  houses  representatives  of  one 
thousand  factories  in  furniture,  radios, 
appliances,  floor  coverings,  gifts,  house- 
wares, toys,  decorative  accessories  and 
textile  lines.  These  factories  supply  half  a 
billion  dollars'  worth  of  home  goods  an- 
nually to  merchants  in  the  Western  area. 
60,000  visits  a  year  are  made  to  the  Mart 
by  retail  store  executives  and  buyers  of 
home  goods  from  the  eleven  Western 
states. 

"By  this  new  construction,  the  Mart,  which 
already  epitomizes  San  Francisco's  western 
preeminence  in  this  field,  points  the  way  to 
this  city's  great  postwar  future,"  stated  Louis 
H.  Lundborg,  general  manager,  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 


C  of  C  Representative 
Testifies  at  Bay  Area 
Housing  Conference 

Private  enterprise  is  fully  al)le  to 
meet  the  home  building  requirements 
in  this  area,  according  to  testimony 
presented  by  William  A.  Marcus,  San 
Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce 
representative,  at  a  housing  confer- 
ence held  in  the  city  this  week. 

•  Presentation  of  the  Chamber's  testi- 
mony was  made  at  a  two-day  meeting  spon- 
sored by  the  California  State  Reconstruction 
and  Reemployment  Commission  and  attended 
by  officials  of  government  agencies  and  repre- 
sentatives of  industry. 

A  study  of  housinfi  needs  made  by  the  Cham- 
ber's Research  Department  revealed  that  private 
enterprise  has  adequate  building  sites  ready  for 
development  and  ample  funds  available  for 
financing  all  needs  for  home  construction,  await- 
ing government  action  to  eliminate  present 
bottlenecks  and  shortages. 

Marcus  urged  that  usable  building  supplies 
held  by  government  agencies  be  made  available 
at  once.  He  further  urged  the  adoption  of  a  pro- 
gram of  preventing  work  stoppage  by  observance 
of  collective  bargaining  between  employers  and 
employees  and  asked  that  public  construction  be 
minimized  to  give  housing  need  a  preference. 


Freeway  Route  is 
Discussed  at  Meeting 

Representatives  of  the  State  and 
City  governments  met  with  the  San 
Francisco  Chamber's  Industrial  De- 
partment Sites  and  Building  Section 
last  week  and  presented  detailed  in- 
formation concerning  the  relationship 
of  the  proposed  Peninsula  freeway  to 
the  city's  industrial  areas.

War  supph'  and  facility  contracts 
and  project  orders  awarded  to  the  San 
Francisco  Bay  Area  exceeded  S5,732,- 
939,000  at  the  end  of  June  1945,  ac- 
cording to  information  just  received 
by  the  Chamber's  Industrial  Depart- 
ment from  the  Statistics  Bureau  of  the 
War  Production  Board.  The  total  was 
made  up  as  follows:

Facility  Contracts  871,634,000 
Project  Orders  864,698,000 

The  "Bay  Area"  in  this  case  con- 
sists   of    seven    counties — Alameda, 
Contra  Costa,  Marin,  San  Francisco, 
San  Mateo,  Santa  Clara  and  .Solano. 
The  comparable  total  for  Cali- 
fornia was  $20,662,935,000,  made 
up  as  follows :

New  York  and  Michigan  are  the 
only  states  which  had  more  war 
work  than  California. 

In  the  Bav  Area,  contracts  for  ships 
totaled  $3,053,119,000. 


50  Manufacturing  Firms 
Buy  Unimproved  Land 
In  East  Bay  Area 

Fifty  major  manufacturing  firms 
have  purchased  275  acres  of  unim- 
proved industrial  property  in  the  East 
Bay  area  this  year  and  will  construct 
modern  industrial  plants  during  1946, 
according  to  an  announcement  by 
Harold  D.  Weber,  general  manager  of 
the  Oakland  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  executive  secretary  of  the  Metro- 
politan Oakland  Area  Committee.

The  industrial  property  is  located 
within  the  communities  of  Oakland, 
Berkeley,  Albany,  Alameda,  Emery- 
ville, San  Leandro,  Hayward,  Eden 
Township  and  the  southern  industrial 
area  in  Richmond. 

Weber  pointed  out  that  an  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  the  land, 
added  to  the  projected  cost  of 
buildings,  would  total  upwards  of 
$12,000,000.  This  does  not  include, 
Weber  added,  equipment  and  ma- 
chinery costs,  which  would  add 
millions  of  dollars  to  the  total 
that  industry  is  investing  in  new 
plants  throughout  the  area.

S.  F.-L  A.  Airline  Highway  Urged 
At  Meeting  of  Highway  Groups 

Support  of  a  third  north-south  highway  between  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
and  the  Los  Angeles  territory  was  pledged  by  northern  California  groups  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Airline  Highway  Association  at  the  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  last  week. 

Statements  supporting  the  necessity 
for  this  highway  were  developed  at  the 
meeting  for  presentation  to  the  Joint 
Legislative  Interim  Committee  on 
Highways  in  their  statewide  study  of 
highways  now  underway. 

•  "Airline"  Highway 

This  route,  which  has  been  named  the  Air- 
line Highway,  would  parallel  the  flight  routes 
of  north-south  airlines,  developing  the  present 
route  from  Gilroy  to  Maricopa  Junction  via 
Hollister,  Coalinga,  Taft  and  Maricopa,  all  of 
which  has  been  in  the  secondary  system  since 
a  6600-mile  addition  to  that  system  was 
authorized  by  the  1933  Legislature. 

Stating  that  this  highway  would  be 
safer  and  faster  than  the  present  routes 
between  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles, 
the  highway  group  has  prepared  evidence 
to  show  that  creation  of  this  route  would 
result  in  savings  in  mileage  and  cost  of 
vehicle  operation. 

"This  third  north  and  south  route  will  be  at 
least  72  miles  shorter  than  route  101  and  at 
least  25  miles  shorter  than  route  99,"  ex- 
plained Jacob  M.  Leonard,  chairman  of  the 
Airline  Highway  Committee,  San  Benito 
Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Another  meeting  will  be  held  in  Los 
Angeles  on  December  19  for  the  purpose 
of  outlining  a  report  to  be  presented  to 
the  State  Interim  Committee  on  High- 
ways.

•  TRUCK  RATINGS 

The  Civilian  Production  Administration 
has  announced  the  poUcy  by  which  ratings  for 
obtaining  new  trucks  will  be  granted.  Ratings 
will  be  given  only  to  producers  of.  or  those  in- 
tending to  produce,  materials  that  CPA  has 
found  to  be  in  such  tight  supply  as  to  be  a 
serious  threat  to  the  civilian  economy.  A  CC 
rating  issued  for  a  truck  can  only  be  applied 
to  a  distributor  or  dealer  and  is  not  extend- 
able, by  him  or  by  the  holder,  to  a  manu- 
facturer. Not  covered  by  the  order  are  station 
wagons,  coupes  fitted  with  pickup  boxes,  am- 
bulances, hearses,  taxicabs  or  integral  type 
buses.  This  applies  only  to  CC  ratings  granted 
for  new  trucks  for  use  in  the  United  .Stales. 

•  UNEMPLOYMENT 

flneniployment  during  the  week  of  Novem- 
ber 4-10  in  the  United  .States  was  estimated  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census  at  1,580,000,  show- 
ing little  change  from  the  number  estimated 
for  October.  An  increase  of  140,000  men  was 
offset  by  an  almost  equal  decrease  in  women. 

The  November  estimates  of  employ- 
ment, when  compared  with  estimates  for 
October,  show  a  net  increase  in  total  em- 
ployment of  400,000.  The  number  of  em- 
ployed men  increased,  but  the  number  of 
employed  women  decreased. 

•  SURPLUS  INVENTORY 

.Mmost  six  and  one-half  billion  dollars  in 
surplus  producers'  and  capital  goods  were  held 
Ijy  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation 
on  October  31,  1945,  five  days  prior  to  the 
transfer  to  the  Corporation  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  of  all  surplus  consumer 
goods. 

Of  the  total  volume  of  RFC  surplus  on 
hand,  $.?, 723,443, 000  represents  non- 
salable  inventory  consisting  principally 
of  non-flyable  aircraft.  The  remaining 
RFC  surplus  stocks  are  salable  material 
which  cost  the  United  States  Government 
$2,741,823,000.  Property  with  a  reported 
cost  of  $376,437,000  has  been  sold  to  Octo- 
ber 31,  1945,  by  the  RFC.  This  property 
was  sold  for  $183,822,000. 

Among  the  more  important  sales,  by  com- 
moditv  groups,  are  the  following:  steel  which 
cost  $'21,584,000  brought  $12,180,000;  metal 
working  machinery  which  cost  $13,793,000 
brought  $6,377,000;  machine  tools  which  cost 
$68,124,000  brought  $40,427,000. 


CofCAgricultural  Group 
Seeks  Change  in 
Hawaiian  Egg  Law 

A  resolution  requesting  the  Ha- 
waiian legislature  and  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  pass  an  egg  law  similar 
to  the  California  State  Egg  Law  has 
been  drafted  by  the  San  Francisco 
Chamber  of  Commerce  Agricultural 
Committee  and  referred  to  the  Cham- 
ber's Board  of  Directors  for  consid- 
eration. 
•  Hawaiian  Stamping  Regulation 

The  present  Hawaiian  egg  law  re- 
quires that  all  shell  eggs  imported  into 
Hawaii  from  the  United  States  be 
individually  stamped  "U.S." 

According  to  the  resolution,  this  law  is 
discriminatory  because  it  sets  up  trade 
barriers.  Hawaiian  consumers  and  pro- 
ducers can  be  protected,  it  is  further 
stated,  by  the  institution  of  a  Territorial 
egg  law  similar  to  the  standard  egg  law 
now  in  effect  in  California,  which  sets  up 
definite  grading  standards  and  is  en- 
forceable at  point  of  retail  sale.

Legislative  Session

A  proposal  to  make  a  state  building 
fund  of  $90,000,000  available  for  use 
by  cities,  cities  and  counties,  will  be 
considered  at  the  special  session  of  the 
California  legislature  called  for  Janu- 
ary 7  liy  (lovernor  Earl  W'arren. 
•  Appropriations  to  be  Voted 

The  $90,000,000  fund,  from  which 
no  appropriations  have  been  voted  as 
yet,  was  set  aside  by  the  1945  legisla- 
tive session  under  provisions  which 
will  enable  the  legislators  to  approve 
allocations  from  it  either  for  state  or 
local  construction. 

Governor  Warren  believes  that  slate 
needs  ought  to  be  met  out  of  the 
treasury  surplus  before  aii\-  of  it  is 
spent  elsewhere.  He  estimated  that 
$33,000,000  in  additional  money  will 
be  required  to  cover  the  state  govern- 
ment's own  institutional  improve- 
ments. 

Although  the  full  agenda  has 
not  been  announced,  the  Gover- 
nor has  indicated  that  other 
matters  to  be  discussed  will  be 
aviation,  housing,  unemployment 
insurance  and  child  care. 

When  the  formal  notice  has  been 
issued,  iJa.v  Region  Business  will  jjub- 
lish  the  comi)lete  agenda. 


Field  Offices  Civilian  Production 
Administration  Will  Close  Soon 

The  Civilian  Production  Adminis- 
tration, successor  to  the  War  Produc- 
tion Board,  is  closing  all  its  field  offices 
on  or  before  December  3 1 . 

Since  December  7,  all  applications  for 
priorities  assistance  under  Priorities 
Regulation  28  have  had  to  be  sent  to  the 
Adtninistration's  headquarters  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  for  handling.  Application 
forms  will  be  obtainable  at  first  class  post 
offices  in  cities  where  C.P.A.  field  offices 
have  been  located  and  at  offices  of  the 
Smaller  War  Plants  Corporation.  The 
post  offices  will  not  be  able  to  assist  ap- 
plicants in  filling  out  forms. 

In  Norlherii  California  first  class  post  offices 
in  Sacramento  and  San  Francisco  are  the  only 
ones  ttiat  will  fiave  the  forms.

U.  S.  Envelope  Company 
Selects  East  Bay  As

manufacturers  of  envelopes  and  simi- 
lar paper  products.

The  company  has  purchased  105,000 
square  feet  of  industrial  property  in 
Emeryville,  California,  and  will  begin 
construction  of  an  80,000  square  foot 
building  on  February  15. 

The  project,  which  will  be  com- 
pleted ne.xt  July  or  August,  will  em- 
ploy approximately   150-200  persons. 

The  Emeryville  project  will  be  a 
manufacturing  plant  as  well  as 
headquarters  for  the  seven  western 
states  in  sales  and  distribution, 
according  to  Joseph  S.  Fairchild, 
Pacific  Coast  manager  of  the  firm. 

The  plant  will  manufacture  all 
types  of  envelopes,  stationery,  similar 
paper  products  and  drinking  cups. 

Chamber  Opposes  Cut 
In  Scrap  Steel  Rates 

On  recommendation  of  its  Iron  and 
Steel  Section,  the  San  F"rancisco 
Chamber  has  authorized  its  Trans- 
portation Department  to  seek  suspen- 
sion of  proposed  reduced  railroad 
freight  rates  on  scrap  steel  from  Pacific 
Coast  points  to  points  in  the  Middle 
West. 

Because  of  current  scrap  shortages 
in  the  Middle  West,  industries  in  that 
area  are  seeking  supplies  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  it  was  reported,  and  have  proposed 
a  reduction  from  $14.78  a  gross  ton  to 
$12.32  from  Pacific  Coast  points  to 
Middle   Western   points  on   scrap  steel. 

The  Chamber's  position  is  that  the  pro- 
posed rate  would  be  less  than  a  reason- 
able minimum  and  would  drain  scrap 
from  the  Pacific  Coast  to  the  detriment 
of  the  western  iron  and  steel  industry. 


Berkeleyan  Will  Head  1946 
Western  Aviation  Conference 

Weldoii  \  aiico,  matiai;cr  of  the  Iti- 
dustrial  Department,  Berkeley' Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  member  of  the 
Bay  .'Krea  A\iation  Committee,  was 
elected  chairman  of  the  Western  A\^ia- 
lion  Conference  at  the  1945  meeting  in 
Sacramento  on  December  11-12.

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Land  Grant  Repeal  Goes 
Into  Effect  October,  1946 

President  Truman,  on  December 
12th,  affixed  his  signature  to  H.R. 
694,  the  Boren  Bill,  to  repeal  all  pro- 
visions of  law  under  which  the  Gov- 
ernment has  been  receiving  the  bene- 
fit of  land  grant  rates  for  more  than 
a  half  century.  Repeal  becomes  effec- 
tive October  1,   1946. 

•  C.  of  C.  Backing. 

The  Transportation  Committee  of 
the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce has  advocated  repeal  for  the 
past  several  years,  and  on  its  recom- 
mendation the  Chamber  actively  sup- 
ported the  Boren  Bill.  The  Trans- 
portation Department  and  the  Wash- 
ington Office  cooperated  in  presenting 
the  Chamber's  views  to  members  of 
Congress. 

The  Bill  encountered  some  opposition 
in  both  Houses  of  Congress  and  was  ex- 
tensively amended  in  the  Senate,  which 
made  it  necessary  to  determine  the  final 
language,  as  well  as  the  effective  date,  in 
(Conference.  The  House  rejected  the  orig- 
inal Conference  report  and  the  measure, 
as  it  finally  reached  the  President,  was  a 
compromise. 

Bay  Area  Needs  77,920 
Dwelling  Units  For 
Present  Population 

San  Francisco  population  figures  as 
reported  by  the  V.  S.  Bureau  of  Cen- 
sus reveal  a  total  population  of  827,- 
400  and  238,331  dwelling  units  as  of 
August  1,  1945,  compared  to  a  popu- 
lation of  634,536  and  222,176  occu- 
pied dwelling  units  on  April   1,  1940. 

•  Increase  in  Population/Housing 
Although    the   population   increase 

during  this  period  amoimted  to  192,- 
864  or  30.4';;,  the  total  number  of 
available  dwelling  units  increased 
only  7.3  f'f. 

Using  the  1940  occupancy  ratio  of  .?.0S 
persons  per  dwelling  unit  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, the  present  population  would  re- 
quire 269,000  dwelling  units.  Since  there 
are  only  2.^8, 3.M  actually  available  units, 
this  amounts  to  a  deficiency  of  approxi- 
mately 31,000  units  in  San  Francisco. 

•  In  the  Bay  Area  (9  Bay  Count  ies)  iho 
present  deticienc)'  is  a  little  more  than  double 
this  number,  or  77,920  dwelling  units. 

If  the  temporary  dwelling  units  con- 
structed to  meet  war  emergencies  were 
eliminated  in  the  Bay  Area,  there  would 
be  a  deinand  for  132,293  dwelling  units  to 
house  the  present  population  under  con- 
ditions simitar  to  those  in  1940.

International  Harvester  Co.  Will 
Construct  Emeryville  Factory 

Establishment  of  its  first  Pacific  Coast  motor  truck  manufacturing  [)lant 
at  Emeryville,  California,  has  been  announced  by  the  International  Harvester 
Company. 

•  Ten- Year  Lease 

In  making  the  announcement,  Peter 
\'.  Moulder,  vice  president  in  charge 
of  the  company's  motor  truck  divi- 
sion, said  the  company  had  entered 
into  a  10-year  lease  on  an  Emeryville 
plant  owned  by  the  Tidewater  Asso- 
ciated Oil  Company. 

"We  are  particularly  happy  to  get  In- 
ternational truck  production  on  the 
West  Coast  started  so  soon  after  the  end 
of  the  war,"  Moulder  said.  "For  several 
years  prior  to  the  war  our  transportation 
and  automotive  engineers  had  made  ex- 
haustive studies  of  West  Coast  needs  and 
we  had  been  developing  these  trucks  to 
meet  the  particular  requirements  of  the 
Coast  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  Region." 

The  Emeryville  plant  will  produce  si.x 
models  of  heavy  fluty  International  trucks, 
ranging  in  size  between  30,000  pounds  and 
90,000  pounds  gross  vehicle  w-eighl.  -Six 
models  of  motors  will  be  available,  in  both 
gasoline  and  Diesel  types. 

According  to  Moulder,  the  trucks  are 
especially  designed  for  fast  highway 
freight  handling  and  heavy  off-the-road 
work.  He  stated  that  the  company  hopes 
to  have  some  trucks  on  the  assembly  line 
in  February  for  delivery  late  that  month.

Change  Proposed  in  Surplus   ^'y ^etw- 250 and 300 men 
Property  Disposal  to  Veterans 

A  plan  to  make  surplus  goods  avail- 
able to  veterans  through  thousands  of 
wholesale  dealers  has  been  proposed 
by  W.  Stuart  Symington,  director  of 
the  Surplus  Property  Administration. 

•  Present  System  Unsuccessful 

This  plan  would  replace  the  present  system 
of  releasing  such  goods  through  the  31  re- 
gional offices  of  the  Reconstruction  Finance 
Corporation  which,  Symington  said,  has  not 
been  successful. 

In  making  his  recommendations,  Sym- 
ington urged  that  veterans  be  granted  a 
priority  over  all  purchasers  except  Fed- 
eral agencies.  They  now  rank  behind 
state  and  local  governments  as  well  as 
federal  agencies.  In  his  opinion,  veterans 
should  also  be  permitted  to  buy  surplus 
property  for  personal  use.  .\t  present 
they  may  make  purchases  only  for  bus- 
iness purposes. 

•  Under  Symington's  plan  for  distribu- 
tion through  wholesalers,  veterans  (|ualified 
to  buy  surplus  goods  would  be  classified  as 
large  dealers,  with  the  right  to  purchase  at  as 
low  a  price  as  anyone  trading  with  a  whole- 
saler. 

Stating  that  disposals  to  veterans  have 
not  been  satisfactory,  Symington  cited 
as  reasons  the  lack  of  sufficient  distri- 
bution outlets,  insufficient  property  to 
"go  around"  of  the  type  veterans  want, 
the  un.salable  condition  of  substantial 
amounts  of  surplus  property,  and  poor 
administration.

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•  HiVI  MARKETS 

The  Ba>'  Region  has  the  advantage  of  di\ersification 
afforded  by  industry,  commerce,  trade,  agriculture,  and 
practically  all  the  elements  that  go  to  make  up  the 
American  economy.  Vast  changes  have  occurred  within 
this  area  during  the  war  period.  New  population  and  new 
permanent  facilities  have  been  acquired.  New  markets  on 
the  Pacific  litteral  have  been  created.  An  enormous  back- 
log of  pent-up  demands  have  accumulated  in  the  civilian 
economy'. 

The  population  of  this  area  today  exceeds  2,400,000 
or  nearly  700,000  above  the  prewar  level.  The  in- 
come of  the  people  of  the  Bay  Area  this  year  will 
be  close  to  4  billion  dollars,  retail  trade  will  amount 
to  nearly  2  billion  dollars,  the  wholesale  trade  to 
nearly  3.5  billion  dollars,  and  the  accumulated 
value  of  war  contracts  close  to  5.8  billion  dollars. 
Financial  transactions  for  the  area  this  year  will  be 
more  than  27  billion  dollars.  Wages  in  the  manu- 
facturing industries  alone  will  probably  exceed 
half  a  billion  dollars.  The  growth  since  1940  ranged 
from  38  per  cent  for  the  population  to  424  per  cent 
for  the  wages  in  the  manufacturing  industries, 
with  the  retail  and  wholesale  sales  almost  double 
that  of  the  prewar  level. 

•  EMPLOYMENT  AND  JOB  OPPORTUNITIES 

Civilian  employment  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Indus- 
trial Area  during  the  closing  weeks  of  war  amounted  to 
795,000  persons.  This  was  about  69,000  fewer  than  at  the 
peak  of  shipbuilding  in  1943  but  was  243,000  above  the 
April  1940  level  of  552,500.  At  the  close  of  the  war,  the 
Trade  and  Service  Group  with  37  per  cent  of  the  total 
employed  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  employees. 
Manufacturing  followed  with  28  per  cent.  Government 
had  17  per  cent.  Transportation  and  Utilities  accounted 
for  10  per  cent,  and  Construction  for  5  per  cent.  Some 
were  in  mining,  agriculture  and  unclassified  groups.  The 
greatest  swing  from  the  prewar  ratios  showed  up  in  the 
Trade  and  Service  Group  which  in  1940  accounted  for  49 
per  cent  of  all  employed,  and  the  Manufacturing  Group 
which  formerly  had  21  per  cent.  The  Government  Group 
then  had  only  9  per  cent.  Unquestionably  during  the 
postwar  period  the  proportions  will  swing  back  more 
nearly  to  peacetime  ratios. 

The  unfilled  job  opportunities  in  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
reported  by  U.  S.  Employment  Service  near  December  first 
amounting   to    17,086   were   distributed   as  follows:   Manu- 


facturing 4,514,  Trade  and  Service  6,820,  Transportation  and 
Communication  2,555,  Government  2,677,  Construction  484, 
and  miscellaneous  36.  On  the  other  hand  unemployment 
claims,  some  due  to  current  strike  conditions,  are  nearly 
three  times  the  opportunities.  At  the  same  time  in  San  Fran- 
cisco City,  out  of  about  380,000  employed  11,181  were  unem- 
ployed, but  there  were  about  8,466  job  opportunities  unfilled 
according  to  the  United  States  Department  of  Labor  records. 
Undoubtedly  during  the  present  transition  period  there  will 
be  many  thousand  people  changing  their  jobs  and  moving 
about,  but  evidence  based  on  present  housing  need  indicates 
that  for  every  person  moving  out  of  this  area  someone  else 
is  moving  in,  while  other  newcomers  are  knocking  at  the 
door. 

•  IN-MIGRATION 

Already  world  famed,  the  Bay  Area  during  the  war  be- 
came one  of  the  strategic  war  production  centers  and  a 
major  Port  of  Embarkation.  Too,  it  was  privileged  to  be 
host  to  the  delegates  from  many  nations  who  were 
assembled  in  San  Francisco  from  April  25  to  June  26, 
1945,  to  construct  the  "Charter  of  the  United  Nations" 
and  to  establish  an  international  organization  to  be 
known  as  the  "United  Nations."  These  events  have 
helped  to  emphasize  the  strategic  importance  of  this  area 
and  have  created  a  magnet  of  interest. 

•  THE  WORK  PILE 

The  widely  publicized  Work  Pile  Program  now  amount- 
ing to  over  180  million  dollars  in  San  Francisco  unques- 
tionably will  bring  others  seeking  an  opportunity.  The 
steady  growth  of  the  Work  Pile  in  San  Francisco  which 
amounted  to  only  s$8, 700,000  in  August  1943  up  to  $182,- 
000,000  in  December  1945,  is  an  indication  of  the  thought 
and  attention  given  to  the  reconversion  employment 
period.  As  it  stands  today,  now  four  months  since  the  war 
ended,  there  are  thousands  of  opportunities  for  skilled 
and  trained  people  in  San  Francisco. 

•  INDUSTRIAL  EXPANSIONS  AND  OPPORTUNITIES 

Several  hundred  firms  of  national  prominence  have  an- 
nounced plans  to  expand  their  activities  to  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Bay  Area.  The  President  of  the  United  States 
Steel  Corporation  recently  announced  they  will  install 
modern  cold  reduction  facilities  at  Columbia  Steel  Com- 
pany's Pittsburg  plant  in  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  Their 
plans  announce  an  outlay  of  more  than  25  million  dollars 
to  increase  their  facilities  to  an  annual  capacity  of  more 
than  325  thou.sand  tons  of  sheet  and  tin  plate.  Behind  the 
basic  production  of  the  steel  industry  are  many  small  in- 
dustries which   depend   upon   their  materials,   including 
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iiianulactiircrs  of  stoves,  heaters,  refrigerators,  furnaces, 
washing  inai-jiines,  drums  and  otlier  utensils  and  house- 
iiold  goods,  stamped  out  of  thin  steel.  One-third  of  the 
canning  industry  is  located  in  the  West,  mostly  around 
San  Francisco;  so  that  tin  plate  production  will  be  a  boon 
to  the  tin  can  and  food  processing  industries  of  this  area. 
The  San  Francisco  Bay  Area  steel  industry  open  hearth  and 
electric  furnace  capacity  alone  was  expanded  41  per  cent 
during  the  war  period.  Iron  and  steel  and  its  products  manu- 
facturing facilities  expansions  in  San  Francisco  Bav  Area 
between  June  1940  and  May  1944  amounted  to  $29,861,000 
according  to  W'.P.B. 

•  Reynolds  Metal  Company  plans  to  open  in  San  Francisco  an 
aliiMiiniiiii  foil,  packaging  and  label  plant  and  will  employ  several 
hundred  persons.  Hayward  Non-Ferrous  Foundry  is  establishing 
a  new  cast  aluminum  products  plant.  A  new  industry  manufacturing 
high-temperature,  refractory  bricks  is  being  started  at  Milpitas  by 
Henry  Kaiser.  A  division  of  his  company  is  working  on  factory 
methods  of  building  attractive  individual-style  homes  at  low  cost 
using  the  cheapest,  strongest  materials  known. 

•  General  Motors,  Ford,  and  Chrysler  have  announced  expan- 
sions in  the  auto  field.  General  Electric  has  a  57  acre  site  at  San 
Jose  for  a  new  plant  for  production  of  heavy  electrical  equipment 
and  will  employ  about  2,000  when  up  to  full  production.  Westing- 
house  has  invested  several  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  permanent 
expansion  in  their  Emerv'A'ille  plant  for  manufacturing  of  electric 
home  appliances  which  are  due  for  a  large  gain  and  they  expect  to 
step  up  employment  to  three  times  the  prewar  level.  Owens-Corn- 
ing Fiberglas  Corp.  is  planning  establishment  of  a  plant  either  in 
the  Bay  .•\rea  or  Los  .Angeles  for  the  purpose  of  undertaking  a  new- 
industry  that  spins  glass  for  insulation,  plastic  boards,  and  fire-proof 
textiles  that  look  like  cotton,  silk  or  wool. 

The  establishment  of  a  Bay  Area  plant  to  print  Western  editions 
of  national  magazines  is  being  contemplated  by  Cuneo,  one  of  the 
country's  largest  printing  companies.  This  plant,  when  opened, 
would  offer  2000  job  opportunities.  A  33-acre  site  on  Bay  Shore 
Boulevard  has  been  bought  by  Western  Crown  Cork  &  Seal 
Corporation,  which  plans  to  construct  a  4  million  dollar  plant 
employing  1,500  people.  Western  headquarters  ha\'e  also  been  estab- 
lished in  San  Francisco  by  Sylvania  Electric  Products  Com- 
pany. Twenty-fi\e  acres  at  San  Jose  have  been  bought  by  National 
Mineral  and  Chemical  Company  for  the  production  of  a  new 
food  product  made  from  sugar  beet  pulp. 

Facility  expansion  in  the  machinery  group  in  the  Bay  Area 
amounted  to  9  million  dollars  between  July  1940  and  May 
1944,  according  to  W.P.B. 

Many  other  Bay  Area  sites  have  been  purchased  by  national  con- 
cerns, such  as  John  Deere,  General  Motors,  Jones  Dabney  Paint 
Company,  and  Western  Biscuit.  Hiller  Industries  will  produce 
Navy  aircraft  in  a  Berkeley  plant.  Abbett  Electric  Company  plan 
an  Emeryville  plant.  Giantvalley,  Bautnan  &  Lobeck  are  formu- 
lating plans  for  a  new  insulating  materials  business,  while  Pepsi- 
Cola  will  build  a  half-million  dollar  plant. 

To  manufacture  bottles  and  food  jars  on  the  West  Coast,  Glass 
Containers,  Inc.  has  bought  acreage  at  .Antioch  for  a  plant.  Amer- 
ican Hospital  Supply  Company  of  Chicago  plans  to  establish 
Western  headquarters  in  San  Francisco. 

A  national  advertising  campaign  instituted  by  Santa  Clara  County 
to  attract  new  industries  to  that  area  brought  in  over  1,200  inquiries. 
A  $4,000  building  south  of  Palo  Alto  now  houses  the  Briarwood 
Corporation,  a  Cleveland  smoking  pipe  firm.  New  industries  have 
also  arrived  in  San  Jose.  They  include  the  West  Coast  plant  of 
International  Business  Machines  Corporation,  Levi  Strauss 
&  Company's  overall  plant,  Bay-Shore  Paper,  Jenkins  Steel, 
Automotive  Service,  and  Sidley  Company. 

San  Jose,  which  is  headquarters  for  Food  Machinery  Corpora- 
tion's 15  factories,  will  also  have  a  central  engineering  and  research 
building  and  expansion  of  the  company's  Bean-Cutler  plant  there. 
Here  w-ill  be  carried  on  the  production  of  the  company's  postwar 
products,  including  a  peach-defuzzing  machine,  a  dehydrating  hay- 
maker, a  potato  harvesting  machine,  and  a  new  fast-moving  sprayer 
for  orchards. 

•  H.  J.  Heinz  Co.  is  contemplating  a  canning  plant  at  Tracy  cost- 
ing about  $150,000  and  expects  to  employ  about  500  the  year  around. 
Pacific  Can  Co.  plans  a  new  plant  on  a  20  acre  site  near  San  Lean- 
dro.  Employment  is  estimated  between  400  and  500.  American 
Home  Products  Co.,  an  H.  H.  Clapp  Co.  subsidiary,  is  planning 
another  plant  at  San  Jose  to  make  canned  baby  food.  Employment 
is  estimated  lietween  200  and  .^00. 

•  Paraffine  Companies,  Inc.,  (Pabco)  plans  to  invest  more  than 
4  million  dollars  in  expansion  of  its  Bay  .Area  plants  and  counts 
on  increasing  its  jobs  by  one-fourth,  thus  absorbing  all  its  returning 
servicemen  without  letting  out  any  faithful  new  employees. 


•  Petroleum,  Chemicals,  Plastics — The  Bay  Area  oil  industry 
has  developed  into  one  of  the  world's  great  chemical  industries,  pro- 
ducing some  500  different  products  and  planning  to  expand  into 
hundreds  of  specialties.  Its  by-products  lay  the  foundation  for 
manufacturers  in  plastics  and  synthetics;  its  wide  range  of  chemicals 
opens  opportunities  for  small  manufacturers  to  market  insecticides, 
disinfectants,  solvents,  greases,  water-proofing  compounds,  and 
household   products. 

•  Marchant  Calculating  Machine  Co.  at  Emeryville  started 
looking  for  an  additional  800  post-war  employees,  and  had  plans 
ready  for  an  investment  of  $1,500,000  to  double  and  greatly  improve 
its  factory. 

•  Schlage  Lock  Co.  at  San  Francisco  is  speeding  conversion  to 
its  hardware  lines  and  discloses  it  will  get  into  consumer  goods  it 
hasn't  previously  made  for  national  and  international  lines. 

•  Five  Bay  diesel  engine  plants,  manufacturing  96  per  cent  of 
diesels  made  west  of  the  Mississippi,  were  able  to  convert  overnight 
to  power  plants  for  marine  and  industrial  use. 

Chemical  and  petroleum  facilities  expansion  during  the  war  period 
between  July  1940  and  May  1944  in  the  Bav  Area  were  reported 
at  $57,823,000  by  W.P.B. 

•  Opportunities  in  Small  Plants — Many  of  the  oppor- 
tunities for  increasing  peacetime  employment  will  be  in 
small  plants,  employing  less  than  100  persons.  The  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  of  San  Francisco  survey  revealed  that 
these  plants  intend  to  employ  about  22  per  cent  more 
workers  during  the  immediate  postwar  period  than  they 
did  in  1943  and  39  per  cent  more  than  they  did  in  1939. 

The  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  during  1944  an- 
nounced 55  industrial  expansions  and  48  new  factories  with 
total  investments  amounting  to  nearly  10  million  dollars.  As 
an  indication  of  the  increased  tempo,  during  1945  the  total 
up  to  November  was  324  new  industrial  ventures  and  275 
factory  e.xpansions  were  announced  with  estimated  expendi- 
ture outlays  amounting  to  a  total  of  $116,741,945. 

"Industries  are  moving  West  at  the  greatest  rate  we  have  ever 
seen,"  according  to  a  Southern  Pacific  official.  "The  Pacific  Slope  is 
proving  the  fastest-growing  region  in  the  country,  and  the  new  plants 
locating  here  are  a  better  cross-section  of  American  industry,  from 
machinery  to  consumer  goods." 

•  Apparel  City — Apparel  City,  like  the  projected  World 
Trade  Center,  stirs  the  imagination.  The  garment  manu- 
facturers of  San  Francisco  will  build  a  four-million-doliar 
center  of  factories  on  25  acres  in  the  Potrero  District 
adjacent  to  a  120-foot-w^ide  boulevard.  Apparel  City  will 
have  37  buildings,  stepped  up  from  one  to  six  stories  with 
flower  studded  lawns  and  an  abundance  of  sunlight. 
There  will  be  provided  complete  facilities  for  10,000 
workers,  including  shops  and  swimming  pool  and  Needle 
Crafts  School  to  recruit  new  employees. 

•  WHOLESALE  DISTRIBUTION  AND  EXPANSIONS 

A  buying  office  of  Associated  Merchandising  Corp. 
(AMC)  has  been  established  in  San  Francisco  for  depart- 
ment stores  in  23  Ainerican  cities  and  abroad. 

San  Francisco  Western  Merchandise  Mart  whose 
$3,000,000  building  was  erected  in  1937  has  an- 
nounced an  expansion  program  representing  an  in- 
vestment of  $1,800,000  scheduled  to  be  ready  by 
January  1947.  Already  home  goods  manufacturers, 
distributors  and  wholesale  firms  throughout  the 
nation  have  reserved  office  and  showroom  space. 

The  Marl  houses  representatives  of  one  thousand  fac- 
tories in  furniture,  radios,  appliances,  floor  coverings, 
gifts,  housewares,  toys,  decorative  accessories  and  textile 
lines.  These  factories  supply  half  a  billion  dollars'  worth 
of  home  goods  annually  to  merchants  in  the  Western 
area.  60,000  visits  a  year  are  made  to  the  Mart  by  retail 
store  executives  and  buyers  of  home  goods  from  the 
eleven  Western  states. 

The  Bay  Area  is  the  strategic  center  for  Pacific 
Coast  wholesale  and  distributing  and  under  peace- 
time conditions  will  undoubtedly  come  in  for  many 
expansions.  The  Western  Merchandise  Exhibitors 
have    a   program   for   increasing   the  prestige  of

•  RETAIL  TRADE  AND  SERVICE 

Expansions  in  the  retail  and  service  establishments 
such  as,  food  stores,  eating  places,  barbers,  cleaning, 
tailors,  and  fix-it  shops — all  of  which  have  been  handi- 
capped in  the  war  period  by  scarcity  of  personnel — will 
provide  probably  the  greatest  source  of  Bay  Area  post- 
war jobs.  These  are  urgently  in  need  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  greatly  increased  population  in  this  area. 

One  estimate  reported  that  about  70,000  selling 
jobs  would  be  open  due  to  the  unprecedented  buy- 
ing boom,  especially  for  the  hundreds  of  millions  of 
dollars  worth  of  consumer  goods  of  every  descrip- 
tion which  will  be  coming  into  the  market  in  the 
early  months  of  the  postwar  period.  The  Bay  Area 
market  for  household  goods  and  electrical  equip- 
ment alone  is  estimated  at  about  150  million 
dollars. 

The  skilled  and  semi-skilled  mechanics  needed  to  carry 
out  the  182  million  dollar  Work  Pile  in  San  Francisco  and 
one  in  Oakland  of  approximately  150  million  dollars,  in 
addition  to  the  industrial  and  utility  projects,  should 
create  ample  job  opportunities  in  these  fields.  Jobs  mean 
trade. 

•  CONSTRUCTION 

Private  Building — The  volume  of  potential  private 
and  public  constructions  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area 
is  enormous.  With  the  lifting  of  all  private  restrictions  on 
October  15  of  this  year,  the  way  is  now  clear  for  expedit- 
ing the  private  construction  work.  In  the  home  building 
field  alone  there  is  a  ready-made  market  for  an  estimated 
125  thousand  new  private  dwelling  units  which  will  cost 
approximately  500  million  dollars.  Other  millions  will  be 
spent  on  new  stores  and  commercial  expansions. 

As  far  as  the  immediate  home  building  program,  the  Asso- 
ciated Home  Builders  of  San  Francisco  indicate  that  local 
builders  have  their  lots,  plans,  and  financing  all  set  to  con- 
struct 5  thousand  within  one  year  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
nearly  40  million  dollars  with  some  30  thousand  homes  in 
prospect  for  construction  in  and  close  by  San  Francisco 
during  the  next  three  to  five  years.  This  association  reports 
that  30  thousand  building  lots  are  available  for  construction 
purposes.  In  one  sub-division  just  south  of  the  county  line 
there  is  a  750  acre  tract  where  4,000  homes  are  planned.  Other 
sub-divisions  call  for  between  two  and  three  thousand  homes. 
Housing  has  been  one  of  the  most  urgent  needs  throughout 
the  entire  war  and  still  is  one  of  the  foremost  projects  for  im- 
mediate development.  Besides  the  housing  projects  in  San 
Francisco  proper,  there  will  be  many  thousand  others  con- 
structed throughout  the  Bay  Area. 

Public  Housing — In  addition  to  the  private  housing, 
a  number  of  deferred  public  housing  projects  authorized 
in  the  prewar  period  will  be  started  in  San  Francisco  at 
the  earliest  opportunity.  These  include  such  projects  as 
the  Ping  Yuen  project  to  accommodate  231  Chinese 
families,  the  North  Beach  Place  for  226  families,  Bernal 
Dwellings  for  201  families.  Glen  Crags  in  Glen  Park  for 
171  families,  De  Haro  Plaza,  site  of  the  present  Carolina 
War  Housing  Units,  for  135  families  and  Hunter's  View 
at  Hunter's  Point  for  150  units.  In  all,  approximately, 
there  are  something  over  1,100  family  accommodations 
scheduled  in  this  group.  During  the  war,  upward  of  8,500 
temporary  dwelling  units  were  constructed  in  the  city,  of 
which  all,  under  the  Lanham  Act,  must  be  removed  with- 
in two  years  from  the  end  of  the  emergency. 

Private  Commercial — In  the  private  commercial 
field  San  Francisco  is  on  a  new  threshold.  Here  are  a  few 
of  the  prospective  developments  which  have  already  been 
announced. 

I.  Magnin  is  going  to  move  its  store  to  Geary  and  Stockton. 
Macy's  of  New  York  is  entering  San  Francisco  and  taking 
over  the  O'Connor  Moffatt  store.  Woolworth  is  putting  up  a 


new  building  on  the  present  site  of  the  Flood  Building.  City 
of  Paris  is  spending  100  thousand  dollars  in  new  additions. 
Hale  Bros,  is  planning  to  invest  6  million  dollars  at  Fourth 
Street.  Spiro's  on  Market  Street  is  spending  50  thousand  in 
remodeling.  One  and  one-quarter  million  is  being  spent  in 
the  Crystal  Palace  Market.  New  leases  have  been  taken  out 
at  Van  Ness  and  Market.  There  are  new  buildings  and  leases 
at  Market  and  Sixth,  Market  and  Seventh,  Market  at  F-ighth, 
Ninth  and  Tenth.  There  is  a  new  20  story  building  planned  on 
California  Street.  Blum's  is  expanding  to  Van  Ness  and  Sac- 
ramento, and  a  new  theatre  is  planned  on  Clay  and  Van  Ness, 
and  an  arcade  of  stores  with  three-street  frontages.  There  is  a 
new  produce  market  planned  to  modernize  handling  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  in  the  city  that  will  cost  several  million  dollars. 
A  great  world  trade  center  project  is  figured  at  over  30  million 
dollars.  All  over  town  are  great  new  projects  now  under  way, 
or  planned  for  the  immediate  future. 

The  Boys'  Club  is  to  have  a  new  center  at  Broderick,  Oak  and 
Fell  Streets  costing  500  thousand  dollars.  Sears  Roebuck  is  expand- 
ing at  Geary  and  Masonic.  There  are  plans  running  into  millions 
for  a  new  San  Francisco  State  College.  The  expansion  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  California  Medical  School  to  cost  6J-2  million  dollars.  As 
it  has  been  well  said,  most  of  these  projects  are  so  near  us  that  we 
cannot  see  them,  but  these  are  being  unfolded  before  our  very  eyes 
and  many  others  are  planned  and  announced  daily. 

Public  Works — The  Public  Works  Program  in  the 
Bay  Area  will  amount  to  many  millions  of  dollars.  Both 
San  Francisco  and  Oakland  have  definite  programs  in 
addition  to  the  Work  Pile  previously  referred  to.  The 
Citizens'  Postwar  Planning  Committee  of  San  Francisco 
has  recommended  priorities  for  some  24  projects  costing 
177  million  dollars.  Some  of  these  are  recommended  to  be 
carried  on  an  annual  budget  basis,  others  will  be  revenue 
producing,  and  some  will  be  financed  by  bond  issues. 
They  include  airports,  streets,  terminals,  recreation  facili- 
ties, street  railway  facilities,  public  buildings,  and  other 
much  needed  public  improvements. 

•  Oakland's  program  calls  for  172  million,  the  largest  portion  of 
which  would  be  required  for  street  work  amounting  to  about  79 
million  dollars,  and  immediate  improvements  on  the  Port  of  Oakland 
call  for  5  million  dollars. 

Richmond  has  approved  a  4  million  dollar  Memorial  Civic 
Center. 

In  addition  to  the  public  work  programs  of  the  cities,  mdlions  will 
be  spent  bv  the  State  on  highways  serving  this  area  (the  cost  of  the 
San  Francisco  section  of  the  I^ay  Shore  Freeway  alone  is  estimated 
between  .SO  and  40  million  dollars).  Other  millions  will  be  spent  by 
the  private  utilities  whose  expansions  have  been  held  to  a  minimum 
during  the  war  period. 

•  UTILITIES 

Pacific  Telephone  and  Telegraph  will  have  to  spend 
over  130  million  in  California  to  catch  up,  and  the  Pacific 
Gas  and  Electric  Co.  plans  to  spend  about  30  million  a 
year  in  expansion  of  facilities  to  serve  home,  farm,  fac- 
tory and  business.  Railroads  are  in  the  market  for  light- 
weight box  cars  and  Diesel  engines. 

Not  far  away  from  the  immediate  Bay  Area  and 
directly  tied  into  its  economy  is  the  great  Central  Valley 
Project.  The  Bureau  of  Reclamation  proposes  to  spend 
168  million  dollars  to  complete  the  Project  and  ultimately 
the  government  wants  to  invest  nearly  a  billion-and-a- 
half  dollars  in  developing  the  Central  \'alley  to  provide 
water  for  more  than  9  million  acres,  and  an  additional  15 
billion  kilowatt  hours  of  electricity  a  year  to  drive  new 
industries  and  improve  our  standard  of  living. 

•  WORLD  TRADE 

After  nearly  four  years  during  which  practically  all  the 
cargo  which  left  the  port  of  San  Francisco  was  military 
materials  carried  by  go\ernment  vessels,  private  shipping 
across  the  Pacific  is  being  resumed.  The  Army  stopped 
supplying  the  Philippines  on  September  1.  Thus,  once 
again  as  San  Francisco  becomes  a  commercial  port,  the 
Matson  Line  is  anticipating  a  100  per  cent  increase  in 
passenger  traffic  from  the  mainland  to  Hawaii  during  the 
postwar  period.  The  first  postwar  outbound  ship  of  Presi- 
dent Lines  sailed  from  San  Francisco  on  October  12. 

•  In  the  prewar  period  San  Francisco  ranked  first  in 
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tlie  Pacific  Coast  in  peacetime  water-borne  commerce  and 
third  in  the  nation.  Following  Pearl  Harbor,  the  area 
cleared  more  military  cargo  than  any  other  port  in  the 
nation,  and  as  the  war  in  the  Pacific  ended,  the  San 
Francisco  Port  of  Embarkation,  which  had  been  recently 
designated  by  its  Commanding  General  as  "the  most  im- 
portant port  in  the  world"  was  operating  at  new  highs. 
Big  things  are  stirring  in  the  world  trade  field.  A  world 
trade  center,  a  sort  of  Rockefeller  Center  of  foreign  trade,  is 
being  planned  for  lower  downtown  San  Francisco,  a  group  of 
buildings  to  be  headquarters  for  exports  and  imports,  con- 
sulates, steamship,  aviation  and  railroad  companies,  and 
everything  connected  with  world  commerce.  A  number  of 
prominent  businessmen  head  the  group.  They  have  estimated 
the  cost  at  about  35  million  dollars  and  believe  it  is  basically 
sound.  Preliminary  architectural  plans  call  for  a  central 
tower.  Pacific,  Orient,  Pan-American,  and  Europa  buildings, 
transportation  buildings  with  helicopter  landing  fields.  Prog- 
ress is  reported  in  financing  of  this  project.  Also  planned  is  a 
Pacific  center  for  the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations,  a  Pacific 
Postwar  Congress  of  Commerce  and  Industry,  and  a  perma- 
nent Sample  Fair  for  West  Coast  products. 

A  branch  of  China-America  Council  of  Commerce  and  Industry 
has  been  formed  by  leading  industrialists  to  develop  trade  with 
China.  Chinese  representatives  have  indicated  tney  would  like  to 
buy  about  100  million  dollars  worth  of  supplies  providing  develop- 
ment loans  can  be  obtained.  These  include  railway  equipment,  ma- 
chines, ships,  everything  to  help  industrialize  China  and  everything 
produced  in  local  plants. 

A  Purchasing  Commission  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies  in  San 
Francisco  is  planning  to  spend  2  billion  dollars,  400  million 
in  relief  and  reconstruction  of  the  Indies.  It  is  placing  orders 
iri  the  Bay  Area  for  food,  clothing,  drugs,  simple  tools,  heavy 
machinery,  and  pumps. 

Between  3  and  4  billion  dollars  of  American  credit  have  been 
built  up  by  Latin  Americans  which  places  that  market  in  a  favor- 
able position  to  buy  our  products. 

San  Francisco  has  been  promised  America's  second  foreign 
trade  zone  where  imports  can  be  stored,  packaged  or  proc- 
essed without  duty  for  resale  to  a  foreign  market  or  until 
sold  in  this  country. 

•  To  sum  up  our  world  trade  position — Under  favorable  con- 
ditions where  the  United  States  is  investing  heavily  abroad  and  per- 
mitting more  imports,  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce 
believes  the  Bay  Area  can  take  the  lead  in  West  Coast  exports  that 
may  exceed  the  prewar  levels  by  from  3  to  4  times,  or  to  more  than 
a  billion  dollars  of  trade  a  year.  And  according  to  Bruce  Barton  "the 
next  100  years  will  belong  to  the  West  and  the  Pacific." 

•  SHIPPING 

The  United  States  has  about  5,500  ships  with  a  total 
tonnage  of  57,500,000  in  sight  by  the  end  of  1945.  That  is 
more  shipping  than  the  five  leading  Maritime  nations 
owned  before  the  war.  Some  2,200  of  these  vessels  will  be 
the  world's  most  modern  and  fastest,  so  the  Bay  Area  can 
be  .served  by  an  unprecedentedly  large  merchant  marine. 

There  are  also  the  United  States  Navy  installations  in 
the  Bay  Area,  and  it  is  their  present  intention  to  maintain 
permanent  operations  and  employment  at  Hunter's  Point 
and  Mare  Island  Navy  yards,  the  Oakland  supply  depot 
and  the  Treasure  Island  base.  Repairs  and  conversions  of 
warships  are  expected  to  maintain  full  employment  in 
the  Navy  yards  during  the  next  year. 

•  The  Maritime  Commission  also  has  anticipated  that  repair 
operations  will  be  carried  on  in  this  area  for  the  Merchant  Marine. 
It  is  also  anticipated  that  some  phases  of  the  present  shipbuilding 
activities  may  well  continue  through  1946. 

One  of  the  important  things  to  remember  in  connection 
with  shipbuilding  is  that  the  techniques  of  mass  production 
in  the  shipbuilding  industry  were  perfected  on  this  Coast 
during  the  war.  Through  these  techniques  costs  per  ton  have 
steadily  declined.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  we  must 


compete  with  lower  labor  standards  in  other  countries,  it  is 
conceivable,  according  to  one  of  the  prominent  builders,  that 
we  can  produce  ships  in  this  area  in  competition  with  any 
other  shipbuilding  industry  in  the  world. 

•   THE  AIR  AGE 

The  Bay  Area  is  one  of  the  five  greatest  commercial  air 
centers.  The  area  is  well  organized  to  exercise  leadership 
in  this  field.  Four  super-airports  and  24  to  40  small  air- 
ports are  proposed  for  the  Bay  Area,  including  a  new  20 
million  dollar  Golden  Gate  International  Airport  on  the 
Berkeley-Albany  Shore.  This  fall  the  voters  approved  a 
20  million  dollar  bond  issue  to  make  the  Municipal  Air- 
port of  San  Francisco  one  of  the  world's  finest. 

Already  fleets  of  iuxury  airliners  carrying  50  to  60  passengers  and 
capable  of  operating  at  300  miles  an  hour  have  been  ordered  for  San 
Francisco  runs.  Global  lines  will  offer  the  Bay  Area  frequent,  lux- 
urious, low-cost  flights  to  Hawaii,  China,  Australia,  Alaska,  and 
South  America.  The  air  travel  time  between  .San  Francisco  and  New 
York  is  approximately  8  hours;  to  Ottawa.  Canada,  9  hours;  to 
Mexico  City,  6  hours;  to  London,  18  hours;  Paris,  19  hours;  Moscow, 
20  hours;  to  Buenos  Aires  and  Rio  de  Janeiro,  22  hours;  Manila,  23 
hours;  and  Singapore,  28  hours.  Thus,  practically  the  entire  world 
is  within  the  reach  of  a  single  day's  travel  from  .San  Francisco 

•  CONVENTIONS  AND  TOURISTS 

Not  one  of  the  least  activities  of  the  Bay  Area  is  the 
huge  annual  tourist  business  which  brings,  during  normal 
years,  more  than  a  million  people  who  spend  upward  of 
33  million  dollars  here. 

•  Californians,  Inc.  expects  to  triple  its  effective  national  adver- 
tising in  the  postwar  period.  Unquestionably,  the  new  methods  of 
travel  being  developed  by  the  railroads  and  new  commodious  air- 
planes will  bring  droves  of  Eastern  vacationists  into  this  area  as 
soon  as  the  facilities  are  available.  Already  the  Chamber  and  other 
local  agencies  are  being  deluged  with  inquiries  for  information  by 
prospective  tourists  and  settlers  who  have  been  restricted  by  govern- 
ment regulations  to  move  about  freely  for  the  most  part  of  four  years. 

The  tourist  industry  in  California  is  reputed  to  be  a  250 
million  dollar  a  year  business  and  requires  the  services  of 
nearly  one-quarter  million  people.  Now  perhaps  more  than 
at  any  other  time  the  American  people  are  travel-minded. 
Since  the  discontinuing  of  gasoline  rationing,  travel  to  Yo- 
semite  National  Park  has  established  a  record.  If  this  trend 
continues  through  the  winter,  as  expected,  the  total  attend- 
ance this  year  will  exceed  the  pre-war  peak.  All  the  way  along 
the  line  in  this  field,  state  parks,  national  parks,  travel  fa- 
cilities and  stopping  places,  great  potential  job  opportunities 
are  contained. 

•  CONCLUSION 

In  conclusion,  it  will  be  recognized  that  we  have 
been  emphasizing  strongly  some  of  the  real  things  which 
are  scheduled  to  take  place  now  and  in  the  immediate 
future.  The  Ignited  States  census  of  August  1,  1945,  re- 
veals over  827,400  people  living  in  San  Francisco,  or 
nearly  200,000  more  than  there  were  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war.  Thus,  numerous  commercial  and  business  oppor- 
tunities have  been  created  in  a  community  whose  civilian 
facilities  have  been  held  down  to  the  prewar  level.  The 
same  is  true  for  practically  every  incorporated  city  in  the 
Bay  Area  of  which  there  are  some  54  within  the  50-mile 
radius  of  the  central  cities  with  a  combined  population  of 
2,004,799  out  of  the  2,400,000  in  nine  counties. 

All  the  cities  in  this  area  have  been  tussling  with  expansion  prob- 
lems and  adjustments  due  to  the  in-migration  allied  with  the  war 
etTort.  Now  they  are  engaged  in  the  responsibility  of  returning  to 
peacetime  activities  and  shaping  the  community  alTairs  to  provide 
for  pleasant  living  conditions  where  business  and  industrial  oppor- 
tunities already  abound.  Thus,  the  Bay  .Area  outlook  is  exceedingly 
bright 
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
